Then ftiall the Sergeante 

of the Kings or Queenes Pantry be readye at the Churche

^he Treaforer pf Howfliolde to goe before him and prefeiu 

the Afliaye. Alfo the, Sergeant of the Ewery flial be ready 

in the Churche, with Bafonnes covered and uncovered, fuche 

as the Cafe ftiall require, for the Byflioppes to waflie In^ and 

like Bafonncs and Ewers for the Goflippes to walhe in. Alfo^ 

the Sergeant of the Spicery and the Butler fliall geve their 

Entendance at the Churche with Spice and Wyne, for ihe, 

Goflippes and other Eftats to take when the Prince is Qhrift- 

cned. When the Prince or Princefle is brought to the utter 

Porche of the Churche, the Biflioppe fliai be there ready to 

receave it, and to doe fuch Solempiiityes as therunto apper- 

taintth. 
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tainetbi After which Solempnityes done and finiftied, thetit 
muft be ready at the Churche Dore a Canape, to be borne 
over the Childe by 4 Men of Worfliippe^ eyther Knights, or 
els Efquiers affigned therunto before. The Prince or Prin- 
cefle being broughte into the Churche, it (hal be forthwith 
borne into the Traves, where fhal be Fire and Water (as 
aforfaid) ready for the Changinge 6f the Childe out of tbe 
Clothes, and makinge it ready unto Chriftendome* la th^ 
meane time the Golfippes (favinge the Lady Godmbther) 
and ail fuche Eftats as fhall pleafe the Kinge, ftial be neere^ 
therunto, (hall place themfelves within the Canape of the 
Fonte ; fo that when the Baptizor (which muft be an Arch- 
biOioppe or a BiQioppe) with the Officers of the ChurchCi 
doe come therunto, they may be there readye placed, and 
there muft be afligned certaine worftiipfuU Knights an4 
Efquiern to fpreade and holde at large the faide Canape in 
gooJ and feemely Order. And m the meane tyme, whilerf 
the Childe is makinge ready, the Fonte muft be hallowed 
by the Abbot of Weftmefter, or fome one in his Steade ; 
whiche done, the Childe ftial be brought forthe of the Traves 
to be chriftened.

carried Home againe. Note, that the Parliament Chamber 
mu/i he richely hangedy and feeled ivith a riche and ftatelye 
Bed thermy imth Staiers np to the faide Bed^ 'which Stayers 
muft be covered with hiewe fVbrfted, garnifhcd with Rybands^ 
and 0he Nayles ; ihe Bed covered with a goodly Emperiali, 
fhe Surteynes and Traves qf blewe Tarteron, Carpetts laied 
nvith the riche Araye for the ^eene to be purtfied in. The 
Ciiphorde and Wyndowes in her Chamber covered^ with blewe 
tVorJiedy Bankersof red Wbrftedy a Traves ofblewe Sarcenett^ 
drut emother of biewe Tartaron. 

The Childe brougbte Home, and the Gifts prefented and 
delivered to the Queene as aforefaide, the Childe muft bc 
bbme into the Nurcery, where it ftial be nourifticd wiih a 
Ladye Governcffe of thc Nowrce, and the drye Nowrcc, 
and they ftxall Have 3 Chambers, which (hal be callcd the 
Rockefters, and they /hali have their Othes geyen them by 
the Chambcrlaine. It muft be fcene that there be bothe 
Yeonacn and Gromcs to wayte upon the Charober, Sewers, 
Panters, and all other Officers for the Monthe, and that 
Othes be miniftrcd taevcry of thcm in moft ftraitcft Mancr. 
Furthermore it muft be fcenc that the Nowrccs Mcate and 
Drinke bc ailaycd duringe the Tyme that fhc geveth Suck to 
the Childfi, and that a Phyficion do overfce hcr at evcry 
Meale, which ftiall fce that (he gevcth the Childe feafonnable 
Meate and 'Drihke. 

As touchmge fiiche Ncceflaries as belonge unto the Childe. 
Firfl:, he muft hive a riche Manteli of Clothe of Golde 
"with a longie Traihe, furred throughe out with Ermyn, to 
bcar the Prince or Princcflc in to ihe Chrifteninge, and for 
other Neceflarycs 12 Yardes of Skarlctte, 24 Yards of fyne 
Blankette, and 24 Elles of fyne Reynes, a Elle of Bauldkia

THE King on thc Day c^ March toke his 
Hors wele, and nobely accompanycd at Seint Johns 
of London, and rode to Waltham ; and tromthens the High 
Way to Cambrige, wher bis Grace was honorably receyvede 
both of the Univerfitie, and of the Towne. From thens he 
Toode by Huntingdon, Stamford, and to Lincolne ; and ther 
his Grace kepte right devoutly the holy Feft of Efter, and 
fcill like a Chriftine Pritice hard his dyvyne Service in the 
Cathedrall Churche, and in no prive Chapell. On Shcrc 
Thurfday he had in the Biftiops Hall 29 poore Men, to 
whom he humbly and criftenly for Chriftes Love, with his 
noble Hands did wes(he ther Fete, and gave as great Alme;, 
like as other his noble Progenitors, Kings of England, have 
been accuftumed aforetyme. Alfo on Good Friday, after ali 
his Ofterins and Obfervauncs of halowing of his Rings aftef 
Dyner, gave mervealous great Sununes of Mony in Grotcs

And thcn the King proceded towarde th Abbey of Seipt 
Aufteyns, and by the Way ther was a Bakers WifT caft oute 
of a Wyndow a great Quantite of Whete, crjing, Welcome 
and good Look ; and a litill furthermor ther was a Pagea^t 
made, called The Shipwrights Pageannt, with praty Con- 
ceyts pleyng in the fame, withoute any Speche ; and a litill 
further ther was aaotber Pageannte of an Olifaunte, with a 
Cafteil on his Bakk, curioully wrought. The Refurreftion 
of our Lorde in ihe higheft Tower of thc fame, with cer- 
tcyne Imagerye fmytyng Bellis, and al went by Veight?, 
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jnerveoloully wele donc, Within Seint Aufteins Chirch^ 
th Abbot and his Covcnt receyvcd the King with Proceffion 
as accuftumecl. And on the Morne when the King badl 
dynede, he roode on Pilgremage to S^ipt Annes in thc Wodde, 
And on the Thurfday nextc folowing, whiche was Corpus 
Chrifti Day, the King went in Proceffioii aboute the Grcat 
Grene, ther callede The Sandfuary, whither camc al thc Pro-s 
ceffions of thc Towne alfo ; and the Bisftiop of Worccftre 
prechide in the Pulpit in thc Midds of the forfaide Grene, in 
a great Audience of thc Meyrc, and the Subftance of al the 
Burgefle of the Towne and ther Wiffs, with muche other 
J^eoplc of thc Countrey. After Evenfonge the King fent 
ifor ihe Mayre and Shrifc, and Parte of the bcft Purges of 
thc Towne, and demaunded theym the Caufe of ther Po- 
vertie ; and thcy ftiewde his Grace for the grcat Lofle of 
Shippes and Goodes thac thcy had looft within 5 Yeres, 
The King comforted ihcym, tbat they fliulde fctt on and 
make new Shippes, and to cxcrcife tber Marchandife as ihey 
wer wonte for to doon. And his Gracc ftiulde fo hclpe theym 
by dyvers Means likc as he fticwde unto theym, that the 
Meyre of the Towne towlde me they hardc not this hundred 
Yeres of noo King fo good a Comfort. Whcrfor they 
thanked Alpiighty God, that hath fcnt thcym foo good and 
gracioufe a Souveraignc Lord. And on the Morne the King 
departcde to London warde. 

Item, it is to be rcmembred, that in every Shire that the 
King our Souveraignc Lorde rodc, the Shriffs of thc fame 
Shire gave ther Attendauncc, and bare ther whjre Roddcs. 
And in like wifc the Nobles of that Countrc viiitedc thc 
Klngs Grace as hc pafllcd by. As touching the Gifts and 
Prefents whiche Cities, Townes, or Abbeyes gave the King's 
Grace, I am not certayned ; but I underftande ther Wer 
dyvcrs bpth of Golde, Silver, Wyne, Bedes, and Meiens. 
On the 5th Day of June, whiche was upon a Monday, th^ 
King can>p by Water from Shene, and landed at Weftminfter 
Brigge. The Maire of London, with al his Brethern, and 
?l the Crafts in London in great Multiiude of Bargcs, car- 
pyftiede with Banners, Penounces, Standers, and PenkJls, 
mett with his Grace asfar as P^naine, and hertely weU 
comede hym home, and then w$^ abpute ther Barges, and 
landede byfor tlie King. Epj^Craft ftode by theym fllfs 
alonge in a Rowe frcraa^ tbtf^ygg Ende thorough the P^leys 
to Seint Margvetts Chirchc Ycrdc, whcr th Abbot and 
Prpceffion of Weftminfter receyvede tbe King, and gave 
hym his Scptre, and the Proceffion of Scnt Stevens Chapell, 
wliiche had rcceyyede hym |d thc Paleys byfor, departede. 

Then 
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^hen wben the Eing had of&ede in the Abbey» and Te 
I>enm fongen, the King went to his Paleys. On tbe Morne 
the Maire of London» with his Bretberni came offenes and 
vifitede the Ktngs Grace. Sir . . . • . Fit2william, Re* 
corder of London» in al ther Names made to the King a 
tioble Propofition» in the Rejoicing of the Kings good Spede. 
After thaty the ^ng receyved in his great Chamber a great 
Ambaflat from theKing of Skotts Lettei^^ to wit, the Lorde 
Boythvayle, th Abbot of Hoiy Roode Houfe, Robert Lorde 
Kenedy, Maifter Archeball) Secretary to the King of Scotts, 
Jobn Roofle, Efqnier, and Counceller of the faide Kinge, 
L.yon King of Arines.

At 
whiche Tyme Tydings camc tljat th Erle of Oxinfofde was 
within a Mylc. Thcre was thc Biftiopp of Worccflcr, 
Lorde John Alkok, whiche aiftendc thc Prlncc in Pontifi- 
calibus, and thc BisftK>pp of Exceftrc, Lorde Pcrs Courtnay, 
and the Bisftiop of Sarcft>ury, Lordc Thomas Langton,. th 
Abbot of Hidc, and the Por of thc famc Placc; in likc wife 
accompanyedc, with many noble Doftors tn richc Copcs 
and grcy j^mys. Mayftcr Robcrt Morton, the Maiftcr of the 
Rowlesi thc Dcane of Wdies, Maiftcr John Gonthorp, Do^lor 
Fox the Kings Sccrctary, with many moo. Howbdt thqf 
taried iij Oures largely and more after thc faidc Erlc of 
Oxinfordc, and aftcr that by thc Kings Commandemcnt 
proceedcd, and tb Erlc of Derbyc and thc Lordc Maltravers 
wercn Godfadcrs at thc Fobnt, and Qucne £Iizabcth God-^ 
moder. Incontinent after thc Prince was put into the Fonnti' 
.thc Officers of Armes put on thcr Coots, and all the Torchcs 
wcrcn Light, and thcn cntredc th Erle of Oxinforde. From 
the Font the Princc was had to his Traycrs, and abovc him 
a Cremefyn Cloth as byforc. From thcns in (airc Order 
was hc bornc to thc High Autcr, and Icide therupon by hys' 
Godmodcr. Aftcr certcyn Ceremony, whan the Goofpei was 
doon, Veni Creator Spiritus was bcgon, and folcmpndy 
fongcn by the Kmgs Chapell with Orgons, and Te Deum 
alfo, During whlche Scafon th Erlc of Oxynfordc toke the 
Prince in his right Arme, and ihc Bisftiop of Excefter con* 
fermed hym ; and thc Bisftiop of Sarcft)ury knytt thc Bande 
of Lynenc about his Nek. Then the Marquifle of Dorcet, 
th Erle of Lyncolln, and the Lordc Strannge, fcrved Qucne 
Elizabeth of Towel and Watcr, and Sir Rogcr Coton, and 
Maifter Weft, fcrvedc the other Goflcps. Byfeidc the faide 
High Auter was ordeyned a Travcrs for the Princc, whcre 
Qucne Elizabeth gave a riche Cuppe of Golde coverede, 
wbiche was bomc by Sir Davy Owen. Th' Erle of Oxyn- 
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forde gavc a Pere of gUte Bafonns, with a Sayer, whicbc 
werc borne bjr Sir WilUam Stone ; th Erle of Derbye gave 
a riche Salte of Golde coverede, "whiche was borne by Sir 
Raynolde Bray : And the Lorde Maltravers gave a Ck>fer of 
Golde, whiche was borne by Sir Charles of Someifeit. 
From thens they proceedede to Seynt Swythens Shryne, aad 
ofFrede, wher was anothfer Travers. Then IJl^ Confejjor^ 
with an Antyme of Seint Swythyne, was fongen, and Spices 
and Ipocras, with other fwete Wynys, great Pleyntye, 
Whiche doone, ihe Prince retournede, and was borne Home 
by my Ladye Cecill, accompanyed as byfore, faving the Salt, 
the Bafons, and the Taper, and all the Torches brennyng.

After that tbc Qnene was purified and hole of an Agu 
that (he had, the King and the Quene, my Lady thc Kings 
Moder, and al the Court, remeved to Grenewiche, and thqr 
thcy kepte the folempne Feft of Al Halowes, greatiy accom- 
panyed with Eftats and noblc People as folowing. Furft, 
the Marquis of Dorcct, th' Erle of LyncoUn, th' Erle of 
Oxinforde, th' Erle of Dcrbye, tti' Erle of Notingham, the 
Vifcount Lifley, the Lorde Maltravers, the Lorde Strannge, 
the Lorde Dodeley, and many more great Lordes^, Knyghts, 
and Efquiers, in great Nomber. That Day the King went 
in a Goune of Clothe of Golde furred, and in no Robes of ' 
Eftate. Alfo the King gave his Larges to his Officers of 
Arnaes as accuftumed, and they did ther Devoir therfor. 
Likewife the King kept Ms Criftemas at the fame Place afor- 
-faide, howbeit he was not accompanyed wlth Lords, as he 
was at Hathallutych, The King kept thcr non Aftate in the 
Halle, but his Gracc gave to his Officers of Armes on the 
3 Dayes, as of oldc he and oiher Kings have accuftumed. 
And on New Yeres Day Thomas Lovell delyverde the King 
Larges in Bbke ; but ihat and al oiher Lordes and Ladies 
Gefts ben in our Regefter, as the Rewards of my Lady the 
Kings Moder, the Marquis of Dorcett, th' Erle of Dcrbye, 
&c. After Criftemas the moofte Reverende Fader in God 
the Lorde John JMorten aforefaide was on a Sonday, ihe 
.... Day of Janyvcr, intronopyfed i^t Canterbury, greatiy 
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accompafiyed with Lords both Efpirituels and Temporals, 
«s it aperethe niore at large ia a Book made of the fame 
Feft. As I imderftande, hc by hys Journay towards his 
Snthronyzation, after his Licence of the King at Lambeth, 
and gretely accompanyed, roode forft to Croydon', and 
frora thens toKnovvle, from thens toMaydefton, from thens 
to Chnring, and from thens tb Chartham, wher he lay the 
Satirday at Nyght ; and on ihe Soneday, when he entrede 
Canntrcbnry, ai the Beiles of the Citie were rong ; and 
lie alight and wenc on his Fete. At the great Gate 
(Fourihe within) met hym the Proceflyon of Chrifte Ciiirche, 
and fenfede hym. And whan he was entrede a litii within 
the Weft Door, ther was ordeynede a Stole with a riche 
CJothe of Silke, and Coufhyns, whcr he knelcde a Traftc 
of While or Tyme, and lcte falle many a Tere of his Yene ; 
and after proceded to the High Auter. Then Te Deum was 
fonge, and he and al the Prelats did on theym riche Coopes, 
and with ProcefTion went and recountred the Pall fent from 
our Holy Fader the Pope, whlche was borne by the Bisfhop 
of Rochcfter. Then they retoXirned byfore the High Auter, 
wher the Bisfhop of Worcefter red and declared the Popes 
Bulles, and made a great Propofition of- the fame, fliewing 
the Vertue and the Betokenyng of the Pall. Whiche fo 
delyvered to the faide Lorde of Canterbury, Jie fat in a 
Cheire, and all the Prelats that wer ther kyfte the faide 
Relique or Palle, and after, the Cheeke of the faide Archci- 
bisfliop. And in likewyfe aftcr them al thc religioufe People 
of that Houfe. This doon th Archebisftiop and al other 
Prelats went into the Veftery, The Bisflaop of Ely was 
Deken, and rede the Gofpel. The Bisfliop of Rochefter 
bar the Crofle, and redde th Epiftell. The Bisfliop of 
Sarefbury was Channter, and beganne thc Officc of the 
MafTe. As for al the Solempnytie of that MaflTe, and in 
that Feft, it is wrltten in the other Boke, whcrfor I paflc 
over her. But it was the beft orderde and ferved Feft that 
cver I fawe, or that myght be comparede to. And the 
Kings Servaunts and Officcrs of Armcs that wer ther, on the 
Morne wherf they toke ther Leve were wele and worfhip- 
fully rewardede. Alfo ther was the Marquis of Dorcet, 
with 8 or 9 otlier Barons, befids Knyghts and Efquiers, 
whiche were in marvelous great Nomber, and al ia his 
Lyverey of Mitjlredeveles a. And after Candell Mafl^e, tbe 
King being at Shene, had a great Counfell^of his Lords 
l)otli Spirituels and Tempofels. At \«rhicKe Tynofe ther ws^s

Lorde Fitzwater, Stewarde of the Kings Howfe, Sir Robert 

Willoughby, and a great Nomber of Knyghts and Efquiers, 

and in Subftance al the Kobles of that Pariies, for in that 

Tyme they had dayly Tydings of the preparing of his Re- 

belles and Enemyes, ^ whiche then wer in Selande and Flawn 

dres to the Seewarde, and (as was reportede) to lande in this 

Realme, inwhatParte it was nocerteynte.

Incontynent the 
King afTemblede his Counfeill for tHe ordering of his Hoofte, 
and the noble and coraygious Knyght th Erle of Oxenforde 
defired and befaught the King to have the Conduyt of the 
Foward, whiche thc King grauntede, and accompanyed hym 
'with many great coragious and hifty Knyghts ; that is to fay, 
th Erie of Shrewefbury, the Vicount Lifley, the Lorde Gray 
Rythyn, the LordeGray, the Lorde Haftlngs, the LordeFerre» 
of Charteley, with great Nomber of other Baneretts, Bachelers, 
and Efquicrs.

Alfo, that no Mancr 
of Perfones ne Perfones, whatfoevcr they bee, make na 
Quarell to any Man, nor fcafe, nor vcx, ne troble any Man, 
by Body or Goodes, for any OfFenfe, or by Color of any 
OfFence hertofor doon or comyttede agenft the Roial Majeftie 
of the King our faide Souveraigne Lorde, withoutc h|sr 
Audloritie aad efpecial ComaundemcDt gevco onto hym or 
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rfieym that fo dooa ia that Behalfe, upon Peyne of Deth. 
Alfo, that no Maner of Perfones ne Pcrfones, whatfoever 
they bee, raviflhe no religios Woman, nor Mannes vWifF, 
Doughter, Maydene, ne no Mannes ne Womans Servaunt, 
or take ne prefume to take ahy Maner of Vytayll, Horfemet, 
nor Mannes Mete, withoute paying therfor the reafonable 
Pryce therof affifede by the Clerke of the Market, or other 
the Kings Officers therfor ordeynede, upon Peyne of Deth. 
Alfo, that no Maner of Perfones ne Perfones, whatfoevcr they 
bee, tike uppon theym to Jogge theymfilfs, nor take no 
Maner of Logging ne Harbygagc, but fuche as ffial be af- 
fignede unto hym or theym by the Kings Herbygeours, nor 
difloge no Man, nor chaunge no Logging after that he be 
affignede, without Advyfe and Affent of the faid Harby- 
geours, uppon Peine of Imprifonment^ and to be punyffiede 
at the Wille of our faide Souveraigne Lorde. Alfo, that 
no Maner of Man, whatfoever he bee, make no Quarell 
with any other Man, whatfoever he bee, for no Maner of 
Caufe, olde ne newe ; ne make no Maner of Fray within 
the Hoollc, ne withoute, upon Peyne of Imprifonment, and

Alfo, that no Maner of Perfonne, whatfoever he 
bee, hurte, troblc, bete, ne lette no Maner of Pcrfonne, 
Man, Woman, or Childe, bryngyng any Vitayle unto the 
Kings Hoofle, upon Payne of Imprifonment, and his Bodye 
to bee at the King's Wille. And over this, that every Man 
be?ng of the Reteyne of our faide Soiiveraigne Lorde, at the 
furfte Sounde or Blafle of the Trumpet to faddil hys Hors ; 
at the 2d doo Brydell ; and at the ^d be redy on Horfebake 
to wayte uppon his Highnefle, upon Peyne of Imprifonment. 
Alfo, that no Maner of Perfonne, whatfoever he bee, make 
no Skryes, Showtings, or Blowing of Hornefre in th6 Kings 
Hoofle, after the Wache bee fett, upon Peyne of Imprifon- 
ymenr, and his Bodye to be at the Kings Wille. Alfo, that 
no Vagabonde, nor other, folowe the Kings Hofle, bu^ 
fuche as bee reteynede, or have Maifters within the fame, 
«pon Peyne of Imprifonment, and to bee punyfhede in Ex- 
cmplc for other j and that no coman Wooman folov/ the 
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Klngs Hoofte, upon Payne of Imprifonmeni, and openly to 
be punyQiede m Example of al other. Alfo, whanfoever it 
(hall pleafe the King our Souveraigne Lorde to comaunde 
imy ot hys OiFicers of Armes to charge any Thing in his 
Name, by hys high Comaundement, or by the Comaunde- 
ment of his Counftable or Marfliall, that it be obferved and 
kept upon. Payne of Impiifonment, and his Body to be 
punyfhed at the Kings Pleafure. 

from then3 ilyj King procedede to Coventrye, wher thc 
Bls.hop of W)nchefter toke his Leve, and went lo the 
Qaene, anJ thc Prince and the Subftance of his Companye 
waytede upoii the King nndcr thc Standerde of hls Neveu 
th Erlc of Dcvoiidiir. From Covenirie the King remeved 
unto Leyccfkr, wherby the Comaundement of the moofte 
Revcrende FaJer in God th Archbisfliop of Canterbury, then 
Chanceller of England, the Kings Proclamalions were put 
in Execufion. And in efpecyal voydyng comen Women, 
and Vagubonds, for ther wcr imprifonede great Nomber of 
^ both. Wherfor ther was more Refte in the Kings Hoofte, 
;ind the better Rule. And on the IMorow, whiche was on 
the I*onday, the King lefte ther the fbrfaide Reverende 
Fader in GoJ, and roode to Loughborough ; and the faide 
Lorde Chancellois Folks were comyttede by hisNeveu Robert 
Morton unto the Stander of th Erle of Oxinforde in the 
Fowarde.

And on the Morowe, whiche was Corpus Chrifti Day, after 

thc King had harde the dyvyne Servyce in ihe Parichc 

Chirche, aiid the Trumpetts hadde blowne to Horfe, the 

King not letting his Hofte to underftand his Entente, rode 

bakewarde to fee, and alfo welcome the Lorde Strannge, 

whiche brought with hym a great Hofte, I now to have 

beren v\ the Kings Enemies, only of my Lorde his Faders 

th' Erle of Derbye Folks, and his. And al wer fayre em- 

baytailkd, whiche unknowne turnyng to the HooHe, caufede 

many Follcs for to marvaille. Alfo the King's Standerde and 

muche Cariage folowde after the King, unto ihe Tynve the 

King was advertyfede by Garter King of Armes, whon\ 

the King comaunded to turne them al ageyn, whiche fo dide 

theym al in Bataile, on the hef heder Side of the great Hille 

a this Side Notingham, unto the Tynie the King came. 

That Nyght the Kings Hoofte lay under the Ende of al that 

Hflle towarde Notingham to Lenton warde, and his Fowarde 

byfor hym to' Notynham Bruge warde.

TH E Kyng our Souveraigne Lorde, the Thirde Yere 
of his mooft noble Reigne at Warwik, the Monethe 
of September laft pafTede, determynede the Coronation of 
Elizabeth his der WifF, eldefte Doughter and Heire of the 
famous Prince of excellent Memorye King Edwarde the iiijth, 
to be folempnyfede at Weftminfter the Day of Seynt Ka- 
theryn then next enfuing ; and thereupon direded his mooft 
honorable Letters unto the Nobles of this his Realme, to 
glve ther due Attendaunce upon the fame ; and direfte alfo 
other Letters unto dyvers Nobles _to prepai^e, and arredy 
theymfilf to be with his Grace at London at a certeyne Day 
to theym appointed therto, to be made Knyghts of the Bath, 
and fo to refeve the honorable Order of Knyghthode in wor- 
ftiiping the faid Coronation, whoos Names be expreffed in 
Order herafter folowing. 

VI Dayes before the fayde CorcMiation, ther was a Com- 
myffyon made oute of the Channcery, To thc high and 
myghty Pry^ice Duc of Bedeforde, great Stuwarde of Eng- 
lande for that Fefte; and to dyvers other Eftats, like as 
flieweth by the Copy folowing.

The Kings HighnefTe, for the Determynation and good 
Accompliflement of the faid Coronation by hym as above 
determyned, the Satirday nexte byfore the Fefte of Alha- 
lowes beganne his Jorney, and both he and the Quene re- 
meved from Warwick towards London, and rn his Way at 
Seint Albons kepte the Fcft of Alhalowcs. Oa Alfoules 
Day the Morne after, \{^hen he had harde dyvyne Service and 
dynede, his Grace remevede from thens. to Barnet, and ther 
lay al Nyght. And cn the Morne, as he was comyng to- 

wards Londbn, in Harnefles Park, the Mayre, Shryffs, and 
Aldremen, and dyvers Comens of London therto chofwi 
outc of every Cfaft, met his Grace al on Horlbak ful wele 
and honorably befene in on Livcrey, to attcnd uppon liie 
Bighneflfe, wher Sir Wiiliam Horne, Maire, was dubbede 
Knyght, and bytwene Ifeldon and London Sir John Percy- 
vale was alfo dubbed Knight.' Agenfte tJie Comyng of the 
King into his Citie of London, al the Streyts that his Grace 
fliuldc ride thorough with his Roiall Company, wcre clcnfede^ 
and of botb Sids the Strete the Citizcns of eVery Crafte that 
roode not, wer fett in Row, every Qvih in due Order ia 
ther Lyvercs wel befene, from Bisftidps Gate unto Powles. 
Aad fo at Afternone the Kihg, as a comcly and*roiail Prince, 
Vparailled accordingly, entred into h?s Citic wele and ho- 
norably accompanyed, as was fitting to his Eftate, with 
niany great Lordes and othcr clenly horfed, and richcly 
befcne, and fo came riding thorough thcCitie to the Wefte 
Doore of Powles, wher his Grace alightyde. To receyvc 
hym into the Chyrchc was t.he Qucre of Powks in ther 
Habites and Copes. Ther, was prefent the Bisftiop of Caatqr- 
bury, and many other Bisfliops and Prelats of the Chyrche 
to gevc ther Attcndaunce upon his Hyghneflfe.

And ia 
his fo comyng thorough the Citie, al the Howfes, Windowes, 
and Strets as he pafFed by wer hogely replenyfhede with 
People in pafling great Nomber, that made great Joye and 
Exaltation to beholde his mofl Royaii Perfone foo profpe- 
roufly and princely comyng into his Citie after his late Tri» 
umpbeaod ViAory agenAe his Enemyes ; and fo to beholdc 
the faire and goodly Sight of his fo comyng. The Quenes 
Gr^ce and my Lady the Kings Moder, with other dyvcrs 
Ladies and grcat Aftats in ther Company, were fecretly in 

an Pous befids Seint Mary Spetell withoute BifliopsGate, 

And when thc Sight was paflede theyme, they went from 
theyns to Grenewichc to ther Bedds. After the Kings 
Highncfle was thus receyvedc in Powles, and had offred at

On the Fryday next byfbr Seint Kathcryns Day, the

Grencwyche aforfaide, and landcd at Towr Warff, and fa

Next frfowing thc Littcr, byfore the Henchemen, was 
kd by Sir RogerCooton Knyght, Maifter of tbc Quenet 
Horfe, the Horfe of Aftate fadelde with a Womanys SadeU 
of rede Clothjs of Golde 'tiflue, whiche after the Opynyon 
of dyvers Herauldes flinlde havic folowed next after the 
Henxmen. Then vi Henxmcn riding in Sadells of the Sute 
of the Sadell of Aftate, upon fairc whitc Palfiereys harnifhed 
with Clothe of Golde, gamysfticd with white Rofes, and 
Sonnes richcly embroderde. Next theym folowcd ij Chares 
coverde with riche Cloth of Gold, welle and clenly horfisdc. 
In the furft Chare fatt my Lady of Bedeforde, aod my 
Lady Cecill. fn the ijde Chare fatt the Duches of Snffolk, 
the Duches of Norfolck, and the Countes of Oxinfordc. 
Then folov/ed vi Baroneflcs, the Lady Straunge, Lady 
Gray, Lady Lawar, Lady Ferres of Chartley, Lady Dudley, 
Lady Powes, uppon faire Palfereys in Gownes of Cremcfyn 
Velvett, al in a Sute. Ther Horfe Harnefle ^ the SadeUs 
of the fame Sute that the Henxmen's Horfes wer of. Aftcr 
theym came ij other Chares richely coverede, and welc hor- 
fede, with the Remenaunt of the Quenes Ladies and Ocn- 
tilwomen. After thofe Chares, the Gentilwomen of mjjr 
Lady Bedford in a Sute, and next theym the Gcntiiwpmcn 
of my Lady Cecill in aoother Sute. And fo folowiirg iche 
othcr, thc Gentilwomeo of every Aftate that wayted upon 
the Qoene canne riding upon •goodly Palferees wcle and 
richely befene, with great Bedds and -Cheynes of Golde 
aboutc ther Neks in marveolous great Nomber. The Quenc 
thus riolly commyng to Weftmlnfter had her Vbyde, &c. 

On the Morne, the Day of the Coronation, (he wa« ap* 
parelde in a Kirtiil and a Mantell of Purple Velvett farred 
^h Ermyjais, wilh a Lace afbr the Mantell. On her Hair, 
a Serkclett of Golde richely gamysflicde with Perlc and 
prccious Stonys. And fo apparelled, my Lady Cecill bcring 
her Trayne, flie remevede furthe of Weftminfter Hall, and 
ther fiode under a Cloth of Aftate nmto the Tyme the Pro- 
ceflion was orderde, from the whiche Pkice to the Pulpit ia 
WcftmiDller Chirche ftic wentt upon new Bay Clothe. Al 
the Day from thens forth, the Bande pf the v Ports barc 
' thc Canapfe according to ther Privileges. And the Plrdcr of 
the Procefliwi was as eufueth.

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Furft, Efqnicrs prpceded, and Koyghts folowed thetn, 
After theym went the new made Knyghts wele befene in 
dyvers Silks, every Man*as hym beft likede after his Degrc* 
After theym the Barons, and other Eftats in Order as th^ 
wer, the Heraldes on every Side the Proceflion, and Ser- 
geannts of Armes to make Rome. Then folowed Abbotts, 
and next theym Bis(hops in Pontificaiibus, to the Nomber of

bare Seint Edwards Chales, the Bisftiop of Norwiche barc 
the Patent, byfor whiche PreJats went the Monks of Weft- 
minfter al in Albes, and.the Kings Cbapell folowing ibcym. 
Next to the Qnene wtnt al the othcr Bi{hops, cxcept the 
Bislhop; of Wynchefter, and the Bisftiop of Ely, Whidie 
went OQ ether Hande the Quene under fbe Canapie to fuf- 
leyne her Grace. Then went th Archebisftiop of Yorkc. 
After him was Garter King of Annes ; the Mairc of Lon^oa 
next byfor the Counftable and Marfliali as befor reherfedc, 
Next unto theym th Erle of Aronndell bering the Virge of 
Ivcrye, with a Dove in the Tope. After bym the Duc of 
SitfFolke bering the Septre, Then th Erle of Oxinfordc 
Great Chamberlayn, in his Pariiament Roobces, having in 
his Hand the StafF of his Office. Then the Duc of Bcd- 
forde bar hedede in his Roobees of Aftatc bering a richc 
CoTowne of Goide. Thcn folowed the Quene appareldc as 
is afor reherfede ; and next her my Lady Cecill, whiche bar 
her Trayne. Next her folowd the Duchefle of Bcdefordc, 
and another Duchefle and Comtefle apparelled in Mantells 
and Sircoots of Scarlet,. furred and powderde, the Duchcflle» 
having on ther.Heds Coronatts of Golde richely gamysflied 
with Perle and precious Stones, and the Comtefle on her 
Hed Serkcletts of Goide in like wife garnysflicd, as dooth ^ 
apper in the Bok of Fifture therof madc. But thc more 
Pitie ther was fo Hoge a Peoplc inordynatly prefing to cut 
thc Ray Cloth, that thc Quenes Grace gedc upon, fo that 
in the Prefencc certeyne Perfones wer flaync, and the Order 
of thc Ladies folowing thc Qucnc was broken and dif- 
trobled. 

The Quenes Grace thus comyng fbrth,, when flie camc to 
the Entre of the Wcft Dore of the Chirchc of Weftnimftcr, 

ther was faide by the this Orifon, Omnipotens fm' 

piteme Deusy &c. That doon ftie procedcde thorowgh thc 
Quer unto-thc Pulpic, wherin was a Sege Royall diefled 
with Cloth of Golde; and Cusftiins accordingly. Th Arche- 
bisftiop of Canterbury ther being prefent, and revefted as 
apperteyneth to the Celebration of the Mafle, receyved the 
(JJucne comyng from hcr Royali Sege wiih the ioiJes bei ing

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ber Crowne, Septer, and Rodde^ and tbe Bislhops ivS\tynjG!g

her as is abovefaide. The Greds byfor the High Auter 
wer honorably dreffed and arrayed with Carpetts and Cur- 
(hions of Aftate, wherupon the Quene lay proftrate afor thc 
Archebisftiop, whiles he feide over her this Orifpn, Deus qui 
folus habes, &c. That doon flie aros and Jcneled, and my 

i,ady toke her Kerchef from her Hede, and th 

Archebysftiop opend her Breft, and anoynted h^r ij Tymes. 
Furft, in the former Parte of her Hede, and fecondly, in 
her firefte afor, fayng thies Wordes, In nomine Patris e5r 
fi/i7, ifc. profit tibi hec un6lio, with this Orifon, Oimiipotens 
fempiteme Deus. That doon the faid Lady clofed her Brefl:, 
and folowingly the faide Archebisftiop bleflcd her Ring, 
fcing this Orifon, Creator, and caft holy Waier upon it. 
Then he put this fame Ring on the iiij Finger of the Quenes 
right Hande, faing theyes Words, Accipe annulum, and thea 
be faid, Dominus vobifcum^ with this Cj^lleft, Deus cujus, ebr. 
Then after the faid Archebisftiop had blefled the Qucnes 
Corone, feing, Oremus Deus tuorum, he fett the Crowne 
uppon her Hede, wherupon was a Coyff* put by my feid 
iJady for the Confcrvation of the holy Uncion, whiche is 
afterwarde to be delyverede unto the faide Archebisftiop, 
feing theys Words, Officium nojlrum, <3c. Then he delyveredc 
unto the Quene a Septer in her right Hande, and a Rodde 
)xi her lefi Hande, faing this Orifon, Omnipotens Dcmine. The 
Quene thus coiowned, was lede by the abovefaide Bisftiops 
up inlo the Sege of her Eftate, al the Ladies folowing her. 
Whiles the Offratory was in playing at Organs, flie was leddc 
corowned, from her Sege Roiall by the faide ij Bisfliops unto 
thc High Auter, hcr Septer and Rodde of Golde bomc 
byfor her as is aforfaide. Then th Archebisfliop turned his 
Face to the Quer warde, and after this the Quene was, as 
byfor, brought up ageyn to her Segc Royall of Aftatc, wher 
flie {att ftille, until Jgmis Dei was begone, and after Per 
cmnia fecula ficulorum^ he tumed hym to thc Qucne, bleflSng 
her with this Orifon, Omnipotens Deus carifmate^ iyc. whcr* 
«mto the Quene anfwcrde, Amen. In thc Tymc of flngtng 
<rf Jgnus Dei, thc Pax was brought to the Qwene by the 
Bisfliop of Worcefter, whiche brought, whcn the Quenc 
had kifled it, flic dcfcendid and camc to thc High Auter, 
and had a Towell holden byfor her by ij Bisfliops. And 
ther flife lowly inclynyng herfelf to the Grounde, fddc her 
Confiteor, thc Prelats feing Mifereatur, and th'Archebisfliop 
thc Abfolution, and then the Quenc fumwhat jbreyfyng her- 
UM^ receyvcd tbc BlciFed Sacramcnt. Thjie^ Jhings revo- 
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iwtly accompliftiede, the Quene retourned to her Sette . 
Roiall, and ther abode til the Mafle was ended. The Mafle 
doon, her Grace, accompanyed with Prelats and Nobles, 
defcended from her Sege Roiall of Aftate, and went to the 
High Auter, and then the faide Archebisfhop arrayde in 
Pontificalibus, as he faide MafTe, with all the Mynifters of 
the Auter byfore hym, went byfor the Auter of the Shryne 
of Seint Edwarde the King, and after hym folowed al other 
Prclats and Lordes. Then thg Quenes Grace commyng 
byfor ihe faide Auter of the Shryne, the faid Archebisfhop 
toke the Crowne from her Hede, and fett upon the fame 
Auter. 

In the forfaide Chirche, on the right Side betwixt the 
Pulpit and the High Auter, was ordeyned a goodlye Stage 
coverede and wcil befene with Clothes of Arras, and wcle 
latyzede, whcrin was the Kings Grace, my Lady his Moder, 
and a goodly Sight of Ladies and Gentilwomen attending 
upon her, as my Lady Margaret Pole, Doughrer tothe Duc 
of Claraunce, and many other. When the dyvyne Service 
was thus folemply endcd and al doon, the Retourne of tbe 
Quene to her Paloys, with all her goodly and royal Com- 
pany, was after th« Maner as enfueth. 

Furft, Efqulers and Knyghts, then the Barons of the 
Exchequcr, the Jugges and Officers of Atmcs. Then al th 
Abbotts and Bisfhops in their Coppis or Robes of Parlia- 
xnent, al on the right Side. The Barons in ther Roobes, 
and th Erles in ther Roobes of Aftate, faving the Great 
Chamberlayn whiche was in his Parliamcnt Roobes, wer al 
on the lefce Side. After theym went next the Prefence, the 
Duks and Garter, with the Maire of London, next byfor 
the Conftable and Marftiali. When the Quene was come 
HUo the Hall, ftie went thens unto the White Hall, and fo 
to her Chambre. In the meane tyme the high and myghty 
Prince Duc of Bedeforde, in a Gowne of Clothe of Golde 
richely furrede, mounted on a goodly Courfer richely trapped 
with a Trapper embroderde with red Rofes, a Border of 
Golde Smythes Werk encompasftiede with rede Dragons, a 
longe white Rodde in his Hande, a riche Cbeyne aboute hig 
Nek. Th' Erle of Derbye, Ro. Lorde Standely Conftablc 
of England alfo in a riche Gowne furred with Sables, a 
marveolous riche Cheyne of Golde many Fowlds aboute his 
Neke, mounted alfo his Courfer richely trapped, and enarmed, 
that is to fay, Quarterly Goide, in the furft Quarter a Lyon 
powis, having a Mannes Hede in a Bycokett of Silvcr, and 
in the ijde ^ Lypa of Sable. This Trappcr was right 
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curioufly wrought with tbe Nedcll, for thc Mannci Vifago 
}n the Bicokett ihewde veryly wel favorede, and he had his 
StafF of Office in his Hande. Alfo th Erle of Notingham 
roode alfo on anothpr Courfer richely trapped in a Trapper 

* of Cloth of Golde bordered with , • and his giltc 

StafF of his Office in his Hand. Thus tbeys iij great EfVats 
roode aboute tbe Hall. In efpeciall th Erlc Marfh^dl had 
grcat Pleoty of his Serv^unts with tipped Staves to voydo 
the People; for the Preyfe was fo great. After that thc 
Quene was retourned, and bad waftiede, th Archebisftiop of 
Canterbury faidc Grace. Then Dame Katheryn Gray and 
Maiftres Ditton wenie undre the Table, wher the fatt on 
^ther Sidp thc Quenes F^tee al the Dyn^r Tlme. Tb Arche- 
bisfhop of Canterbury fatt at the Tables Ende on the rjgh| 
Jlande. The Duphes of Bedeforde, and my Lady CccilJ thc 
Quenes SilVer, fatt at theother Ende on th^ lifte Hande. 
Tbe Counteire of Oxinford^ and the Countefle of Ryvers 
knelede on ether Sidc the Quene, and at c^rteync Tymys 
bclde a Kerchief byfor her Grace. At the Ende of the Hail 
on bigh byfor the Wyndow, ther was made a Stage for tbe 
Trumpetts and Mynftrells, whiche when the furftc Ccurf^ 
was fett forwarde, bygai^ to blow^. The Sergeaunts of 
Armes byfor tbeym, the ControUer and Treforer, and then 
the iij Eltats on Horlbak afor reherfede. The Lorde Fit^- 
water, Sewer, in his Surcot, with Tabarde Sleves, a Hodp 
^bougbt bis N^k, and his Towell abovc all, fervede tbq 
tbe MeiT^s as enfueth, al borne by Knyghts, 

furft, a Warner byfor thc Kid reverfed.

TH E Kyng onre Sonveralgae LorJe, the fame Yerc of 
his nohle Reigne, incontynently after tht Parliament 
removed from Wcftminfler unto the Maner of Grencwiche, 
wher he kepte his CrJ^dcmafTe ful honorably as enfueth. 
Furft, on Criftemaffe Even our faide vSouveraigne Lorde the 
King wcnt to the MaflTe of the Vygill*in a riche^Gowne of 
Purple Velwett furred with Sables, nobly accompanyed with 
dyvers great Eftais, as (hal be ftiewde heraftcr. And in 
like wife to Evenfonge, favyng he had his Officers of Armes 
ly or hyni. Thc Revercnd Fader in God the Lorde John 
Fox did the dyvyne Servyce that Evenfong, and on the 
Morow alfo. Thc King fat at Dyner on Crlftemafle IJay in 
tbe grcat Chambre ncxte thc 1. Galary, and the Quene and 
nVy I.ady the ICings Moder with the Ladies in xhe Quenes 
Chatuber. 

On Nevve Yeres Day the King, being in a riche Gowoe, 
dynede in his Chamber, and gave to his Officers of Armes 
VI 1. of his Largefle, wher he was cryed in his Style ac- 
cuftumede. Allo the Quenc gave to the fame Officers XL s. 
and fiie was cried in her_Stv]e. At the fame time my Lady 
the Kyngs Moder gave xxs. and flie was cried Largefle iij 
Tymcs. De hault, fnijfdunty et excellent PrinceJJey la mer 
du Roy notre Souvcraigne, Countejfe de Rkhernonde et de Der^ 
hye, LargeJJc. Item, the Duc of Bedeforde gavexLS and 
he was cricd, Largcjfc de hault et pinjjaunt Prince, frere 
et unclc des RcySy Duc de Bedcforde, et. Ccunte de Penbroke, 
LargcJJe. Item, my Lady his Wift' gavc xiii s. iiij d. and 
> ftie was cried, Largcjje de hetuit et puijfaunt Princejje, 
Duchcjfe de Bedeforde et de Bokingham, Counteffe de Penhrok^ 
Stajford, Harfordy et de Nortkampton, et Dame de Brekmk^ 
Largeffe. Item, the Revercnde Fader in God the Lorde 
^ -iij^iu Fox, Bis(hop qf Eyxcefter, Privy Seale,: gave :^xs, 

Item, th Erle of Aron-ndell gave x s. and he was cried, 
iMrgeffe de nohJe et puiffaunt Seigneur le Counte d' ^lroundelly 
et Seigneur de Maltravers, Item, th Erlc of Oxinforde 
gave XX s. and he was cryede, Largeffe de nohle et puiffaunt 
ie Counte d'Oxinforde, Marquis de Develyn, Vicountde Bulbik, 
et Seigneur de Scales, Grannde. ChaUmhrelayn, et Admircdl 
d^Jngleter, Largejfe. Item, my Lady his Wyff xxs. and 
(he Wife cried*, Largejfe de noble et puiffaunS J)ame la Countefe

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d'Oxinfordey Marquife de Develyn^ Vicounteffe de Bu!bik, ei 
Dame de Scales, Item, th Erle of Derbye gave xx s. and 
hc was cried, LargeJJe de jioble et puijfaunt Seigneur le BeaU' 
j>er de Roy notre Souveraign^, Counte de DerbyCy Seigneur de 
Stanley et de Man^ Counjlable d^Engleter^ LargeJJe^ Item, 
th Erle of Devonftiire gave Xiii s. iiij d. and he was cried, 
Largeffe de noble et puijfaunt Scigncur le Count de Devonjhir^ 
et Seigneur de ContoUy Largejfe: Item, my Lorde Wells gave 
for him and my Lady hls WiiF xxs. and he Was cried, Largejfe 
de noble et puijfatint Seigneur^ Uncle de Roy notre Souveraigne^ 
le Counte de JVellySy Largejfe, Aifb, Largejfe de noble Princejfe 
la Seur, de la Reyne nojlre Soveraigne DamCy et Countejfe de 
Wellys. Item, Sir Wiliiam Stanley, thie Kings Chambrelayn, 
gave X s. and he was crycd, Largeffe de nohle Seigneur le Chnrh' ' 
brelayn de Roy notre Souveraigne^ Largejfe, Item, th Erle of 
Urmond gave xx s. and he was cried, Largejfe de noble et 
puiffcuint Seigneur le Counte de Urmonde, Seigneitr de Roche- 
forde, Chamhrelayne de la Reyne notre Souverai^ne Dame^ 
Largeffe, Item, the Lorde Sti annge gave x s. Item, ihe 
Treforowr gave vis. viij d. and the Coantroller gave a 
Corone, wherfpr they wer cfied, Largejfe des nobles Ojiciers 
le Trezouror et le Countroller de tres nohle VOftell de Roy 
notre SouveraignCy Larjgeffe, Item the Secretary gave vi s. 
viij d. but he was not cried ; for it i§ not the Cuftume to 
crye any Man of the Chirche, nor o£ any lower Dcf^re than 
a Vicount, withoute it be the Stewarde or the Chamber-. 
layne. All other Barons, Baneretrs, Knyghts, and Efquiers, 
with ther Wiiis, wer wont to bee cryede in generall. Thys 
Criftemafle thgr wer many Lords moo in the Court, fome 
eomyng and fome going, whiche gave no Rewards to the 
Officers of Arms. And on Newres Day at Nyght ther was 
a goodly Difgyfyng, and alfo this Criftmafs ther wer many 
and dyvers Playes. ^' 

Oa the xiith Even the King we^it to thc Evenfong in his 
Surcoot outward, witli Tabert Sleves, the Cappe of Aftate 
on his Hede, and the Hode aboute his Showlders, in Doiftors 
^vife. And that Nyght ther was no Lorde in Roobes, faving 
the King, That Fefte Lorde J(?)hn Morton, Archebrsftiop of 
Canterbury, dide the dyvyne Scrvyce. And on the MoroWe, 
at Matens Tyme, al other Aftats and Barons had ther Sur- 
cots outward, with ther Hodys ; and in the Proceilion 
Tymc they were all in their Root^^s of Aftate. The King 
and the Quene wer coronned. And my Lady the Kings 
Moder had on a riche Coronall. The Duc of Bedeforde 
bare the Cgppe of Aftate next byfor the King, and th Erle 
of Oxinforde, Great Chambrelayn of Englund, bnr the . 
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Kings Traync. Th Erleof Derbye and th Erle of Noting- 
ham went next byfor the Cappe of Aftate, whiche was oii 
the rtght Hand a litile byfor the Swerde. Next byfor tbe 
Counilable was Garter King of Armes, and on his lift Hand 
the Kings Secretary, and the Trefowrcr of Englande. Byfor 
theym the Trefowrer and CountroIIer of the Kings Houfe. 
Byfor theym all other Officers of Armes, Heraulds, and 
Pourfuivaunts, and byfor theym Carvers and Cupeberers ia 
ther Roobes. The Gentilmen Usfhers gave ther Attcndauncc 
on the Chamberlayn. Thc Duc of SufFolk folowed next unto 
the Klng, and accompanyed the Lorde Dawbeney, one of 
ihe Embaflators of Fraunce. The Bisfliop of Excefter accom- 
panyed thc Prothonaiory of Sandovill, and al other Erlys 
and Vicounts folowed theym. Then came the Quene, 
coronned, and my Lady the Kings Moder in like Manrell 
and Surcott as the Quene, with a riche Corownall on her 
' Hede, and walking afide the Quenes half Trayne, Maller 
Fowler bar over his right Arme the Trayne of my Lady the 
Kiugs Moder. Then folowde the Countes of Oxinford, 
and the Countefle oi Ryvers, with riche Circaletts on ther 
Hed^!, folowde by al other Ladyes and Gentilwomen ; after 
whom came Barons, Banaretts, and Gentilwomen. And 
when the High MaflTe was doon, the King went to his 
Chamber, and frora thens to the Hall, and ther keptt his 
Eftate in Maner as enfueth. He was corownede with a riche 
Corowne of Golde fett with ful many riche prccious Stoays, 
and feated under a merveolous riche Cloth of Aftate, havihg 
th Archebisfliop of Canterbury on his right Hande, and the 
Qucne alfo corowned under a Clothe of Eflate hanging 
fumwhat lower than thc Kings, on his lift Hande. And al 
thefe iij Eftats wtr fervede coverde. The Erle of Oxinforde, 
Great Chamberlayn of England, waytede on the Kings 
Coronne, and th Erle of Urmonde, ihe Quenes Chamber- 
layn, knclede betweni the Quene and my Lady the Kings 
Moder, wayting on the Qnenes Coroonc. Sir David Owea 
was Kerver that Day, and i>ir Charles Cupebprer, both being 
in ther Robes. Sir William Vampage, who was Sewer, 
was in no Roobes, but in a Gowne of Rofllct Damafl:. Sir 
John Furtzen waytede upon the Cupborde in a Gowne of 
Cremefyn Velwet, with a riche Coler aboute his Nck. After 
the fecundc Cours, when the Mynftrells hade pleydc,. th 
Oflicers of Armes defcendede from ther Stage, and Gartec 
gave thc King Thankings for his Largeflfe, and befought the 
Kings Highneflc lo owe Thankings to the Quene for her 
Largefle. That doon the LargelFe both of thc King aad of 
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the Quene was cryede, aod Edwarde Beauchampe, one of th& 
Kings Marfhalls, drwe the Surnape, and made the King 
and the Qoene both hble Aftats, to niy Lady the Kings 
Moder halt Aftate, and the fame lo th Archebisfhop of 
Canterbury. 

At the Table in the Medell of the Hall fat the Deane and 
thoos of the Kings Chapell, whiche incoatynently aftcr the, 
Kings furft Courfe fange a Carall. 

The Duc of Bedeforde beganne the Table on the right 
Side of the Hall, and next unto hym was the Lorde Daw- 
beney, an AmbaflTat^r of the French Kings. Below hym 
fat the Duc of Suffolk, and then the Proronathory of San- 
davill, another Ambaflator of the French Kings. Then th 
Erle of Aronndell, and agenft thym fatt th Erle of Noting- 
ham, th Erle of Huntingdon, thi Vicounte Wells, and the 
Vicount Lifley, with al other Barons and Knyghts enfuyng 
iu Order to th Ende of that Table. 

At the Table on the lifte Side of ihe Hall beganne my 
Lady Cecill the Quenes Sifter, and next unto her the Coun- 
tefle of Oxinford, then the Countefle of Ryvers, the Lady 
Strannge, &c. with Ladyes and Geniilwomen al onoon Side* 
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The Feafts of Eafler and Scint George. 
[ From thc fame Manufcript: ] 

IN the ijjde Ycre of the Kings Reigne he folempnyfed thc 
Feft 01 Efter at Wyndefore, and companyede with the 
Quene, and "my Lady the Kings Moder, th Erle of Derbye, 
th Erle of Effex, the Lorde Edmunde of SufFolke, the Lorde 
Nevill, the Lorde Morley, the Lorde Latymer, and #re 
Lorde Eerners, and gave his Largeffe to his Officers of 
Armes, The Reveren.ie Fader in God the Bisfhop of Ex- 
cefter did the dyvyne Scrvyce, and as touching his Maundye 
and other Almcfle, as of olde Tyme accuftumcd. After in 
the fame Week, the King roode unto Hampton to fee the 
VI Galycs that wcr ther at ons, and ther the King fefted the 
Patrons, and the Capitayns, and they prefented his^ Grace 
with fwetaWynys, Sugurys, Spices, and many other goodly 
Thyngs. 

Hys Grace kept his dyvyne Servyce the Day of Seint 
Georgc in his oune Chapdl above the Caftcll, bycaufe he 
had dififerrede the Fefte to the Sonday then next folowing. 
At the furft Evenfonge of Seint George's Even, the King, 
nor non other Lorde cf the Garter thcr prefent, ware no 
Gowne of the Lyveiyc, but other Gownes of Silke under 
ther Mantellys. And ther was uJDon, the right Side of the 
King, th Erle of Oxynforde, and the Lordc Dawbeney ; 
and on the lifte Side, th Erle of Derby, and the Lorde Dya- 
ham ; and thus the King kepte the Quere. On the Mornc 
the King was at Matens, and the Queue, aud my Lady the 
Kir\^s Moder, wer in Gownys of the Garter the famc as ihe 
Kyng and the Lordes wei in, and at Te Deum ^nd BenediSfus 
were feniede next after th^ King, and byfor the Knyghts, 
but noon kiftede thc Oofoeil, uor Pax, favc thc King and 
thc Quene. The En^ of Oxvnforde bare t^he Traync of the 
Kings Mantell that Scalon. „T!'e Kiug and the Q[uene, and 
my Lady the Kings Moder alfo, went a P' ocefFyon about the 
Cloyfter, and tlie Kliig both dynede and fowped in his oune 
corner glafid Chambre, and the for^aide iiij Lordes fatt at 
his Borde. On the Morne thc Kyng and the Lords harde 
thcr Maffc of Reqidem :n his oune Chapell, and ofFerd. And 
fo did the Quene, aad, my Lady the Klngs Moder. 

On thc Sonday next folowin^, the King kept a great and 
a noblc Fefte at Wyndefore aforfaide, in Maner and Forme 
as enfuethe. Furft, oa Sdnt Georges Evcn ther wer af- 
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fembled great Nomber of Eftats of this Realme, and m 
efpeciall of the Kings Counfeill, as th' Archebisfhop of Can- 
terbury, th' Archebisftiop of Yorke, the Bisfliop of Lincoln, 
the Bisfliap of Exefter, and the Chieff' Jugge of the Kings 
Benche; for al that Seafon arryved many AmbaflTators oi' 
dyvers Countreys, as of the King of Romayns, and his Sonne 
the Duc ; alfo from the King of Scotts, and from the Duc 
of Bretayne ; for whiche great M^ters the King difFerred thp 
Chapitre unto Afternoone, and commaunde the Lorde Dyn- 
ham, and Sir Thomas of Breugh, to enft^Ue, in his Name, 
th Erle of Shrewft)ury. The Reverende Fadcr in God the 
Bisfliop of Wynchefter, PreJate of the Order, and alfo thc 
Lord Widvile (whofe Soule God pardon) were prefent at 
his Charge, and thens was a folempne Mafle of our Ladye 
fongen by theym of the CoUege ; wherfor the faide Erle- 
gave to the Singers of the Quere a greac Rewardc. At After 
Noone the King, accompanyede \yith his Brethern of the . 
Garter in ther Mantells, and in the Gownes of thcr Lyveryc 
of the laft Yer, roode from the Quadraunt on Hakneyes to 
the College, and went to ther Chapiter, and helde ther 
Chapiter a greact Traft of Tyme, and from thens- went to 
Evenfonge. The Quene and my Lady the Kings Moder 
"Were in like Gowne of the Ly verye riding in a riche Chare, 
coverde with rich Cloth of Golde, vi Courfers.in that fame 
-Chare harneft with that fame Clothe of Golde ; alfo xxi 
Ladyes and Gentilwomen folowing the Quene, cledde al in 
Cremefyne Velwett Gownes, and riding upon white Pal- 
fcreys, ther Sadells of Clotli of Golde, the HarneflTe of 
Golde Smythes Werk, with white Rofes demy Trapper wife, 
Sir Roger Cooton, Maifter of the Quenes Hors, riding npon 
a Courfer trapped with Golde Smythes Werk, leding the 
Quenes Hors of Eftate in hls Hajnde, with a Sadell of Cloth 
of Golde, and therUpon iij Coronnes of Silver gilt, with 
Sambres of that fame Cloth of Goide, hanging unto the 
Knees of the Horsof bothe Sides. The Hors harneft in 
Golde Smythcs Werke demy trapper wife. And at that 
Evenfonge the King and the Knyghts of the Garter wer 
fenfede, and nither the Quene nor my Lady the Kings 
Moder. That Evening the lCing faQede, and therfor the 
Voyde was incontynent after he came into the Gieat 
Chamber. After that, the Knyghts fowped al on oon 
"Side, and fatt after ther Eftais. On the Morne ali the 
Knyghts of the Garter reafemblede in the Lyverey oi the 
Newe Yer ; that is to fay, ot whitfe Clothe with Garters, al 
onHoflbak, with rich Horfe Hainefle. The Kings Cbrfer 
Vfas trapped with a Trapper of Seint George, of '^vhite 
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Clothe of Golde, and the Lorde Berners bar the Kings 
Swerde, his Gorfer trappede with a riche Trapper of Seint 
Edwardes Armes. Thus ia Order, and as ner aftcr ther 
Stalls as they myght, they roode downe to the Chapell, and 
fo ftraite to the Chapter, and then to Matens. The Quene 
and my Lady the Kings Moder, in like Allate as byfor, came 
' to Matens, and bode the Maffe ; but they had flither Seniing 
nor Pax, nor they ofFiede not. Alfo thcy came to the ijde 
Evenfonge. And when Matens wer doon, the King and the 
Lords went the next Way to the Denes Place to Brekfaft, 
and from thens to the Chapitor agcne, and after to Pro- 
ceffion, and to tJie High Maffe, and after to Dyner ; and 
the King kept his Afiate in the Hall in Maner and Formc as 
cnfueth., 

Thc Day of the Fefte the King keptc his Eftatc in the 
Hall, the Bislhop of Winchefter on his right Hande. That 
Day non othcr Eftate fat at the Kings Table. Thec was ia 
thc Hall iij Tables. At the Table on the right Hande fatt 
all the Knyghts of the Garter that wer prefcnt, al oq oon 
Sidc, and after ther Eftats; that is to fay, fiirft thc Duc of 
SufToIkc, th Erle of AronndcU, th Erlc of Oxynforde, th 
Erlc of Dcrbye, th Erle of Shrewcfljury, the Lorde Dyn- 
ham, thc Lorde Wodevilc, the Lorde Dawbeny, and Sir 
Thomas Borough. A litill byneith them fatt, on both Sides. 
the Tablc, thc Dean, the Chanoignes, and tbc Por Knyghts 
of thc Collegc, in thcr Mantells, and byncith thcym the re- 
fideu of that Qucrc. Itcm, at the Borde in the medell of 
the Hali fatc thc Lordc Boithvailc, Embaftator of the £ang 
of Scotts, and the Lorde Edmondc of Suffolk, the Lorde 
Gray, thc Lordc Morlcy, the Lordc Latymcr, the Lorde 
Dclawarrc, and the Lorde Bcrncrs : And a litill byncith 
theym fatt thc Kings ChapcU. At thc Tablc on the lifte Side 
of the Hall fatt thc Prcfident of Kufsfliemborough, with otber 
Ambaflators of the King of Romayns, and his Sonne the 
yonge Duc. Alfo afor genftc thcym, thc Lorde Malpartens, 
Ambaflator of the Duc of Brctaync, and the Lorde Houfey^ 
ChifFJuftice of thc Kings Bcnchc: And al that Side fatt 
fumysfticde with Knyghts and Efqui^s. That Day the Hall 
was merveoufly orderdc and fervcde. Knyghts of thc Garter 
fervede the King of Water, Sir Davy Owcn kerved, Sir 
Charlcs of Somerfett was Cupbercr, Sir William Vampage 
Sewer, and Edwarde Bcauchampc, Marfliall, drcw the Sur- 
nape. Incontyncnt, after the King hatb wasfliede, the Knyghts 
of thc Garter fervcd the King of the Voydc, and oihcr Gcp- 
^ tillmen the Prelate, and thcn wer fcrvcd Knyght^ of the 

Gartcr. Frooi thens the King and the Lordes went to tbe 
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Kings Chambcr, and after a Traft of Tyme toke ther Horfe, 
and roode to thc CoUege, and after theym the Quene, and 
my Lady the Kings Moder, with Ladies and Gentilmen 
richely befene : as afor is rcherfede. And the King and his 
Brethren of the Garter entred the Chapiter Houfe, and with 
theym the Prciate of the Order, the Dean, and MaiftcfOly- 
ver Kyng, then Regefter, and Garter King of Armes, and 
Doo moo. The Black Rode kept the Door withoute fourth. 
And when the King, with the other of the Order of the 
Garter, had helde therChapitre, they went untoEvenfong, and 
after Evenfbnge roode up ageyne. — The Querie and my Lady 
the Kfngs Moder folowcde as afor. And thcn the King 
fouped in his great Chambre, the Prelate at his Borde, and 
the Remenaunt at a fide Table in the Prefence. After Sonper 
was had, the iijde Voyde was brought in by Knyghts and > 
other the Kings Servaunts, and delyverde to the Knyghts of 
the Garttr ; and then the King went to his Chamber. All 
this Feft was accomplisftiede by Dayh*ght, the Ordinaunces 

wer fo weil kept.- The Names of Parte of the Ladies and 

Gentilwomen that awaytede on the Quene and my Lady the 
Kings Moder at this Feft : My Lady Anne Sifter unto the 
Quencs Grace, the Countefse of Ryvers, the Lady Margaret 
01 CJarens, Wife of Sir Ric. Poole, Dame Katheryn Grey,

King and the Knyghts of the Garter toke Aleve in the Qua- 
draunt of the Quene, and then toke ther Hakneyes, fome in 
Gounes of Blak Cloth and fome in Gounes of Vclvet, and fo 
roode to the College Doore, wher they did on ther Manteils, 
and fo procedede to the Chapter, and after that to the Mafle 
of Requiem. Byfor the Offeriag of Mony, the Duc of SufFoIk 
and the Erle of Aronndell offerde the Swerde of the Lorde 
Wiltiam late -Erle of Aronndell, - th Erle of Oxynforde, and 
th Erle of Derbye his Helme and Crefte, th Erle of Shrcwf- 
bury and the Lorde Dynham the Swerde of the Lorde Dode 
iey, the Lorde Dawbeney, and the LordeWodvile hisHeime 
and Creflfi ; whiche Swerds and Helmys wer dely verde to the 
forfaid Lords by Garter King of Armes. And then thc King 
ofFcrde, and after hlm every Knyght, after his Eftate ; and 
when Maffe was doon, ^ni de prcfundis faide, the Fefl was 
accomplisftiede.

The Reverend Fader in Gode the Bifhop of Exceftre, Privey 
Seall, did ihe Divyn Service. Alfo ther was the Lorde 
Broke Stuarde of the Kings Houfe, the Lord Daubeney^ 
SirRichardEgecombe ConterouUer of the KingsHoufe, Sir 
Raynold Bray, SirThomas Lovell, Sir Gilbert Taibot, with 
inany mor ouder Knights and Efquires. After that, ali the 
Sommer foUowing, his Grace huntid and fported hym mere* 
ly, and flew his Greffe in thje Parke of Wodftok, and in the 
Forefte of Whichewod,; and that Somer was the King of 
Scotts flaine by his Sone, and ojuther his Adherents, byfides 
Sterlin, and divers Scottes came to the King for Releve. . 
Alfo that Yer Sir Eduart Wideville, a noble and a coragious 
Knight, was flaine in Bretaigne, by Frenchmen. And incon» 
tinent after that fame Tyme deide the Duke of Britayne, for 
whos Dethe that Coutre hade grete Loflfe. The King, the 
Quene, and the Kings Modre, well accompaynyed wiih 
many ouder Knights and Efquires and noble Companye» 
itept his all Hallowtide at Windefore ; that is to fay, with 
the Lorde Richard Fox, Biftiope of Excetre and Prive Seall, 
whiche dide the Diviii Service, th Erle of Oxonforde, th 
jErle of Shrewft)ury, th Erlc of Eflex, th Erle of Urmonde, 
the Quenys Chamberlayn, the Lorde Edmunde of Suthfolk, 
tiie i.ord€ Fitzwaren, the Lord Latymer, tKe Lord Dacre of 
ifee Northe, the Lorde de Fitzwaultier, the Lorde Saye, the 
Lorde Barneis, the Lorde Broke Stiwarde of the Kings 
Houfe, the Lorde Bothville a Scotiftieman, Sir Gilbert Tal- 
bot, Sir Edduard Bourgh, Sir Davy Owen, Sir Richard 
Gilforde Vichamberlayn, Sir Thomas Louvell, Sir Reynolde 
Bray, Sir James Parker, Sir Edduard Dareli, Sir Richard 
Haulte, Sir William Sondis, Sjr Roger Cotton, SirThomas 
Leighton, Sir John Fortefcu, Sir George Nevyll, the Baft. 
&c. From Windefore the King, tbe Quene, and the Houf- 
holde remevid to Weftminfter, i^e greteft Counfeille, that 
was many Yers withoute the Narae of Parliamcnt. Ther 
wer at that Seafon many Enbaflatours ; that is for to fay, ' 

from Fraunce the Lorde Charbonell, and the Prothonotoire 
jtf Sandevill^' from the King of Roraans the Lordc Mal-- 
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pcrtns, a Briton, and Maifter Picrs le puiflant; alfo Enbaf- 
fatours from the King of Spayne. At the breking up of the 
" Counfeille, iher enirid into this Reaulme a Cubiculer of the 
Popes, whice broght to the Kyng a Suerde and a Cappe, 
whiche for Honnor of the Pope was honnourably receiy- 
vid by the Kings Commaundement, ifl Mcnner as eufueth : 
Furfte the King fente an Officer of Armes to the See Sidc, 
to caufe thos religious Places of Canterbury and outher 
Townes by the Way, to make hym goode Ch}cre, and well to 
cntret him. Aftcr that, his Highnes fent cci taine Knightes 
to met hym as fer as Rochefter. After them the Reverentz 
Faders ki Code the Biflicpe of Durame, thc Bifliope of Ex- 
ceftcr, the Bifliope of Rochefter, th Erle of Shrewfl^ury, th 
Erle of A^ihfliire, the Lorde Morley, the Lorde Haftingcs, 
and the Prior of Lantony, with many mor Lordes and 
Knightes (whos Namcs I havc not) receiyved hym at Blak- 
hcth, and after ihemc the Bifliopc of Wincheftre and th 
Erle of ArundcU mct hym at Saint Georges in Southwerkc, 
wher thc Cappe was fcttc upon thc Pointc of the Suerde. 
And fo the faide Cubiculer riding betwcn thc Biftiopc of Win- 
cheftcr and th Erle of Arundell openly bar thc faid Swcrde 
thorowe Southwerke, and on London Briggc, wher bc was 
alfo rcceyvcd, and wcllcomcd by thc Maire of London and 
his Brethern. As hc' proccdedc thens thorow thc Cite to 
Poullcs, ftode all thc Craftcs in ther Clothings, and at the 
Weft Ende of Poulles he was receyvcd by the Metropolitan 
and divers outher Bifliopcs in Pontificalibus, and with the 
Proceflion, and fo proceded to the High Autar, and from 
thens it was bornc into the Reveftry. In the Mornc that 
fame Day, the King remeved from Weftminfter to thc 
Bifliopes Prtles, with thc Quenc and iny Lady thc Kings 
Mouder. That Day ther was fo greet a Mifte ui>on Thames, 
that ther was no Man cowde telie of a grcte Seafon in what 
Place in Thames the King was. When the King was comen 
into his Travers, the Cape was brought outc of the Re- 
/ veftry, to byfore the High Auter, by the faid Cubiculer, ac- 

compaynied with the Biftiope of AVinchefter and th Erle of 
Arundell, and many outher Nobles bothe Efpirituel and 
Temporell. Then tlie King came forth of his Travers, 
wher the faide Cubiculer prefentit the King a Lettcr from the 
Pope, clofit with Corde and Lede, that was redc by the 
Reverent Fader in God thc Lord John Morton Archcbiftiope 
of Canterbury, then Chanccllor of England. That doon 
the faide Cubiculcr holding the faid Suerde and Cape, made 
t noble Propoficioa ; to wbich tbe faidc Lord Cbanccler an-» 
2 fwcnk 
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fwerde fuU clercly and nobly. Prefent the Ambaflatours of 

Fraunce, Ambaffatours of the King of Romains, of the 

JCings of Caftilte, of Bretaigne, and of Flanders, withdivers 

onther Straungiers, as Scottis, Efteriinges, and outher. That 

finifhed, the King and all thofe Eftates went a Proceffion, 

and the Cape was borne on the Pomel of the Swerde by the 

laide Cubiculcr. When ProcefEon was done, during all the 

Mafle, it was fet on the High Auter. . The Mefle doone, the 

Archebifhope fang certain Orifons over the Iting, who came 

from his Travers byfore the High Auter, to the highefl 

Stepe nexte the Auter. Whiche Oraifons and Benediccionj 

done, the Archebifhope, in ordre after the Booke whiche 

was brought frome Rome, gerdit the Suerde aboute theKing, 

and fett the Cape on his Hede : And fo the King returned 

to his Travers whilles Te Deum was a finging, and the 

Colet rede ; and it was taken of again, and, as before, borne 

by the faid Cubiculer to the ^ifhopes Palles, and there deli- 

verit to the Chamberlain. That Day the King made a 

grete Fefle, and kept open Houfholde, and bycaufe thc 

Palays was fo littil for fuch a Fefle, the faid Cubiculer 

dynnyt on the Downs Place, accompagnied with divers 

Bifhopis and Lordes, as the Lorde of Saint Johns, and 

outhres. Incontinent after, tbe King fente his Ambaflatours 

into divers Parties ; that is to faie, Maifler Chrlflofer Urf»

The Feajl of Eajierf £ffr. in his Fourth Tear» 

THE King kept his Efter at Hertford, whier at that 
Seafon the Reverend Fader in God thc Lord Ric. 
Foxe dide th-e DivineService, and on Saint Gcorges Dajr 
alfo in the Morne hc fonge the Mas of Requiem, Of thc 
Brethern of the Garter ther was ther prefcnt th* Erll of Dcr- 
by, the Lord Scrope, and Sir Richard Tunftall. This Sea- 
fon ther camc into this Londe a greate Ambaflade from thc 
King of Romains ; that is to fay, Don Ladron de Gna- 
vers, thc Vicomte of Piverfalle, a Doftor called Mcfter 
Lewys, and Mefter Picrs le puiflant, and alfo anoder Amr 
baflade in thair Compagnye, that came from th^ King of 
Portypgall. Wherfore the King fent for thc Lorde John 
Morton, then Archebiftiope of Canterbury and Chapncelier 
of Englande, for to have his Counfeill and Advis. Alfo 
fher had bcn an Ambaflatour of the King of Naples, as long 
as the King had leyn at Hertford, and at tbat Seafon thier 
was the Qnene, the Lady the Kings Moder, th Erle of Dcr* 
by, th Erie of EflTex, th Erle of Ormond, Sir Richard Gil- 
ford, Sir Rnynold Bray, Sir Thomas Lovcll, Sir CJiarJcf 
Somerfet^, Sir Richard Haulte, Sir John Ryfeley the Kings 
Aumener, the Kinges Secretary, aqd the Lorde Botbewell, a 
Scotiftieman. The fame Efter thc King of Denmarck$ 
Oncle, called Yonker G^rrard, was fworne the Kinges Ser- 
yatint. On Saint Vitalis Pay, the xxviiith Day of Appril, 
>vas flayne th Erlc of Nprthumbcrlonde, befidcs Thurflce, 
near Blackmor Egge. Tydingis heroff being brought to thc 
Kling he fone anfwerde all the aboveCiide Ambaflfatours, and 
on the xxiith Day of May departed from Hcrtforde towardes 
the Northe, and lay that^Nyght at Dunftable, accompagnycd 
with the Bifliop of Excefter, Privey Seall, aod outher, ai ^ 
irehcrftd in the Book of the Kyngys Gyftys. 

At thc Kings Returne he eftabliflied, in the Northc Parties, 
th Erle of Surrey, Sir Richard Tunftall, and Sir Henry 
W^ntworthe. ' The fame Yer thc King kept his Wbytfontid 
at Notingham, accompaynyed with th Erlc of Oxonford, 
and th Erle of Northumberlonde, and frome thens rcmcvcd 
to Windefore, and their hontid and fportcd hym. On this 
Scafon the Flemmyngis holding the Frenflic Partic, and on 
'■■•■—,•■■■•. '■ ef^ -■ 
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^pecial thoos of Brugges, with the Afiftence bf the Lord 
Guardis, had befeged Dixemve on Flaundres. Thc Lord 
Dawbeney, the Kinges Lieutenant of Calais, and the Lord 
Morley, with divers oudir noblc Knightes and Efquiers of 
thc Garnyfon, and of the Crewe of Calais, and of the Eq- 
gliflie Marche in thoos Parties, refcued Dixemve, and brake 
riic Sege. And thier ware llayne ' the Subftance of al thofe 
whiche had befeged it, as welbthe Lord Guardes Servaunts^ 
as the Garnyfon of Scottes, whiche lay at Oftenguen, with 
the Subftance of the Bruggelingis. Of the Engliflie Partie, 
rter was flayn that gentill yong Knight ihe Lorde M6rley, 
and many Noblemen hurt, as Sir James Tyrell fore wounded 
in the Legge with a Quarell, and a gentill and a couragious 
Efquier calied Robert Bellyngam, the whiche foughte in h» 
Cotte of Armes faft gerdid with his Swerd upon his Harnois. 
And thier was wonncn moche Artillerye, wherof moche was 
brente with the Gounnc Pouldre. Alfo it is not to be for- 
goten, but to by had in Remembraiice, the goode Courage 
of an Englyfche Yoman calied John Perfon, whiche wa» 
fomtymes a Baker of Coventre. Whiche John Perfon, after 
that a Gounne had borne away his Foote by the SmaU of 
the Legge, yet that notwithftanding, what fetting and what 
kneling, fliotte after many of his Arows, and when the 
Frenchemen fledde, and his Felowers ware in the Chafe, he 
cried to one of his Felowes, and faide, " Have thow thefe 
" VI Arowes that I have lefte, and folow thow the Chafe^ 
** for I niay not." The whiche John Perfon died within 
few Dayes after, on whofe Soulie Gode have Mercy. From 
thens the faide Lorde Daubeney, by Apointement, toke 
Hoftengs, and fo with moche Honnour turned to Calais to 
refrefche the hurt People. The Lorde Guerdes, hering of 
this Rcfcufle, aflembled a greate Power, and recouverd 
Hoftings, from thens leid the Sege to Newport, whier he 
lay weM viij Dayes, and whith Ordonnance bette Parte of 
the Walles. On Mydfomer Day he made a great Aflault in 
ij or iij Places, but he was rebouted, and lofte many of his

Peuple, as it was faide mor then xiiij. And thenne the faide , 
Lorde Guerdes departed to Brugges ward, and thier was 
ilayn a Baftard of Bourbon, and the Lord Pyennes, a Lord 
of Pyguardye.

'This Yer the Fefte of Saint George was deferred unto the 
xixth Day of July, and thenne it was honnourably kept 
be the Erle of Arundell, then Lieutenant. At that fame 
Tyme» on the Saterday Evene of the Fefte, ther -was en- 
ftalled by the Lord Scrop, and by the Lord Dynham, thc 
Vicounte Wellis, and Sir John Sauvage, Beneret ; the whiche 
V Knightes kept ful weli, and honnourably in all Thinges 
apperteyning to the faid noble Fefte. On the Mome after 
the Fefte, at the Mas of Requiem, ther ware o|Fred the 
Swerdes, Helmes, and Creftes of the Erle of Northumber- 
lond, and of Sir Edward Wideville. During this Seafoo 
the King went an Hunting in Enville Chafe. 

A littell before oure Lady Day, thier came Ambaflatours 
oute of Fraunce ; that is to fay, the Abbot of Saint Mat- 
telyns, Sir WiUiam Zaintes, Lord of Mareny, and Bailiy of 
Senlys, and Norroie King of Armes of Frenfliemen, whiche 
ware fone anfwerdc, and Sir John Ryfeley, and Mefter 
Eftephene Fryon ware fent with iheym into Fraunce in Am- 
baflade. And thenne thc Kinge roode into Wiltfliire an 
Hunting, and flew his Gres in iij Places in that Shire. AHq 
he was at Ramfljury with the Biftioppe of Salefl^ui^.

UPON All Halow Even the Ctucnc tookc her Chamber 
zx Weftmynfter, gretiy acompagnyed wkh Ladies an4 
XJeiitilwomea ; that is to fay, the Lady tht Kings Moder^ 
the Duchefle of Northfolk, and iBanyoyder, havyng brforc 
her the greate Parteof the Nobles of this Royalme pr.efent 
at this Pariement. Shc was ledde by th Erle of Oxinford 
and th' Erle of Derby. The Reverent Fadcr in God thc 
©ifliop of Excefter fong the Mafs in Pontlficaiibus, atid after 
jignus Dei, Then the Quene was led as beforc. Th Erle$ 
ot Shrewftjury and of Kente hylde the Towell, when thc 
Quene toke hir Rightes, and the Torches ware holden by 
Knightes.

the yilth. Furft, the Kings Barge was ryally prepared. 
And at Shene, in the Momyng after Mas and Brekfafte thier, 
hc entred the faidc Barge. By thc Way, betwcne Murtelakc 
and Chelfeth, ware ordeyned ccrtain Barges bothe of Lordes 
Efpirituell and Tcmporell, whichc Lordes in thelr owoe 
l^crfons entred. the Princcs Barge, and none of their Ser- 
▼aunts with thcym ; jthat ie to fay, thc Biflioppc of Win- 
cheftcr, thc Biihoppe of Ely, thc Biflioppe of Saleft>ury, 
the Biflioppc of Durefme, with other. Alfo th Erle rf 
Aronndell, th Erle of Oxenforde, th Erlc of Derby, th Erle 
pf Shrcwsbury, th Eric of Eflex, th Erle of Kente, th Erlc 
of Huntingd(xi, ^nd divers other Lordes, Knightes, and

6n th(5 
XXixth Day of Novembre, whpn the Kiog went tp Pinar, 
xny Lord Prince hcld the Towelle, the Lord Stourton b^r 
riic Watter, th prle of ]t}orthumberlond tpke fbe Eflaye, 
jthc Lofd Maltravers and ihe Lordc Gray Ruthyn hilde the 
Baflyn,^ and the Remenant \yalted on the Scwef, and barc 
iMflies ; that is to fay, Thomas Weft, Son and-Hcire to the 
JLord Lawar, John Saint JcJin, Henry Vcrnpn, John Haftings, 
, lyUliam Griffith, WiUiam Tyndallc, Nicholas Mongomery, 
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Williain Uvcdall, Matthew Browne, Thomas Darcy, Tho- 
mas Cheyney, Edmund Gorges, Waultier Denis, William 
Scotte, and John Gyfc. Then their Efquiers, Gouvemours, 
that was appointed by my Lorde the Kings Chamberlain ; 
that is to fay, to awaite upon the Prlnce, Thomas Brandon, 
and Thomas of Brereton.

. the Kinges Clofet. And in the Entre betwene the ParlemenC 
Chambre aod the Chapelle was the Baynes of tb Erie of 
Northumberlond, and the Lord Maltravers, and the Lord 
Gray Ruthyn. Ail the RemeDant ware in the Parlemeot 
Chambre in Ordre as above written. The King in hfs 
Perfon gave them thc Advertifment of th Ordre of Knyght* 
hode. Ai that fame Seafon wer all thos of the Kings Chap- 
pell redyng the Sauter for the good Spede of the Quen^ 
wiche then traveled. And anoo, upon ix of tbe Clock 
that fame Nyght, fbe was delivered of a Prmcefs, wiche was 
criftened on Scint Andreus Pay in Weflmynfter Chirche, 
On the Morn, when the Prince had herd his Mafs, he wa^, 
with al his forfaid Compeny, princely conveid thorough Seint 
Stephens Chappell to the nether End of the Steiers, toward 
the Vicars Logyng, wher he tooke his Hors. The Reme* 
nant ia the Palefs at the Ster Chambre Steir Foot toke ther 
Hors, and th Erle of Eflex bore the Princes Swcrd and 
Spores. And foo thei roode aboute the Standard in the 
Pales into Weftmynfter Hall, the Prince formeft, aod thc 
oder folowyng in Ordrc after ther Baynes : and before ihe 
Kings Benche thei alighted of ther Horfes, and fo proceded 
into the Whitt Hall, and ftode along bi the Side Table. 
In Tyme the Kyng came. And when the King was comyn, 
the Marquis of Barkcley and th Erle of Arundell led^ the 
Prince to the Prefence, and ih Erle of Oxonford, Great 
Chamberleyn of Englond, toke of th Erle of Eflcx the 
Swerd and the Spores, aod then prefented the right Sporc 
to ihe King.

ON St. Pauls Day in January in the Year of our Lord 
God 1502, in the Kings Royai Manor of Ricbmond» 
"wer the Fyancells of thc right Highe and Mighty and rigbt 
Excellcnt Prince and Princeflc James King qf Scotts and 
Margaret eldeft D?iughter of our Soveraigne Lprd Henry thc 
Sevcnth, by the Grace of God King of England and of 
Fraunce, and Lord of Ireland, as enfueth. 

After long and deliberate Communication and Conclufioa 
had, accorded, and concluded betwene the Two Kmgs, 
theyr Councells, Ambaf&dours, and Commtflioi^rs, King 
Henry fcnt for thc Subftancc of the Lords, botli Spiritu^ 
and Temporall, that were neare to London, to be prefcnt at 
the faid intendcd Solempnitye. 

On St. Pauls Day aforcfaide the King and^ Quecn with 
their noblc Childrcn, exccpt the Prince, heard High Mafle, 
and after that a notable Sermon made by the Revercnd

The Duke of Buckingham richly befcin, his Horfe firft 
trapped with a rich demy Trapper embrawdcrcd with 
Cafteils, after changed his Horfe, and took another with 
richer Trapper <rf Blew and Crymfon Velvet, with Gartcrs 
and other his Badges of Needle Worke, and accompanycd 

the 
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tlie (aid noble Juftees, and made right goodly Gamt^des. 
And in his ryding Sadell, when all the other had juftcd, 
brake Three Speares on the Ground. 

Thea they went to Sopper, after wich was a jiotable 
Baijikett. 

On the Mome^fter that the King and the Qwcene had 
foped, thcQween of Scotts came into theQueenesgreat Cham- 
ber and by the Voyce of the principall Officer of Arme^ tfaerc 
prefent gave Thankings to all thofe Noblemen, that had 
raken Paines and Charge to Juft for her Sakc, wbich fuU 
weU and notable had accampliftied the famc. 

Rayne dc Shezells and Charles Brandon had rigbt wcU 
jufted ; John Carr better, and the Lo. WiUiam of DcTon-

Incontinent after die Pryfcs were giveo, tRere was in the 
Hall a goodly Pageant, curioufly wrought with Feneftralli^ 
iiaving many Lights brenning in the fame, in Manoer of a 
Lantron, out of wich forted divers Sortes of Morifks. AU6 
a very goodly Difguifing of S« Gendemen and Six Gendewo* 
men» which danced divers Dances. 

After which there was a notable Banquet or Voyde. 
Item, the Earle Bothwel fent to the Officers of Arracs, 
the Gowne of Cloth of Gold, that hee were when hec was 
fyanced in the Name of his Soveraigne Lord, and a C. 
Crownes. 

On the Thurfday after, there werc Jufts. Firft, Charles 
Brandon and Tremayle ran XIII Courfes. Charles broke ij 
Speares well, and Two better j and Tremayle broke Two 
Speares well, befides Atteynts. 

After that Sir Rowland VeUvyle and Sir John Peatch ran 
with foe great fquare Speares, that it was wonder tliat any 
Horfe might breake thcm, and att their Firft Courfe Sir john 
Petch brake his Speare. 

Then Sir Royland fent for Two other grcate Speares. 
And in the meane tyme Raine de Shazells and Tremaile ran 
other XIH Courfes.

Alfo forthe Convpiyng of the fayd Quene throowt In- 
glaund/ ther was ^poynted many grette Lords, NobleSi 
Knyghts, Ladyes, Squycrs, Gentyllswomen, and iodcrs, for 
to convay-hyr fro 'Place to Place.

The Qwene was richly dreft, mounted upon a faire Pal- 
frey, and before her rode Sir DaVy Oweh, during all thc 
fayd Voyage, richly appoyntcd. Thre Fotemen wer allwayeS 
hy hyr varey honeftly appojrntcd, and had ih thcir Jakettd 
bfowdered PortecoUys. 

After her Ivas convaycd ii» Hdnd by a Gcntlcman, one 
Palfrey vary richly drcft, till that Sir Thomas Worterey 
came to hyr, the Wich ' was ordonned Mafter of hyr Hors^ 
and who froni hcnsfoi-Qi fhllfilled the Ofiicc aboujfF fayde. 

Next after Was convayed by two Fotemen arayd as the 
others, one varey riche Lytcre bome by tSvo faire Courfer$ 
Varey nobly dfeft. Ih thc wlch Litere the fayd Qwenc was 
borne in the Intryhg of the goods Towncs, ol* otherways td 
her good Playfur. 

Then canie thc Ladycs mohnted lipon fayte PallefraySrf 
Many Sqyers bcfore them, and noh othcfs. Of the wicH 
ivas a fair Sight, and nobly they iJirerc bcfeene. 

FoUowing came a Char richly dreft, with fixc fayre Horfys 
leyd and convayd by thre Men, in thc wich wcrc iiij Ladyes^ 
laftinge the ftyd Voyage. 

After that, came others Gentylls Wonieh cf the fayd 
Ladyes, mounted upon Pallefrayswellappoynted. 

Among the fayd Lords and the Qwene, vtras id Ordef Johan- 
nes and his Compayncj the Menftrdls of Mufick, the Trom- • 
betis in difployed Banneres, in all the Departyngs of thc 
Townes, and 10 the Intryhg of that fam, playing on their 
Inflruments to the Tym that flie was paft owt. The Ofiicers 
of Armes in their Cotts, and the Sergants of Armes wirh 
their Mafles, werc continually ^ith hcr, lafting the fayd 
Voyage. 

After thym came the Maftcf of the Horfys of the fayd 
Quene, with others Gentilmch ordonned to make Space, thaf 
more playnly the fayd Quene and her Compagney might bee 
b«tt«r fenc. And tbis was contynewyng the lcyd Voyagc. 

hl^ As 
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As to fuch Cpmpany as rode behind the Ladies, ic wi9 
was ftyr for to fe. Soe well mounted and boneftly dreft. 
Each oneof the fame in the Liverajs of their Maifters, foe 
as they were had in Difierences. 

During ihe fayd Veyage, in. the Moming departed the 
Caryage and the Sommers. Thofe of the fayd Quenc 
covired with Covurynge whyt and grene, and the Armes of 
Scotlaund and of Inglaund halff perted with red Rofys and 
PortcoUys tronned. And thofe of other Lords covired iq 
lykewyie, and apon the Covurynge their Armes. Thc wich 
Thyng was a fayr Syght, for vairy noble was the Convay* 
yng. 

From thc feid Placc of Colwefton, the Qucnc touke hyr 
Way ryght to Grantham. Halfe Way before hyr came Sir 
Roirt Dymock, Knight, Sheriff of the County of Lincoln, 
honeftly accompayned of xxx Horfes well arayd^rf his 
Liveray, and falved the Quene, holdjmg a whyt Rod in his 
Hatind, the wich hce bered before hyr, laftyng thc fayd 
County of Lyncoln, as the other Sheriffs did hcre afterward 
in their Counties. 

About foure Mylcs from Grauntham, the Aldermao, ^Cr 
companyed with the Burgeffes and Inhabitants of Grantham

in fayrc Order, rcceyved hyr to the Nunabei* of iiij Horfcs 
honneftly appoyntcd, and conveyed hcr to the next Towne. 

Without ihe fayd Towne, was in Proceflyon ip fayr Order 
the Colledge of the fayd Place, and thc Frercs Mendicants, 
the wich rcceived hyr in fyoging Laudes. And att the fayd 
Place lightyd of bis Horfe my Lord thc Biftiop of Norwich ; 
the wich gaff her the Croftys for to kyffe. And thus was 
doon continualiy, laftyng the faid Veysge thorough the 
Reyme of Inglaund, in all the Placcs wher flie cam. 

This doon flie was brought with tlic fayd Compayne ia 
fayr Aray to hyr Lodgyngs, tbat was with a Gentylman called 
I\Ir. Hioll. 

Thropgh all the goodc Townes and Villages wher flic 
• paft, all the Btlls wer rong dayly. And by the Way cam 
the Habitants of the Counrrcy for to fee the noble Com- 
pany, bryngyng grette Veffdls fuil of Drynk, and gyifing 
t)ic fame to them that Neddc had of it, faying, that if bettcr 
tbey had had, bctter they ftiould have brought. 

The next Day aftcr being Sounday, the pth Day of tbc 
fayd Monneth of Jully, flie abode all the Day in the fayd 
Towne of Gramitham. 

The xfh Day of thc fayd Monneth, the fayd Qiiene dc- 
parted from . Grauathain, hyr Company in fayr Order, aiiji 

the 
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the (ayd Aldennan, and wyth hym the Boacgefles and Ha- 
bitants» conveyed hyr by the Space of 3 M^es, aod thea 
tooke ther Lycence. 

A Mille from Granntham was femled the Compagny c& 
Sberyf of the Countie of Lincoln, well dreft» all oq Horfe* 
bak to the Nomber of xxx Horfys, the wicb wer {mfented 
by the &yd Sir Robert DymoCk to the fayd Quene, for to 
do hyr Service, and convejKle hyr to Newerke. 

To the >^ich Piace, fche was receyved att thre Mylles 
from the Towne by the Bally, his Company ther abydynge 
togeder ; alfo by Mx. William Perpoynt, ScherifF^rf Nothyn- 
h^fhyre, having in his Fellowfchip Sir John Marcant, Sir 
Jobn Duneham, Sur William Beron, Knights, and. other 
Gentylmen and Squyets, accompayned of ther FoUcs wdl 
honneftly dreft of ther Liverays, and horfed, to the Nomber 
of t^ hundreth Horfys, the wych convayd hyr tyll Ihe was 
owt of the fayd Countiee. And owt of the fayd Towne 
cam before hyr tbe Cofl^» arayde rychly in Proceflyon, 

Thys don» (he enter^ within the faid Towne in fayre 
Aray» fo that yt was a fayr Thyng for to fe the People 
togeder m the ^tretts and Windowes of the Houfys ; and 
ihe was lodged at the Hert. 

The xith Day cf the fayd Monneth the fayd Quene de- 
paricd firom Newerke, hyr noble Trayne befbr hyr fix>m 
better to better rychly dreft ; and the fayd Bally» Bourges, 
and Habitaunts conveyed her out of their Franchifes» and 
ther they toke ther Leve* 

Thenn ihe toke herWay to Tuxford, at the wich Place cam 
to hyr the Vicarr and other Church Folks, revefted accord- 
ing to the precedent Cuftume. For. that Tym the Blfliop 
of Morrey gafT her the Crofle foi to k^flle, and fo fhe was 
convayd to her Lpdgyng atc the Sigoe of the Crowne. 

And ther was many honeft Penonnes, next Neybours of 
the faid Place, all on Horfeback, honneftly dreft, for xo (e 
ihe fayd Qnene, wyth many other Perfonages a Foot in grett 
Nomber ; iykewys the next Moming att hyr departyng. 

The xiith Day of the (ayd Monneth departyd the fayd 
Quene from the fayd Place in the Manere preoedente, andi 
drew hyr Way ryght to Sirowfby (a Manayr rf the Reverend 
Faiher in God my Lord the Archbyfliop of Yorke) to hcr 
Bedd. 

Thre Mylle from the fayd Place Cam bef6re hvr Sir 
Thomas Wortely before named, varcy honeftly dreft, and 
compayned of his Folks in his Liveray, wcU horfcd, to thc 
Nomber pf i^xv Horfys, 

Alfo 
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Alfrf tbcr cam Sir Gcnrays Clyfton, honncffly drcft, and 
tccoropayned of his Folks arkyd of hys Dcvyfc, well mountcdi 

Thc iiiith Day of the faid Monncth, fhc dcparted from 
tbc fayd Placc acoitipayncd as bcfor : And half a Myli thens 
qmi bcfor hyr, ^ir Wilfiam Conyars, SchcryfFof YorkfWre, 
tcry wdl drcft, compayned of 8ir William SkarguiH, aUb 
wll arayd. His Hois Harnays full of Campanes of Silver, 
and gylt. And thcr was in thcr Company many Gentyhncn 
and oders, tp tbe Nombre of 60 Horiys, well horfed, and 
honcftly J^rayd, Ichon in thc Livcrays of thdr fayd Maflers. 

A Myllc from the fayd Place, the ShcryfF of Nothynham* 
ftiyre tokc hys Lcvc, and others of hys Fclowfchyp, and 
rctomcd ageyn. 

From thens fhe drcw to Doncaftre. And halfe Way cam« 
Sir Edward Savage, and with hym 8ir Rauf Ryder, welll 
appoyntcd, and thcTolks of thcr Livcrays, to the Nomber 
of 60 Horfys, well mountcd. 

Without tlic faid Doncaftrc was thc Mayor, Aldcrmen, 
and Bowrgcires on Foot, the wich refayved thc fayd Quenc* 
.Thys doon, in fayr Aray fhe entred within the faid Tov^nc, 
according to thc prcccdent Cuftomc, and was lodged in thc 
Freres Caripes. 

' The xiiiith Day of thcMonneth thc Quene departed from 
the fayd Place, right noble accompaned, and the Ikyd Mayor, 
Aldermen, and BourgefTes werc att the End of the Towne^ 
wlthout gowyng any fburther. 

Aftcr that fhc drcw to her Lodgyng at Pontfret, and fcyvg 
Mylle from thencc cam to hyr Sir John Melton, well arayd, 
and wich him cight Men wcll horfyd makyng Gambads* Alfa 
Xiii Horfe wcll appoynted of bis Livcray. 

Fore Myllc nyer to the fayd Place cam Sir William Gafkyn, 
Jiaving in hys Company many Gentylmen of his Hous, and 
others, to the Nomber of 100 Horfys well apoynted of h^ 
Livcray. 

Att two Mylle nyer to thc fayd Placc Sir John Savyll mett 
iyr, to the Nomber of xii Hoi fys well appoynted. 

item, many other noble Sqyers, and Gentilmcn of York-» 
fiiire, wcll mountcd and appoynted, and their Servants alfo 
cam to hyr. 

Att the Intryng of the fayd Pontfret was thc Mayor alonc 
OD Horfback, with the Baylys, Bourges, and Habitants all 
a Foot, who rcfayved the fayd Queene as the other Prece- 
dents. 

Andthcr was the College of the faid Place, togeder with 
thc Frercs Jacobyns iu ProcefTyon, honneltly rcveftcd. Thi$ 
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llon, aftier the Cuftome before, flie entred withm the fayd 
Towne in fayre Ordre. The wich Thing was very fayre 
for to fe with muche People of the fayd Towne, and oi the 
pontre thereabput, 

In the Midds of the fayd Towne wer the Religyotis df 
the Trinite revefted, and the OfFring hyr the Croifc for to 
)dfs was done by thc fayd Bifchop in fuch Mamier as brfore. 

And fo ftiee paft thorough the fayd Town, and thorough 
the Caftell, to the Abbay. Wher th* Abbot in Pontificalls, 
and all the Convent att the Porte of the Church, revefted, 
refayved her. The wiche kifled the Crofle, and entred 
within the fayd Church, where flie maid her Prayers, and 
after Went to her Lodginge within the fam Placc for that 
J^ight. 

The i5th Day of the fayd Mqnncth the Quene departed 
from Pontfret in faire Company, as at other Tymes before, 
the Mayor, Aldermen, Bourgeflcs, and Habitants conveyiflg 
of her. And from thens ftie went to Dynner to Tadcaftcr! 

Att the Partyng after Dynner cam to hyr my Lord Laty- 
mcr, and my Lady his WyfF, vary well apoynted, comr 
payned of many Gentylmen a|id Gentylwomen, to Ae 
Nombre of l Horfes. Hys Folkq arayd in his Liveray. 

Out of the feyd Tadcafter cam the two Shriffs of the 

Citty of Ybrkc wellcomyng the Quene into thcr Ftaunchyfes, 

iQ Company, of many Officcrs of the Towne, and others, 

Pourges and Habitants well honneftly apoynted, and faorft^

to the Nombrc of iiii Horfys. And two Myilc from the 
feyd Tadcaftcr cam to hyr the Lord Scroupp of Bolton, and 
the Lord Scroop of Upfal, his Sone, in Company of maAy 
Gentylmcn wdl appoynted, and therFolks, tothe Ncwabrc 
of XX Horfys of ther Liverays, well horfyd. 

Pbre Mylle from the fayd Townemctt the fayd Quene the 
Lady Conyars, nobly dreft, and in hyr Company many 
Gentyllwomen and others honeftly appoynted, to the Nombre 
0f 60 Horfys. 

Att two Myllc fro the fayd Cite cam toward thc fayd 
Quene my Lord the Earie of Northumberland, well horft 
ppon a fayr Corfer, with a Foot Cloth to thc Grounde of 
Cramfyn Velvctt, ail bordcd pf Orfavery ; his Armes vary 
irich in many Places uppon his Saddlc and Harnays, hif 
Sterrops gylt, hymfclfe arayd of a Gownc of the fcid Oam- 
fyn. At the Opnyngs of the Slyves and thc CoUer, a gr^t| 
Bordcur of Stones. His Boutts of Velvett W^, his SpoBrt 
^lt| an4 Iq many Places he mald Gambadsi plaifabt fqr 

-to 
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. to fcc. Allwaycs ny to him wer two Fot^^. Thc^ 
Jackets of that fam as before to hys Devyfes. 

Before hym hee had 3 Henfmen rychly drefty and moonted 
«pon fiiyr Horfys, thdr fliort Jakets of Orfevery, and the 
Hamays of thc fayd Horfys of thc famc. After them rode 
the M^cr of his Horfe, arayd of his livcray of Velvy^ 
monted apon a gentyll Horfe, and Campanes of Silvcr aod 
^ylt, and hcld in his Haund an othcr fayr Corfcr. Of all 
Thyngs hys Harnays apoyntted as before is fayd^ 

Wyth hym in hys Company war many noble Knights; 
that is to wcytt, Sir John Haftyngs, Sir Jobn Fcnynton, Sir 
Laflcdot Thirlckcld, Sir Thomas Curwen, Sir John Nor- 
manvillc, Syrc Robcrt of Alke, all Knyghts arayd di hys fayd 
Ltvcray of Vdvet, witb fome Goldfinyth Markc, and grett 
Chaymcs, and war well mountcd. Somc of ther Horfe 
Hamcs war fuU of Campanes, Sum of Gold and Silver» aad 
thc Qthcrs of Sylvcr, 

AUb tber was hys Officer of Armcs, named Northumber- 
laod Harault, arayed of his (aid Liveray of Velver, berriog 
hys,Cotte, fens tbe mcttyng tyll to hys Departyng, thorough 
all the Entryng and Yftue of good Towncs and Citez. 

AUo othcr GentyI(X)cn in fuch wys arayd of hys faid Li- 
ireray. Same in Vdvet, others in Damalke and Chamlett, 
jind others in Cloth, well monted, to the Nombre of Thre 
iMiAdreth Horfys. 

A Mylle owte of the faid Citc, thc faid Qucnc apoynted hyr 
in byr Horfe Litctie» rycfedy befene^ hcr Ladies aiid Gentilwo- 
men ryght frc(hly arayd, AII the Nobles, Lordes, Knyghts, 
Geatylmen, and others of %fx Company, wer apoynt^ ia 
fo good Manere and fo rychc, tfaat it was a good^ Sight for 
tobcholdc. 
. At thc Entryng of the Soubarbes war the iiij Ordres of 
- Mendicants in Proccflyon bcfore hyr. 

In thc Stat as beforc, in fayr Ordre, jQie cntrcd in tbe 
fayd Oitc, Trompetts, MynftrcOs, SakcbpWtts, and High 
Wods retcn tylfynge, that was fayr for to here. Cot^ of Armes 
opeo, ryche Maffes ia Haunds, Horfys of Dcfyr^ aad noble 
Herts ddibcred. 

Within the fayd Cltc «y jto the Gatt my Lord Mayr, Syr 
f John Guiilott, Knyght^ companyd of the Aldcrmcn, all oa 
Horfeback and bonneftly arayd in Gownys of Scarlatte» the 
faydMayr inSattin Cramfyn, andgood Channes and ontber 
Ncks, refayved the faid Qaenc varey mykdy. And after, 
Ihey rpd before Hyr to the Motbcr Cburch, tbe fayd Mayre 
. beryng hys MafRt Ny to tbcm wer within thc Strcytt, dn 
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F<x)te, and in good Ordre, the honneft Bourges and flabi- 
taunts of the faid Cite bonnpftly befene in ther beft Aray. 
AU the Wyadowes wer fo fuU of Nobles, Ladyes, Gentyl- 
women, Damfells, Bourgefys, and others, in fo grett Multi- 
tade, that it was a fayr Sight for to fe. 

Thus it contynewd the Space of Too Houres, er ftie was 
conveyd to the Mother Church : Wher was the Reverend 
Fathers io God my Lord the Archbyfchop of York, the 
Byfchop of Durham, th Abbot of Saunte Marie, and the 
Soufr^gan in Pontificalls, with the College togeder, revefted 
of riche Coppes. Ny to the Founte was notably apoynted 
the Place wher the Crofle was; the^wich ftiee kifled. And 
after, ftie wenc to tlie Hert of the Church, to raake hyr 
GiFrynge. 

That doon, ftie was conyeyd thorough the faid Compr.ny 
to the Pallays, wher ftie was lodged : And fo every Maa 
withdrew him to hys Lodgingc, to tefrefti : But it was gret; 
Melodie for to here the Beils rynge thorough the Cite. 

The next Day, that was Sonday XVith Day of the faid 
Monneth, the faid Quene remayned in the faid Towne of 
York. ' At Ten of the Clok that Day ftie was couveyed to 
the Church, with the fayd Archbyfchop, the Byfchops of 
Durham, Morrey, aud Norrwyfche, the Pfelates before men- 
tioned, and other honourable Folks of the Churche, my 
Lord of Surr^y, the Lord hyr Chammerlayn^ and other No- 
bles, Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentylmen, and the faid Mayre, 
AJdermen, and Scheryffes, to the Nomber of Two hundreth 
and more : With hyr wer Ladies and Gentylwomen of hyr 
Company, and Straungers, to the Nombre of xl. And fp 
was ftiee conveyed to the Church. It was a fair Syght for 
to fee the Company fo rychly apoynted. 

Thus nobly was flie conveyd into her Travers, wher be- 
fore her was an Awter dreft of. many ryches and nobi^ 
Jewells,. and an hygh Awter in lykewyfe. And ther ftie heard 
Mafle in the mean tyme that the faid Archbyfchop maid 
hymfclfe rcdy. 

After the fayd Mafle, begonnc the Proceflyon . generall, 
varey fayr. Ther war fyrft, the Croflys and the CoUeges, 
vefted of varey rych Copys. After them canns the Souffia- 
gan, Siibdyaoon, the Abbot of Sauntc Mary, Dyacon, thc 
Crofse borne before the Archbyfchop, and with bim th^ 
Byfchop of Durham, all in Pontificalls. 

After them cam the following Lords rychly apoynted, th^ 
Lord Wylleby, Lord Scroup and hys Son, the Lord Laiymer, 
the Lords Haftyngs, th Erle of Kent and hys Son, the Loji<J 
Straunge, th Erle pf Northumbcrland, the Byfchops pf 
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Morray ahd of Norrwych, the Lord Maire, th' Erle of 
Surrey, the Lord Chamberlayn, the Oflkers of Armes, and 
the Sergents. 

Then cam tbe Quenc rychly araydc ia a Gownc of Cloth 
of Gold, a ^ryche CoUer of precyoufes Stones, and a Gyrdle 
wrought of fin Gold hauntyng don to the Yerth. The 
Countefse of Surrey bare her Trayne, a Genileman Huyfcher 
helpyng her. After hyr cam the Ladyes and Gentylwo- 
men as before, varey rychly dreft in goodly Gownys, grett 
Colleis, grctt Chaynncs, Gyrdlcs of Gold, and other 
Richefles. 

After hyr followed the Nobles, Knyghts, Gentylmen, and 
Squyers, in fayr Aray, honneftly apoyntcd, having grett 
Chaynnes upon them. The faid Church was fo fuH of 
hocnefty Perfonnes, Ladyes, and GeDtylwomen of the faid 
Towne, and many other People, in fo grett Nombre, that it 
would be impoflible for them to be nombred. But fo gocd 
Ordre there was, that none Cry, ne Noyfe was maid. 

The Erle of Northumberland was arayd of a varey ryche 
Gowne of Cloth of Gold. Hys Thre Gentylmcn of Honor 
wer dreft with longe Jakcts fuU of Orfavery, very rychly 
wronght with hys Devyfes, as wer likewys hys Folks* 

After the Proceflyon doon, begonne the Hygh Maflfe by 
the faid Archbyfchop, the wich was ftalkd, as the Cuftome 
is to do. In Company of hym wcr the faid Abbot and Souf- 
fragan, wiih others honnoiable Perfonnes of the Churche, 
aud they fange the Servyce of the faid Mafli, in the Chap- 
pelle of my faid Lord rf Northumberlaund, with mucb So- 
leronlty. 

At the Hour of the OfFretory, the faid Quene was brought 
to the Offryngc in thc Prefence of the faid Prelats, Lords, 
and others, Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentylmen. And whenne 
fche had ofFred flie retourned agayn. Then every Man went 
agayn in hys Place as bcfo^c, and the faid Erle of Surrey 
gaffe to hyx hyr OfFryng. 

The MafTe doon, the Quene was by thc ftid Company 
precedente, in fayr Aray and Ordre, brought ageyn lo the 
Pallays. And within the grett Ghammer, was prefented 
. before hyr my Lady the Countefle of Northumberlaund, 
well accompanyd of mauy Knyghts and Gentylmen, Ladycs 
and Gentyiwomen, the Qwene kyfTyng hyr in the Wel- 
comynge. And as foon as fche was com in hyr Chammer, 
fhe begonnc to dynne. Trompetts and other Inftruments 
rang to the Auncyenne Manere, laftyng the faid Dynner. 

The faid Archbyfchop held open Hows, in makyng good 

Cher to all comyug togeder. My Lord ihe Miyre and ihe

ScheryfFs did fo, as I raporte me to them that was thcr 
prefent. 

The xviith Day of the faid Montieth, the faid Qwene 
departed from the faid Cite of Yorke in varey fayre Com- 
pany and Ordre rychely apoynted, the faid Archbyfchop and 
Byfchopps beforefaid, the faid Lord the Maire, ScheryfFs, Al- 
dermen attending on hyr. The Streyetts and the Wyndowes 
wer fo fcll of People that it was a fayr Thynge for to fe. 

Without the ii\id Cite the faid Lord r.Iayre and hys Com- 
pany toke Licence, and fourther more dyd the Lords, thc 
Byfchop of Norwych, of Kent, of Straunge, Haftyngs, and 
Willeby. And many others mor Knyghts and Gentylmen 
went with them ageyn. 

This doon, Ihe tooke hyr Way to Newbrough ; at the 
Priore of the wich Place fhewas receyved by the faid Prior and 
Religyous, honnefUy revefted, with the Croflc at the Gait of 
the Church. 

The xviiith Day of the Monneth the faid Quene de- 
parted fro the faid Newbrough, to AUerton ; and at the In- 
trynge of the fjiid Place, fche was receyved by the Vicayr and 
Folks of the Church with the Freres Carmelits in Proceffyon', 
and the.Byfchop Morray did as before. From that Place fhc 
was cooveyd, as Cuftome was, to the Manajrr of the faid 
Biflchop of Durham. 

The xixth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene departed 
from Allerton, in fayr Aray and noble Companyd ; and Syr 
James Straungwyfch, Knyght, SheryfFof thefaid Lordfchyp 
for rhe faid Bifchop, mett hyr welle acompanyd. 

After fche drew to Darneton, to hyr Bed. And Thre Mylle 
from the faid Place cam to hyr the Lord Lomley and hys Son, 
acompanyd of many Gentylmen and others, well apoynted. 
Ther Folks arayd with their Liveray, and well montedj to

the Nombre of iiij Horfys. 

At the Viliage of Hexham fhe was mett by Sir Rawf 
Bowes and Syre William Aylton, well appointed, with a fayr 
Compatiy arayd in their Liverays, to the Nombre of xl 
Horfys, well apoynted and well horft. 

In the faid Place of Hexham was the faid Queen receyved 
with the AbbafTe and Religyoufes, with the Crofle without thc 
Gatt. And the Byfchop of Durham gafFe hyr the fayd Crpfle 
for to kifTe.' 

At Two Mylle ny to the faid Towne of Darneton, mett 
theQwene, Syr William Roummer, SherifFof the Lordfhip 
of Durham. In Company with hym was Syr William Ewers^ 
*Qd many other Folks of Honor of that Coutre, in fayr Or- 
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dre, wcU appo^mted of Liverays, and horft ; to the Nomlwe 
of Six fcore Horfys. 

By the faid Company was fche conveyde to Darnton. And 
ftt the Gatt ot the Church of the faidPlace, war revefted thc 
Vicayr and Folks of the Church, wer doing as. fche had 
doiie on the Dayes before, fche was led to the Manayer of 
the faid Byfchop of Durham, for that Nyght. 

Thc xxth Day of the faid Monneth the Quene departed 
from Darnton in T^ryr Aray, and with the precedente Cora- 
' }>any wcnt to the Town of Durham, A Mylle out of the 
iaid Towne, cam before hyr Syr Richard Stanley and my 
Lady his Wyffe, accompanyd of Gentlemen and Gentlewo- 
men varey well appoynted, hys Folks arayd in hys Livery, 
to the Nombre of L, Ilorfys, well mounted. 

Then the Quene prepared hyrfelfe to enter into the faid 
Towne, and every ychon in lyk wys, in fayr Aray, and 
rychely, after the M.inere acoftomed. In fpecyall th Erle of 
Northumbeirlaund ware on a goodly Gowne of Tynfill, four- 
ted with Hermyne^. He was mounted upon a fayr Courfer, 
hys Harnays of Goldfmyth Wai ke, ahd thorough that fam 
Was fawen fmall Bells that maid a mellodyous Noyfe, with- 
Oiit fparing Gambads. Hys Gentylmen of Honor and hy$ 
Company wer well appoynted. 

At thc Intryng of the faid Towne, and within, in thc 
Streyits and in ihe Wyndowes was fo innumcrable People, 
that it was a fayr Thing for to fe. And in fayr Ordre fhe 
was conveyd lo the Church, the Officers of Armcs, Sergeants 
of ArmeS, Trompeits, and Mynftrells going before her. 

At the Gait of the Church was my Lord the Byfchop of 
the fayd Place, and my Lord the Prior, revefted in Pontifi- 
Calls, wiih theConvent all revefted of ryches Copps, in Pro- 
teiTyon, with the Croflys. And ther was apoynted a Piace 
for to kiire thcm. 

Then ihe fayd ProcefTyon departed in Ordre, and all the 
KobltfTe in lyke wys, to the Church, in whiche ny to ihe 
Fount was a ryche Awter, adorned of ryches Jwells and 
preCyowfesRelikes, the wich the faidBifchop delivered to the 
faid Qwene to kifs* And by the Erle of Surrey was gyffyn 
hyr Offrynge. After this fche was noble conveyd to the 
Caftell, wher hef Lodging was preparcd and dreft honneftly. 
Apd eVery ychon retourrted agayn to hys Repayre. 

The xxift, XXI id, and xxiiid Days of the faid Monneth 
fche fejourrted in the faid Place of Durham, wher fche wa$ 
\^\\ cheryfcht, and hyr Cofts bome by the faid Byfchop; 
Who on the xxiiid Day held holle Hall, and dowble Dyn* 
t&t^ and dowble Soupper to all Commers worthy for to be 
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tlier. And in the faid Hall was fett all the Noblefle, as well 
Spiritualls as Temporalls, grett and fmall, the wich was wcl- 
come ; for this was hys Day of Inftallacyon. 

The xxmith Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene de- 
parted from Durham, acompayned of hyr noble Company, 
as ftie had beene in the Dayes paft, in fayr Manere and good 
Ordre, for to com to the Towne of the New Caftell. Thre 
Mylle fore thens came to her the Prior of Tynemouth, well 
apoynted, and in hys Company xxx Horfys. Hys Folks in 
hys Liveray, And ther was in lyk wys Syr RawffHarbotell 
Knyght, richly apoynted, well mounted, and hys Folks ia 
hys Liveray to the Nombre of xl Horfys. 

At the Intrynge of the faid Towne of New Caftell, the 
Qwene apoynted hyr, and intred in noble Aflat. Ich Lord 
and others tuke newe Horfys rychly apoynted, in fpecial 
th* Erle of Northamberland, as in the Manere of the En- 
trynge of York, and hys Folks in lyke wys. 

Upon the Bryge cam in Proceflyon rychly revefted the Col- 
lege of the faid Towne, and with them the Freres Carmelets 
and Jacobins with the Croflys, the wich war gyffen to thc 
fayd Qwene to kyfle, as before, by the Archbyfchop. 

After them wa:s the Mayr of the faid Towne, acompayned 
of the Scheryffes and Aldermen, well apoynted, on Foot, 
The wich receyved the faid Qwene honorably : And after 
the Receyvynge the faid Mayr monted on Horfeback, beryng 
his Maflc before hyr. 

At the Bryge End, apon the Gatt, war many Children, 
revefted of Surpeliz, fyngyng mellodioufly Hympnes, and 
playing on Inftruments of many Sortes. 

Within the faid Towne, by Ordre, the Bourges and Habi- 
taunts war honneftly apoynted. The Streytts were hanged, 
and the Wyndow Loupps, Topps, and Schipps war fo full 
of People, Gentylmen and Gentylwomen, in fo grett Nom- 
bre that it was a Playfur for to fe. But they maid noQ 
Sound of ArtyHery and Ordinance. 

In fuch Statt and fayr Aray was the faid Qwene brought 
and conveyd to the Freres Auftyns, wher ftie was lodged, 
and honeftly receyved by thos revefted with the Crofle, in the 
Manere as it is reherfed before. And when ftie was brought 
to hyr Lodgyng every Men drew hym to hys awn. 

The next Day after, being the xxvth Day of the faid 
Monneth, Saunt Jamys Day, flie abode all the Day in the faid 
Town, and was at theChurchMafle, varey noblyacompayned. 

That fam Day, at Even, ih* Erle of Northumbrelaund 
made, to many Lords, Knights, and others, a goodely Baun- 
ket, which lafted to Mydnyght, for Caufe of the Games, 
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Daunces, Sports, and Songs, withForce of Ypocras, Succres, 
and other Metts of many delicyoufes Maners. 

To the faid New Caftell cam the Lord Dacre of theNorth, 
acompayned of many Gcntylmen, honefUy apoynted, and 
hys Folks arayd in his Liveray. 

The xxvith Day of the faid Monneth the (aid Qwcne de- 
parted from the faid Place, after the Cuftome precedent, varey 
richly and in fayr Aray. And the (ayd Mayr conveyd hyr 
out of the faid Towne, and after tuke Lyvc of hyr. 

HafF a Mylle owt of the faid Towne was Syr Humfre^r 
Lyfle and the Prior of BiTngburn, well apoynted and well 
horft, to the Nombre of xx Horfys. Thcir Folks arayd of 
their Liveray. And a Mylle from the faid Towne was in 
Ordre the ScheryfFe of Northumberlaund, Sjrr RawfF Evers, 
in Company of many other Gentylmen, varey well appoynted, 
their Folks clothed in their Liveray, well montcd. And 
with them wer many honefts Folks of the Conntre, widi 
Spcrs nnd Bowcs, io Jackets, to the Nombre of Two hon- 
dreth Horfys. 

With the fam fayr Company was thc faid Qwene conveyd 
to Morpath, and by the Towne pafled in fayr Ordre, wher 
ther was much Peopie ; aod fo fhe went to the Abbay, 
wherc fche was weli reccyved by th Abbot and Religyous re- 
vefted, at thc Gatt of ihe Church, with the Crofle. And 
after the Receyvyng fhe was conveyd to her Lodgyngs in the 
faid Place for ihat fam Nyght. 

The XXVI jth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene de- 
parted from Morpath, after the Cuftom before, to goo to 
Alnewyk, a Place of th Erle of Northumbelaund. And in 
Half of the Way cam before hyr, Maifter Henry Gray Efquier, 
well appointed. In hys Company maoy other Gentilmen, 
and hys Folks well monted and arayd in hys Liveray, to the 
Nombre of a Hundreth Horfys. 

Two Mylle from the fayd Place, ihc Ciid Erle cam and 
mett hyr, well acompayned, and brought hyr thorough hys 
Park, wher fiic kyld^ a Buk with her Bow. After which 
fhe was conveyde to thc faid Caftell, where fche and hyr 
Company was welcomed by the faid Lorde, the wich maid 
hyr varey good Cherc. 

The next Day, the xxviijth Day of the faid Monneth, 
(he was all the holl Day in thc faid Caftell, and by the Lord 
well cheryft, and hyr Company. 

The xxixth Day of the fayd Monneth the faid C^'ene dc- 
parted from Ahiewyk, for to go for Barrwyk, and at Half 
of theWay, named Belleford, fticbayted, ForSyrThomas 
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Darcy, Capittayne of the faid Barrwicke, had maid rady hyr 
Dynoer at the faid Place very well and honneftly. 

For that the faid Maifter Heiiry Grays abouflfe named \% 
Sheryfie of Ellauad Shyrc and Northumberland Shyre, he 
bore his Rod before the faid Qwene, fens the Entrynge of 
the faid Lordfchips, to Barrwyk. 

Betwyx Alnewyk and Barrwyk cam to the Qwene Maifter 
RawiF Wodryngton, having in hys Company maoy Gentyl- 
Bften well appoynted. His Folks arayd in Liveray, well 
horfed, to the Nomber of an hundreth Horfys. 

At the Coipyng ny to Barrwyk was ftiot Ordonnounce, 
the wiche was fayr for to here. And ny to the fayd Place 
the Qwene dreft hyr. And Ichon in fair Aray, went the oa 
after the other in fayr Ordre. 

At the Entrynge of the Bryge was the faid Capltame well 
apoynted, and in hys Company hys Gcntylmen and Men of 
Armes, who receyved the faid Qwenc into the faid Place. 

At the tother Enciof the Brygc toward the Gatt, was the 
Malfter Marftiall compayned of hys Company, Ichon bearing 
a Staffe in hys Haund. 

After hym was the College revefted with the Crofle, the 
wiche was gyfFen hyr for to kyfle by th Archbifchop as 
before. ' ( 

At the Gatt of the faid Towne was the Maifter Porter, 
with .the Gard and Soyars/? of the faid Place, in a Rcw well 
apoynted. Ichon of thofe had an Hallebarde or oiher Staffe 
in his Haund, as the others. And apon the faid Gatt war 
the Mynilraylls of the fayd Capitayn, playnge of their In- 
ftruments. 

In the Midds of the faid Town was the Maiftre Chamber- 
layn, and the Mayre, acompayned of the Bourges and Habi- 
taunts of the faid Piace, ip fayre Ordre, and well apoynted. 

In fuch fayr Ordre and Company ftie was conveyd and 
brought to the Caftell, wher flie was receyved by the Lady 
D*arcy honneftly accompayned. 

The XXX and xxxith Days of the faid Monneth, the 
Qwene tarried at Barrwyk, where flie had grett Chere of 
the faid Cappitayne of Barrwyk, and hyr Company in lyke- 
^vys. That fam Day was by the faid Cappiteyne, to the 
Pleafur of the faid Qwene, pyffcn Corfes ot Chaflc within 
the faid Town, with other Sports of Bayrs and of Doggs 
togeder. 

The Firft Day of Auguft the Qwene departed fro Bar- 
^ick for to go to Lambcrtoukerke in varrey falr Company, 
and well appoynted. 

a So thc Orlginal, 
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Firft, of the faid Archbyfchops and Bifcbops, th Erfes of 
Surrey and of Northumberlaund> the Lord Dacres, the 
Lord Scroop and hys Son, the Lord Gray, the Ix)rd Late- 
mer, the Lord Chamberlain, Maifter PoUe, and other Nobles 
and Knyghts. The young Gentylmen wer well apoynted ac 
their Devifes, and ther was foumuch of Cloth of Gold, as 
of other ryche Rayments. Their Horiys fryfks in Harnays 
of the Selfe : And apon thos Orfavery, lum others had Cam* 
panes gylt, the others Campanes of Sylver. Gambads at 
Plafur, that It was a fayr Thyng for to fe. 

The fayd Erle of Northumberlaund was varey well mount- 
ed, hys Horfe rychly appoynted, hys Harnays of Gold ia 
Brodeux, hymfelfe in a Jakette bctten of Gold, well wrought 
in Goldfmith Werke, and Brodery, and in a Cloke of Porplc 
borded of Cloth of Gold. Hys Henfmen appoynted ^s 
before mentioned. Incontinently before hym rode the Maifter 
of his Horfe, conveying the fam thre Henfmen arayd in 
Jaketts all of Orfavery and Brodery, and ther Harnays of 
their Horfys in fuch wys of Orfavery and Brodery, full of 
fmall Bells that maid a grett Noyfe. After thos cam a Gen- 
tylman ledyng in hys Haund a Corfer covered to the Grownde 
of a varey rych Trapure betten of Gold of Orfavery and 
Brodery in Oraunge. And ichon of the fam a gren Tre ia 
the Manere of a Pyne, and maid the faid Lord Pannades, 
and they weyited varey honeftly. 

After cam the faid Qwene varey rychly arayde and enorned 
with Gold and precyous Stones, fetting iu hyr Lytere rychly 
apoynted. Her Fotemen aUvayes ny to hyr well apoynted. 
Hyr Pallefrey folowynge after hyr well apoynted, led by 
Syre Thomas Worteley, Maifter of hyr Horfe. After hyr, 
Ladyes and Gentylmen varey nobly and richly apoynted, and 
monted apon fayre Pallefreys, and their Harnays ryche ia 
Appareyll. 

After cam hyr Char rychly apoynted, foumyfched of 
Ladyes and Geniylwqmen well apoynted, and after ihat, 
fum other Gentylwomen on Horfebak honorably apoynted. 

The fayd Cappitayne of Barrwyk, and my Lady hys 
WyfFe, acompayned of many Gentylmen and Gentylwomea 
rychly arayd, and clothed of a Liveray, went with the faid 
Qwene to Edenburghe. 

Before the faid Qwene war by Ordre, Johannes and hys 
Company, and Henry Glafcebery and hys Company, the 
Trompetts, Officcrs of Armes, and Sergeants of Malfe, fo 
tbat at the Departyng owt of the faid Barrwyk, and at hyr 
Bedward at Lambcrtoukerke, it was a Joy for to fee and 
hcre. 
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. In fufch Stat and Aray .the feid Qwenc cam out of Barrwyk# 
Ichon by Ordre, the Lordes and Nobles three and thie 
togeder, td the faid Lambertoukerke, and the Company 
Ibehin^. wejl apoypted and infayr^Aray, that it was eftimed 
that ther war of thq Parte pf the faid Qwene xviij G. or two 
M. Horfys all well apoynted, 

At the Comyng ny ,to Lambertoukerke, ther was for to 
receyv^ hyr pf the Parte of the JCinge of Scotts, the Ryght 
Reverend Father in God niy Lord thc Archbifchop of Glafco> 
^nd the Count^, both well acompayned with many Lordes, 
Knyghts^ CJentylmfen, and Squyers,. honeftly apoynted, with 
Jakeits alonly of Velvet, of Damaike, and of Chamlett, and 
War ajl a Foot in Ordre, with grett Multitude'of People 
^poynted, and mounred after thfeManere of the Countre, of 
Jakets. Sum had theyr Armes armed apon thqyr Jackets. 
My Lord the Bifchop of Morrey ftrongly did his Devor at 
the Semlynge of the two Partes. ' And ther war fyve Trom- 
pets or ^Claryons of the fald Kinge, that blew at the Com* 
ming of the faid Qwene. The wiche Mellodye was good 
to here and to fe. . 

Before^ the faid Scottyfmen pafled the Lords, Knyghts, 
nnd Gentlemen, makynge Gambaudes to the grett Gcwre. 
And whea the Qwene was com^, the faid Byfchop of Morrey, 
the faid Arehbifliop* aud the faid Counte avaunccd toward 
hyr, and they knellyng downe to the Grownde, mayd the 
Receyvinge. Ther war jn Prefence, th Arch Bifchop of 
York, the Bifchop of Durhain, and th Erle of Surrey. 
After thys, fche was brought to the Pavyllon ordonned for 
Rccreacyon, and ny to that fam, fche was helped downc, 
and ky/fed of the fayd Lordes, and by them flie was brought 
to the Pavyllon, wher no body entred, except the Lordes 
and Ladyes : And within the fam was a Lady bf the Countre 
clothed with Scarlatte, with Gentylwomen apoynted after 
ther Gyfe, who had brought fum new Fruytts. 

Ny to that fam Pavyllon war other thre. The one for 
the Pannetry, the tother fbr the Boutry, the tother for the 
Kytchin ; and ther ichon delibered hymfelfe to make good 
Chere and Drynk. For ther was Plante of Bred and Wyne, 
that ichon was countente. 

After the Receyvynge doon, ichpn putte hymfelfe ageyn 
in Ordre, and the Qwene monted on Horfebalc. The faid 
Lord of Northumberlaund maid his Devor at the Depar- 
tynge, of Gambads and Lepps, as did likewife the Lord 
Scrop the Father, and many others that retorned ageyn, ia 
takynge ther Congie. And of the Companie abydy^ige, the 
• Qwene was conveyed to hyr Lodgynge at Faft Caftell, wher 
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. to fcc. Allwaycs ny to him wer two ^^^^mm. The^ 
Jackets of that fam as before to hys Devyfes. 

Brfore hym hee had 3 Henfmen rychly dreft, and moonted 
«pon fiiyr Horfys, thdr fliort Jakets of Orfevery, and the 
Hamays of thc fayd Horfys of thc famc. After diem rodc 
thc Maifter of his Horfe, arayd of his Livcray of Velvy^ 
monted apon a gentyll Horfe, and Campanes of Silver aod 
^ylt, and hcld in his Haund an other fayr Corfcr. Of all 
Thyngs hys Hamays apoyntted as before is fayd^ 

Wyth hym in hys Company war many noblc Knights; 
that is to wcytt, Sir John Haflyngs, Sir John Fenynton, Sir 
Laflcdot Thirlekcld, Sir Thomas Curwen, Sir John Nor- 
manville, Syrc Robert of Alke, all Knyghts arayd rf hys fayd 
Livcray of Vclvet, with fome Goldfinyth Marlrc, and grett 
Chaymcs, and war well mounted. Some of ther Horfe 
Hamcs war fuU of Campanes, Sum of Gold and Silver» and 
tbe Qthcrs of Sylvcr, 

Alfo thcr was hys Officer of Armes, named Northumber- 
laod Harault, arayed of his (aid Liveray of Velver, berriog 
hys.Cottc fens tbe mcttyng tyll to hys Departyng, thorough 
all the Entryng and YfTue of good Towncs and Citez. 

AUb othcr Gentylmen in fuch wys arayd of h;s faid Li- 
ircray, Same in Vclvet, othcrs in Damalke and Chamlett, 
and others in Cloth, well montcd, to thc Nombrc of Thre 
iMiAdreth Horfys. 

A Myllc owte of thc faid Cite, thc faid Quene apoynted hyr 
in byr Horfe Litcffc, rycbdy befene^ her Ladies aiid Gentilwo- 
men ryght freflily arayd, AII the Nohles, Lordes, Knyghts, 
Gcatylmen, and others of %fx Company, wer apoynted ia 
fo gqod Mancrc and fo rychc^ tfaat it was a good^ Sight for 
tobcholdc. 

At thc Entryng of thc Soubarbes war thc iiij Ordres o( 
- Mendicants in Proccflyon before hyr. 

In thc Stat as before, in fayr Ordre, jQhc cntred in the 
fayd Oite, Trompetts, MynftrcOs, SakebpWtts, and High 
Wods retcntyflyi^ that was fayr for to here. Cot^ of Armes 
opcQ, ryche ihs&& ia Haunds, Horiys of Dcfyr^ aad nofele 
Hcrts delibcrcd. 

Within the fayd Citc «y jto the Gatt my L(M-d Mayr, Syr 

f John Guiilott, Knyght^ companyd of thc Aldermen, all oa 

H^eback and honncftly arayd in Gownys of Scarlatte« the 

faydMayr inSattin Cramfyn, andgood Channes and onjther 

Neks, refayved the faid Qaene varey mykely. And after, 

• ihey rpd before Hyr to tbe Motber Church, tbe fayd Ma]fre 

. beryng hys Maile. Ny to them wor within dse Streytt» 6a 
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Foote, and in good Ordre, the honneft Bourges and flabU 
tauots of thc faid Cite bonneftly befene in ther beft Aray. 
Ali the Wyndowes wer fo fuU of Nobles, Ladyes, Gentyl- 
women, Damfells, Bourgefys, and others, in fo grett Multi- 
tade, that it was a fayr Sight for to fe. 

Thus it contynewd the Space of Too Houres, er ftie wa? 
conveyd to the Mother Church ; Wher was the Reverend 
Fathers in God my Lord the Archbyfchop of York, the 
Byfchop of Durham, th Abbot of Saunte Marie, and the 
Soufragan in Pontificalls, with the College togeder, revefted 
of riche Coppes. Ny to the Founte was notably apoynted 
the Place wher the Crofle was; the wich ftiee kifled. And 
after, ftie wenc to tlie Hert of the Church, to raake hyr 
Offrynge. 

That doon, ftie was conyeyd thorough the faid Compnny 
to the Pallays, wher ftie was lodged : And fo every Maa 
wiihdrew him to hys Lodginge, to fefrefh : But it was grei; 
Melodie for to here the Beils rynge thorough the Cite. 

The next Day, that was Sonday XVith Day of the fald 
Monneth, the faid Quene remayned in the faid Towne of 
York. At Ten of the Ciok that Day ftie was couveyed to 
the Church, with the fayd Archbyfchop, the Byfchops of 
Durham, Morrey, aud Norrwyfche, the Prelates before mea- 
tioned, and other honourable Folks of the Churche, my 
Lord of Surr^, the Lord hyr Chammerlayn, and other No- 
bles, Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentylmen, and the faid Mayre, 
Aldermen, and Scheryffes, to the Nomber of Two hundretl^ 
and more : With hyr wer Ladies and Gentylwomen of hyr 
Company, and Straungers, to the Nombre of xl. And fp 
was (hee conveyed to the Church. It was a fair Syght for 
to fee the Company fo rychly apoynted. 

Thus nobly was flie conveyd into her Travers, wher be- 
fore her was an Awter dreft of. many ryches and nobl^ 
Jewells,. and an hygh Awter in lykewyfe. And ther ftie heard 
Mafle in the mean tyme that the faid Archbyfchop maid 
hymfclfe rcdy. 

After the fayd Mafle, begonne the Proceflyon . generall, 
varey fayr. Ther war fyrft, the Croflys and the Oojlegcs, 
vefted of varey rych Copys. After them caiins the Souffra- 
gan, Siibdyaoon, the Abbot of Saunte Mary, Dyacon, thc 
Crofse borne before the Archbyfchop, and wjth bim th^ 
Byfchop of Durham, all in Pontificalls. 

After them cam the following Lords rychly apoynted, th^ 
Lord Wylleby, JLord Scroup and hys Son, the Lord Latymer, 
the Lords Haftyngs, th Erle of Kent and hys Son, the Loji<J 
Strauage, th Erie pf Northumbcrland, the Byfchops pf 
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Morray ahd of Norrwych, the Lord Maire, th* Erle of 
Surrey, the Lord Chamberlayn, the Officers of Armes, and 
' the Sergents. 

Then cam the Quene rychly araydc ia a Gowne of Cloth 
of Gold, a ^ryche CoUer of precyoufes Stones, and a Gyrdle 
wrought of fin Gold hauntyng don to the Yerth. The 
Countefse of Surrey bare her Trayne, a Gcnikman Huyfcher 
helpyng her. After hyr cam the Ladycs and Gentylwo- 
men as before, varey rychly dreft in goodly Gownys, grett 
Colleis, grctt Chaynncs, Gyrdlcs of Gold, and othcr 
Richefles. 

After hyr followed the Nobles, Knyghts, Gentylmen, and 
Squyers, in fayr Aray, honncftly apoynted, having grett 
Chaynnes upon them. The faid Church was fo fuH of 
honnefty Perfonnes, Ladyes, and GeDtylwomen of the faid 
Towne, and many other People, in fo grett Nombre, that it 
would be impoffible for them to be nombred. But fo gocd 
Ordre there was, that none Cry, ne Noyfe was maid. 

The Erle of Northumberland was arayd of a varey ryche 
Gowne of Cloth of Gold. Hys Thre Gentylmen of Honor 
wer dreft with longe Jakcts fuU of Orfavery, very rychly 
wronght with hys Devyfes, as wer likewys hys Folks* 

After the ProceiTyon doon, begonne the Hygh Maflc by 
the faid Archbyfchop, the wich was ftalkd, as the Cuftome 
is to do. In Company of hym wcr the faid Abbot and Souf- 
fragan, wiih others honnorable Perfonnes of the Churche, 
aud they fange the Servyce of ihe faid Mafli, in the Chap- 
pelle of my faid Lord oi Northumberlaund, with much So- 
lemnlty. 

At the Hour of the Oflrctory, the faid Quene was brought 
to the Offryngc in thc Prefence of the faid Prelats, Lords, 
and others, Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentylmen. And whcnoe 
fche had ofFred fhe retourned agayn. Then every Man went 
agnyn in hys Place as bcfo^c, and the faid Erle of Surrey 
gaffe to hyx hyr OfFryng. 

The MafTe doon, the Qucne was by thc ftid Company 
precedente, in fayr Aray and Ordre, brought ageyn to the 
Pallays. And within the grett Ghammcr, was prefented 
. before hyr my Lady the CountefTe of Northumberlaund, 
well accompanyd of mauy Knyghts and Gentylmen, Ladycs 
and Gentylwomen, the Qwene kyfTyng hyr in the Wel- 
comynge. And as foon as fche was com in hyr Chammer, 
fhe begonnc to dynnc. Trompetts and other Inftrumcnts 
rang to the Auncyenne Manere, laftyng the faid Dynner, 

The faid Archbyfchop held open Hows, in makyng good 

Cher to all comyug togcder. My Lord ihe Miyre and ihe 

2 Scheryflfs 
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ScheryfFs did fo, as I raporte me to them that was thcr 
prefent, 

The xviith Day of the faid Monneth, the faid Qwene 
departed from the faid Cite of Yorkc in varey fayre Com- 
paoy and Ordre rychely apoynted, the faid Archbyfchop and 
Byfchopps beforefaid, the faid Lord the Maire, Scheryfft, Al- 
dermen attending on hyr. The Streyetts and the Wyndowes 
wer fo fcll of People that it was a fayr Thynge for to fe. 

Without the ll\id Cite the faid Lord r.Iayre and hys Com- 
pany toke Licence, and fourther more dyd the Lords, thc 
Byfchop of Norwych, of Kent, of Straunge, Haftyngs, and 
Willeby. And many others mor Knyghts and Gentylmen 
went with them ageyn. 

This doon, Ihe tooke hyr Way to Newbrough ; at the 
Priore of the wich Place Ihewas receyved by the faid Prior and 
Religyous, honnefUy rcvefted, with the Croflc at the Gait of 
the Church. 

The xviiith Day of the Monneth the faid Quene de- 
partcd fro the faid Newbrough, to Alierton ; and at the In- 
trynge of the faid Place, fche was receyved by the Vicayr and 
Folks of ihe Church with the Freres Carmelits in Proceffyon', 
and the.Byfchop Morray did as before. From that Place fhc 
was cooveyd, as Cuftome was, to thc Manajrr of ihe faid 
Biflchop of Durham. 

The xixth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene departed 
from Allcrton, in fayr Aray and noble Companyd ; and Syr 
James Straungwyfch, Knyght, SheryfFof thefaid Lordfchyp 
for the faid Bifchop, mett hyr wclle acompanyd. 

After fche drew to Darneton, to hyr Bed. And Thre Mylle 
from the faid Place cam to hyr the Lord Lomley and hys Son, 
acompanyd of many Gentylmen and others, well apoynted. 
Ther Folks arayd with their Livcray, and well monted, to

the Nombre of iiij Horfys. 

At the ViUage of Hcxham fhe was mett by Sir Rawf 
Bowes and Syre William Aylton, well appointed, with a fayr 
Compaoy arayd in their Liverays, to the Nombre of xl 
Horfys, well apoynted and well horft. 

In the faid Place of Hexham was the faid Queen receyved 
with the AbbafTc and ReIig}^oufes, with the Crofle without thc 
Gatt. And the Byfchop of Durham gafFe hyr thc fayd Crpfle 
for to kifTe.' 

At Two Mylle ny to the faid Towne of Darneton, mett 
the Qwene, Syr William Roummer, SherifFof the Lordlhip 
of Durham. In Company with hym was Syr William E wers^ 
and many other Folks of Honor of that Coutre, in fayr Or- 
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dre, well appoynted of Liverays, and horft ; to the Nomtjre 
of Six fcore Horfys. 

By the faid Company was fche conveyde to Darnton. And 
flt the Gatt of the Church of the faidPlace, war revefted thc 
Vicayr and Folks of ihe Church, wer doing as. fche had 
done on the Dayes before, fche was led to the Manayer of 
the faid Byfchop of Durham, for that Nyght. 

The xxth Day of the faid Monneth the Quene departed 
from Darnton in f^ryr Aray, and with the precedente Cora* 
' f»any wcnt to the Town of Durham. A Mylle out of thc 
jaid Towne, cam before hyr Syr Richard Stanley and my 
Lady h:s WyfFe, accompanyd of Gentlemen and Gentlewo- 
tncn varey well appoynted, hys Folks arayd in hys Livery, 
to thc Nombre of L. Horfys, well mounted. 

Then the Quene prepared hyrfelfe to enter into the faid 
Towne, and every ychon in lyk wys, in fayr Aray, and 
rychely, after the Mnnere acoftomed. In fpecyall th Erle of 
Northuitiberlaund ware on a goodly Gowne of Tynfill, four- 
red with Hermyne^. He was mounted upon a fayr Courfer, 
hys Harnays of Goldfmyth Waike, and thorough that fam 
was fawen fmail Bells that mnid a mellodyous Noyfe, with- 
out fparing Gambads. Hys Gentylmcn of Honor and hy« 
Company wer well appoynted. 

At thc Intryng of the faid Towne, and within, in thc 
SireyttS and in ihe Wyndowes was fo innumcrable People, 
that it was a fayr Thing for to fe. And in fayr Ordre (he 
Was conveyd to the Church, the Officers of Armcs, Sergeants 
of ArmeS, Trompetts, and Mynftrells going before her. 

At the Gatt of the Church was my Lord the Byfchop of 
the fayd Place, and my Lord the Prior, revefted in Pontifi- 
Calls, with the Convent all revefted of ryches Copps, in Pro- 
teiTyon, with the Croflys. And ther was apoynted a Place 
for to kiire them. 

Then the fayd ProcefTyon departed in Ordre, and all tlie 
Noblefle in lyke wys, to the Church, in whiche ny to ihe 
Fount was a ryche Awter, adorned of ryches Jwells and 
preCyowfesRerikes, the wich the faidBifchop delivered to the 
faid Qwene to kifs« And by the Erle of Surrcy was gyffyti 
hyr Offrynge. After this fche was noble conveyd to the 
Caftell, wher her Lodging was prepared and dreft honneftly. 
A^d eVery ychon retourrted agayn to hys Repayre. 

The xxift, XXI id, and xxiiid Days of the faid Molineth 
fchc fejourrted in the faid Place of Durham, wher fche was 
V^U cheryfcht, and hyr Cofts borne by thc faid Byfchop; 
Who on thc xxiiid Day held holle Hal), and dowble Dyn» 
ner> and dowble Soupper to all Commers worthy for to be 
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Aer. Aad in the faid Hall was fett all the Nobleflc, as well 
Spiritualls as Temporalls, grett and fmall, the wich was wcl- 
come ; for this was hys Day of Inftallacyon. 

The XXIII ith Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene de- 
parted from Durham, acompayned of hyr noble Company, 
as flie had beene in the Dayes pafl:, in fayr Manere and good 
Ordre, for to com to the Towne of the New Caftell. Thre 
Mylle fore thens came to her the Prior of Tynemouth, well 
apoynted, and in hys Company xxx Horfys. Hys Folks in 
hys Liveray, And ther was in lyk wys Syr RawffHarbotell 
Knyght, richly apoynted, well mounted, and hys Folks in 
hys Liveray to the Nombre of xl Horfys. 

At the Intrynge of the faid Towne of New Caftell, thc 
Qwene apoynted hyr, and intred in noble Aflat. Ich Lord 
and others tuke newe Horfys rychly apoynted, in fpecial 
th' Erle of Northumberland, as in the Manere of the En- 
trynge of York, and hys Folks in lyke wys. 

Upon the Bryge cam in Proceflyon rychly revefted the Col- 
lege of the faid Towne, and with them the Freres Carmelets 
and Jacobins with the Croflys, the wich war gyffen to thc 
fayd Qwene to kyfle, as before, by the Archbyfchop. 

After them wa^s the Mayr of the faid Towne, acompayned 
of the ScheryfFes and Aldermen, well apoynted, on Foot. 
The wich receyved the faid Qwene honorably : And after 
the Receyvynge the faid Mayr monted on Horfeback, beryng 
his MafTc before hyr. 

At the Bryge End, apon the Gatt, war many Children, 
revefted o? Surpeliz, fyngyng mellodioufly Hympnes, and 
playing on Inftruments of many Sortes. 

Within the faid Towne, by Ordre, the Bourges and Habi- 
taunts war honneftly apoynted. The Streytts were hanged, 
and the Wyndow Loupps, Topps, and Schipps war fo full 
of People, Gentylmen and Gentylwomen, in fo grett Nom- 
bre that it was a Playfur for to fe. But they maid noa 
Sound of Artyllery and Ordinance. 

In fuch Statt and fayr Aray was the faid Qwene brought 
and conveyd to the Freres Auftyns, wher flie was lodged, 
and honeftly receyved by thos revefted with the Crofli, in the 
Manere as it is reherfed before. And when flie was brought 
to hyr Lodgyng every Men drew hym to hys awn. 

The next Day after, being the xxvth Day of the faid 
Monneth, Saunt Jamys Day, flie abode all the Day in the faid 
Town, and was at theChurchMafle, varey noblyacompayned. 

That fam Day, at Even, ih* Erle of Northumbrelaund 
made, to many Lords, Knights, and others, a goodely Baun- 
ket, which lafted to Mydnyght, for Caufc of the Games, 
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Daunces, Sports, and Songs, withForce of Ypocras, Succres, 
and other Metts of many delicyoufes Maners. 

To the faid New Caftell cam the Lord Dacre of tbeNorth, 
acompayned of many Gentylmen, honeftly apoynted, and 
hys Folks arayd in his Liveray. 

The xxvith Day of the faid Monneth the faid Qwcnc de- 
parted from the faid Place, after the Cuftome precedent, varey 
richly and in fayr Aray. And the layd Mayr conveyd hyr 
out of the faid Towne, and after tukc Lyve of hyr. 

HafF a Mylle owt of the faid Towne was Syr Humfrey 
Lyfle and the Prior of BiTngburn, wcU apoynted and well 
horft, to the Nombrc of xx Horfys. Thcir Folks arayd of 
their Liveray. And a Mylle from thc faid Townc was in 
Ordre the Scheryife of Northumberlaund, Syr RawfF Evers, 
in Company of many other Gentylmen, varey well appoynted, 
their Folks clothed in their Livcray, well monted. And 
with them wer many honefts Folks of the Countre, with 
Spcrs Tind Bowcs, ia Jackets, to the Nombrc of Two hon- 
dreth Horfys. 

With the fam fayr Company was thc faid Qwene conveyd 
to Morpath, and by the Towne pafled in fayr Ordre, wher 
ther was much People ; and fo flie went to the Abbay, 
wherc fche was well reccy ved by th Abbot and Religyous re- 
veftcd, at thc Gatt of the Church, with the CroflTe. And 
after the Receyvyng flie was conveyd to her Lodgyngs in tbe 
faid Place for ihat fam Nyght. 

The XXVI jth Day of the faid Monneth the Qwene de- 
parted from Morpath, after the Cuftom before, to goo to 
Alnewyk, a Place of th Erle of Northumbelaund. And ia 
Half of the Way cam before hyr, Maifter Henry Gray Efquier, 
well appointed. In hys Company maoy other Gentilmen, 
and hys Folks weli monted and arayd in hys Liveray, to the 
Nombre of a Hundreth Horfys. 

Two Mylle from the fayd Place, ihe faid Erle cam and 
mett hyr, well acompayned, and brought hyr thorough hys 
Park, wher flie kyld^ a Buk with her Bow. After which 
flie was conveyde to thc faid Caftell, where fche and hyr 
Company was welcomed by the faid Lorde, the wich maid 
hyr varey good Cherc. 

The next Day, the xxviijth Day of the faid Monneth, 
(he was all the holl Day in thc faid Caftell, and by the Lord 
well cheryft, and hyr Company. 

The xxixth Day of the fayd Monneth the faid QM^ene dc- 
parted from Alnewyk, for to go for Barrwyk, and at Half 
of the Way, named Belleford, flie bayted, For SyrThomas 
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Darcy, Capittayne of the faid Barrwickc, had maid rady hyr 
Dynner at the faid Place very weli and honneftly. 

For that the faid Maifter Henry Grays aboufie named is 
Sheryffe of Ellaund Shyrc and Northumberland Shyre, he 
bore his Rod before the faid Qwene, fens the Entrynge of 
the faid Lordfchips, to Barrwyk. 

Betwyx Alnewyk and Barrwyk cam to the Qwene Maifter 
RawfF Wodryngton, having in hys Company many Gentyl- 
men well appoynted. His Folks arayd in Liveray, well 
horfed, to the Nomber of an hundreth Horfys. 

At the Coipyng ny to Barrwyk was (hot Ordonnounce, 
the wiche was fayr for to here. And ny to the fayd Place 
the Qgrene dreft hyr. And Ichon in fair Aray, went the oa 
after the other in fayr Ordre. 

At the Entrynge of the Bryge was the faid Capitaine well 
apoynted, and in hys Company hys Gcntylmen and Men of 
Armes, who receyved the faid Qwenc into thc faid Place. 

At the tother Endof the Brygc toward the Gatt, was the 
Maifter Marftiall compayned of hys Company, Ichon bearing 
a Stafle in hys Haund. 

After hym was the College revefted with the Crofle, the 
wiche was gyfFen hyr for to kyfle by th Archbifchop as 
before. 

At the Gatt of the faid Towne was the Maifter Porter, 
with .the Gard and Soyars /^ of the faid Place, in a Rcw well 
apoynted. Ichon of thofe had an Hallebarde or other StafFe 
in his Haund, as the others. And apon the faid Gatt war 
the Mynttraylis of the fayd Capitayn, playoge of their In- 
ftruments. 

In the Midds of the faid Town was the Maiftre Chamber- 
layn, and the Mayre, acompayned of the Bourges and Habi- 
taunts of the faid Place, ia fayre Ordre, and well apoynted. 

In fuch fayr Ordre and Company (he was conveyd and 
brought to the Caftell, wher (he was receyved by the Lady 
D*arcy honneftly accompayned. 

The XXX and xxxith Days of the faid Monneth, the 
Qwene tarried at Barrwyk, where flie had grett Chere o€ 
the faid Cappitayne of Barrwyk, and hyr Company in lyke- 
wys. That fam Day wns by the faid Cappiteyne, to the 
Pleafur of the faid Qwene, pyfFen Corfes of Chaflc within 
the faid Town, with other Sports of Bayrs and of Doggs 
togcder. 

The Firft Day of Auguft the Qwene departed fro Bar» 
^vick for to go to Lambertoukerke in varrey fair Company, 
and wcll appoynted. 

a So thc Ongiaal, 

Firft, 
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Firft, of the faid Archbyfchops and Bifchops, th Eries of 
Surrey and of Northumberlaund, the Lord Dacres, the 
Lord Scroop and hys Son, the Lord Gray, the Lord Late- 
mer, the Lord Chamberlain, Maifler Folle, and other Nobles 
and Knyghts. The young Gentylmen wer well apoynted at 
their Devifes, and ther was foumuch of Cloth of Gold, as 
of other ryche Rayments. Their Horfys fi^Iks in Harnays 
of the Selfc : And apon thos Orfavery, lum others had Cam* 
panes gylt, the others Campanes of Sylver. Gambads at 
Plafur, that It was a fayr Thyng for to fe. 

The fayd Erie of Northumberlaund was varey well mount- 
ed, hys Horfe rychly appoynted, hys Harnays of Gold ia 
Brodeux, hymfeife in a Jakette bctten of Gold, well wrought 
in Goldfmith Werke, and Brodery, and in a Cloke of Porple 
borded of Cloth of Goid. Hys Henfmen appoynted as 
before mentioned. Incontinently before hym rode thc Maifter 
of his Horfe, conveying the fam thre Henfmen arayd in 
Jaketts ail of Orfavery and Brodery, and ther Harnays of 
their Horfys in fuch wys of Orfavery and Brodery, fuii of 
fmall Bells that maid a grett Noyfc. After thos cam a Gen- 
tyiman ledyng in hys Haund a Corfer covered to the Grownde 
of a varey rych Trapure betten of Gold of Orfavery and 
Brodery in Oraunge. And ichon of the fam a gren Tre ia 
the Manere of a Pyne, and maid the faid Lord Pannades, 
and they weyited varey honeflly. 

After cam the faid Qwene varey rychly arayde and enorned 
with Gold and precyous Stones, fetting in hyr Lytere rychly 
apoynted. Hcr Fotemen alvvayes ny to hyr well apoynted. 
Hyr Pallefrey folowynge after hyr wdl apoynted, led by 
Syre Thomas Wcrteley, Maifter of hyr Horfe. After hyr, 
Ladyes and Gentylmen varey nobly and richly apoynted, and 
monted apon fayre Pallefreys, and their Harnays ryche ia 
Appareyll. 

After cam hyf Char rychly apoynted, foumyfched of 
Ladyes and Gentylwqmen well apoynted, and after that, 
fum other Gentylwomen on Horfebak honorably apoynted. 

The fayd Cappitayne of Rarrwyk, and my Lady hys 
WyfFe, acompayned of many Gentylmen and Gentylwomen 
rychly arayd, and clothed of a Liveray, went with the faid 
Qwene to Edenburghe. 

Before the faid Qwene war by Ordre, Johannes and hys 
Company, and Henry Glafcebery and hys Company, the 
Trompetts, OfHccrs of Armes, and Sergeants of Malle, {o 
tbat at the Departyng owt of the faid Barrwyk, and at hyr 
Bedward at Lambcrtoukcrke, it was a Joy ibr to fee and 
hcre, 

U 
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. In fufch Stat and Aray ,ihe faid Qwenc cam out of Barrwyk, 
lchon by Ordre, the Lordes and Nobles three and thre 
togeder, to the faid Lambertoukerke, and the Company 
J>ehin4/well. apoypted and iafayr.Aray, that it was eftimed 
that ther war of the Parte pf the faid Qwene xviij C. or two 
M. Horfys all weli apoynted, ' 

At the Comyng ny to Lanjbertoukerke, ther was for to 
receyv€ hyr of the Parte of the iKinge of Scotts, the Ryght 
Reverend Father in God niy Lord thc Archbifchop of Glafco^ 
and the Count^, both well acompayned ^yith many Lordes, 
Knyghtsi CJentylmfen> and Squyers, honeftly apoynted, with 
Jaketts alonly of Velvet, of Damaike, and of Chamlett, and 
War all a Foot in Ordre, with grett Multitude 'of Peoplc 
^poynted, and mourited after thfe Manere of the Countre, of 
Jakets. Sum had theyr Armes armed apon thqyr Jackets. 
My Lord the Bifcbop of Morrey ftrongly did his Devor at 
the Semlynge of the two Partes. • And ther war fyve Trom- 
pets or ^Claryons of the fald Kioge, that blew at the Com- 
ming of the faid Qwene. The wichc Mellodye was good 
to here and to fe. . 

Beforc^ the faid Scottyfmen pafled the Lords, Knyghts, 
nnd Gentlemen, makynge Gambaudes to the grett Gcwre. 
And whea the Qwene was comq, the faid Byfchop of Morrey, 
the faid Archbifliop* and the faid Connte avaunced toward 
hyr, and they knellyng downe to the Grownde, mayd the 
Receyvinge. Ther war jn Prefencc, th Arch Bifchop of 
York, the Bifchop of Durhain, and th Erle of Surrey. 
After thys, fche was brought to the Pavyllon ordonned for 
Recreacyon, and ny to that fam, fche was helped downe, 
and kyflfed of the fayd Lordes, and by them flie was brought 
to the Pavyllon, wher no body entred, except the Lordes 
and Ladyes : And within the fam was a Lady bf the Countre 
clothed with Scarlatte, with Gentylwomen apoynted after 
ther Gyfe, who had brought fum new Fruytts. 

Ny to that fam Pavylion war other thre. The one for 
the Pannetry, the tother for the Boutry, the tother for the 
Kytchin ; and ther ichon delibered hymfelfe to make good 
Cherc ahd Drynk. For ther was Plante of Bred and Wyne, 
that ichon was countente. 

After the Receyvynge doon, ichpn putte hymfelfe ageyn 
in Ordre, and the Qwene monted on Horfebalc. The faid 
Lord of Northumberlaund maid his Devor at the Depar- 
tynge, of Gambads and Lepps, as did likewife the Lord 
Scrop the Father, and many others that retomed ageyn, ia 
takynge ther Congie. And of the Companie abydyinge, the 
■ Qwene was conveyed to hyr Lodgyngc at Faft Caftell, wher 
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flic was wclcomd by the Lord of the faid Place> and of thc 
Ladie, Sufter of the faid Byfchop of Morrey. 

The Company was lodgcd in the Abbay of Godyngham, 
and in the Towne, wher was ordonned Mett and Drynke 
for them, and alfo Liveray for thcr Horfys, cf Hay and 
Otts,. ychon to hys Quantyte. 

The Nomber of tKe Scotts at the Mettynge ef thefaid 
Qwcne war by Eftimacyon a thoufand Perfbnnes, wherof 
ther myght be v C. Horfys of the thoufand, of grett Precc 
and weil apoynted. And of thc Company paffynge thorough 
with hyr to thc Reyme of Scotland, war tn Nombre betwixt 
V and VI C. weli horfed and apoynted. 

The ijd Day of the faid Monneth thc feyd Qwcne departed 
from the faid Faft Caftle nobly appoynted and acompayncd.^ 
And at the Departynge, they fchott much OrdonnouncCir 
and had varey good Chere, and foe that eVery Man way 
content. 

The faid Qv^cne, acompayned as before, drew her Waf 
toward Hadington. And in paffyng before Donbare, they 
fchott Ordonnaunce for the LufFe of hyr. Shce was iodged 
for that fam Nyght in the Abbay of the Nomies ny to H» 
dington, and hyr Company at the faid Place. Wher in lyk- 
wys was ordonned Provyfyon »t the Gray Freres, as well 
.for the Company as for the Horfys, as on tbe Day bcfore. 

And thorough the Countre in fum Places war made by 
Forcc, Wayes for thc Cariageand th grett Quantyte of 
People ftmbled for to fe the faid Qwene, bringing wiih theni' 
Plaunte pf Drynke, for ychon that wold have of it, ia pay- 
ing therefore. 

The iijd Day of the faid Monneth the Qucne departed 
from the faid Abbay wher fche and her Company had gretr 
Chere, and in fayr Aray and Ordre paft thorough the faid* 
Towne of Hadington, wher fche was fen of the Peoplc in 
grett Myrthc. And from that fche pafled to hyr Lodyng« 
to Acquik. 

Half a Mylle ny to the faid Towne fchc apoyntcd hyr 
rychly, and hyr Ladyes and Lordes, and others of hyr Com- 
pany did the fame, and in feyr Ordre entred into the Caftell', 
wher cam before hyr without the Gatt the Lord of the faid 
Place called the Counte of Morton, honneftly apoynted and 
acompayned of many Gentylmen in prcfentynge hyr the Kees 
of the laid Caftell. And ftie was wellcomed as Lady and 
Maiftrefle. 

Betwyxt the two Gatts was the Lady Morton acompayncd 
of Gentylmen and Ladyes. The wiche kneeled downe, and 
the faid Qwene toke hyr up, and kyflcd hyr, and fo (be 
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was convcyd to hyr Chammer within the faid Caflell, the 
'Wich was well ordonned and.a ftrong Place. 

Aftcr that fchc was come and well apoynted, and alfa 
hyr Lordes, Ladyes, Knyghts, Gentylmen and Gentylwomcn, 
the K^mge cam arayd of a Jakette of Cramfyn Velvet borded 
with Cioth of Gold. Hys Lewre behinde hys Bake, hys 
Beerde fomthynge long, acompayned of the Right Reverend 
Father in God my Lord th Arch Bifchop of Saunte An- 
drews, Broiher of the faid Kynge, and Chaunceller of Scot- 
}aundc, the Bifchop of Caftenate, the Erls of Huntley, Ar- 
gylc, and Lennos, and the Lord Hambleton, Cpufin of thc 
iaid Kyng, with many others, Lordes, Knyghtes, and Gen- 
^tylmen, to the Nombre of lx Horfys. 

The King was <:onveyd to the Qwenes Chamber, wher 
ihe mctt hym at hcr grett Chamber Dore, right honorable 
acompayned. At the Mettynge he and ftie maid grett Re- 
Tcrences the one to ihe tother, his Hed being bare, and they 
kyflcd togeder, and in iykwys kyffed the Ladyes, and others 
aUb. '^And he in efpeciall wclcomed th Erle of Surrey yarey 
hertly. 

Then the <5iJ^ ^d^ ^^ went afyd and commoned to- 
^eder by long Space. She held good Manere, and he bare 
hcded during the Tym, and many Courteyfyes paffed. Incon- 
*ynent was the Bord fett and ferved. They wafched their 
Haunds in humble Reverences, and after, fett them downe 
togeder, wher many good Devyfes war reherfed. 

After the Soiapper they wafched ageyn, with the Reve- 
j^cnces, Mynflreils begonne to blowe, whcr daunced the 
^{wcne, acompayned of my Lady qf Surrey. This dooa^ 
thc Kyngc tiricc Licence of hyr, for yt was latte, and h.e 
went to hys Bed at Edinborg varey well countent of fo fayr 
Mctting, and that hee had found the fayr Company togader. 

At the Caftell and Abbay of Newbottell, balfe a Millc 
thens, was ordonned Mett and Drynke by thc Spaceof foure 
Dayes that flie was tber, with Liveray of Horfys, as in thc 
Placcs bcforfaid. 

Thc iiijth Diy of the faid ^Jonneth the Qwcnc abode at 
Ac faid Caftell, thc wiche had grett Feft. Att foure of the 
jCIok, after Dynner, the Archbyfchopes of Yorl;c and of 
Glafco, thc ByfchQp of Durham, thc Erle of Surrey, and 
th Erle Bothwell, acompayned of many others, Lordes, 
Knights, and Gentylmen, went to mett the Kynge, the 
wich was conxmyng for to fe the Qwene ageyn, and to com- 
fbrte hjrr of fum Lofle that flie had had the Nyght before, 
i>y Fortune of Fyer, of her Pallefreys. 

Hq 2 The 
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The Kynge flyioge as the Bird that fyks hyr Pray, tukc 
other Waye, and catn prively to the feid Caftell, and entred 
within th^ Chammer with a fmali Company, wher he foufide 
the Qwene playinge at ^he Cardes. At the Entrynge, the 
Qwene avaunced hyr toward hym i'n rcceyvinge hym varey 
gludiy, and of Good Wyll kyflyng hym, and after he gaffe 
Salut to the Ladyes and Company prefente. 

In Commonynge togeder, cam the fam Lordes here aboufFe 
named, to whom the Kynge did Reverence, his Bonnett in 
hys Haund, in fpecyall to the Arch Byfchop of York, and 
to the Byfchop of Durham, in welcomynge them. After 
fom Wordes reherfed betwyx them, the Mynftrells begonne 
to play a baffe Daunce, the wich was daunced by the faid 
Q\vene and the Coanteffe of Surrey. 

After thy§ doon, thay playde a Rownde, the wich was 
daunced by the Lorde Gray ledyngethe faid Qwene, accMH- 
payned oF many Lordes, Ladyes, aod Gentylwoemen. After 
Vas brought Wyn and Bred 10 the Kynge, the wiche tuke 
the Bred, and thereof fervcd the faid Qwene. Lykwys the 
Ct>upp of wich he fyrft fervyd hyr. And after all, the Com^ 
pany prefente draunke alfo. 

Incouotynent the Kynge begonne before hyr to play oi 
the Clarycordcs, and after of the Lute, wiche pleafyd hyr 
yarey much, and (he had grett Plaifur to here hym. 

Apon the faid Clarycbrde Sir Edward Stannely playd a 
Ballade, and (ange therwith, wiche the Kynge commended 
right muche. And incountynent hee callcd a Gentylman of 
hys that colde fynge well, and mayd them fynge togeder, 
the wiche accorded varey well. 

Afterward the faid Sir Edward Stannely and two of hys 
Scrvaunts fange a Ballade or twp, wherof the Kynge gave 
hym good Thaunke. 

After all thyfe Thyngs fullfylled, theKynge tuke Licence 
pf the Qwene, and kyfled hyr, and alfo of all hyr noble 
Company, and Svent to hys Horfe, on whom he did lepei 
wirhout puttynge the Fowt within the Sterrop. And the 
fflid Horfe was a right fayr Courfer, and incontynent the 
King fporred, follow who myght. He was arayd bf a Jakette 
df blak 'Velvett borded of the Selfe, and the Lifts of the 
faid Sordeur wer of ci"amfyn Veluyt, fourred with whytt. 

The Erleof Surrey, acompaynedof manyLordes,Kiiyghts, 
and others," fojowed after, the wiche when the Kinge knew^ 
be torned fchortly, barre heded, and cam toward th' Erle. 
i^nd they rode a lityll togeder in Spekynge, and after th* 
Erle tuke Licence of Jbym, and retorned ageyn. 
. "- - • ^ ' - :- - • * ^ Tfae 
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The vth Day of the Monncth, at the Hour of Soupper, 
the Kyngc cam to the faid Caftell, acompayned of the Byfchop 
of Caftanatz, and of the Lord Roos, with other Lordes, 
KnygHts, and Gentylmen wirhoutt grett Nombre, and at 
£ntrynge grett Reverences of Cuftom. The Qwene, wiche 
knowe hys Commynge, well acompayned, maid haft toward 
hym in varey humble Courtafy. And the one kyfled tho 
other, and after drew them afyd for to commune, and after 
(he playd upon the Ciaricordys, and after of the Lwte, hce 
beinge apon his Kne allwayes barr heded. 

The Tables war then dreft and ferved, and they waifched 
ther Haundes. The Kynge fart in the Chayre, and the 
Qwene aboufFe hym, on hys r}'ght Hauhd. For becaufe 
the Stole of the Qwene was not for hyr Eafe, he gaffe hyr 
the faid Chayre. After, he caufeji the Erie of Surrey and 
the Counteffe to fitt with hjwn. 

After the fayd Soupper was doon, they communed to- 
geder laftyng the Playing of a Bailade of the Mynftrells of 
Mufyke, and ihen the King tuke Licence, in kyffynge hys 
Lady, and of all the Company. Without the faid Place 
was prefented hym by the faid Erle of Surrey the Horfe that 
the Kynge fent hym, welle apoynted of a Trapure, of Da* 
maflce whytt and grene, to the Grownde, with grett Han- 
gynge Boutons ox Sylke, the Harnays of the Bridle, of 
Velvett of the Selfe Colour. After the Syght, hee madc 
bym to be redyn before hym, and then departed to Eden- 
burgh, as the Dayes before. The Kyng was that Day ap- 
poynted of a Gowne of tane Velvett fourred with blak 
Boug5'e, a fyne Cherth bourded with fin Gold aboufT, he 
beinge alwayes mere, and his Beerde fomethynge longe. 

The vith Day of the fayd Monneth that was the Sonday, 
the Qwene was conveyd in fayr Ordre, and Company of her 
Lordcs, Knyghts, Ladyes, Gentylmcn, and Gentyiwomen to 
Mafle, unto the Chappelle of the faid Caftell. Ther fche 
was acompayned of the LiWy of the faid Placc, tn a Gowne 
of Cloth of Gold eged with Letyces, Ermynes, and hyr 
Gentylwomen arayde after the Gyfe of the Countrey. And 
thcr was a Sermon of one of the Obfervance. 

After the Maffe flie was convcyd agcyn into hyr Chammcr 
in the Mancre before faid, wher (he fatt at Dinner, and 
bcneath the Table, at ihe ioweft Place, the faid Lady of 
the faid Place, and the Countefre of Surrey with hyr. An 
other Table was fuil of Ladies, and laftynge the faid Dinncr 
they blew Trompetts, Mynftrells, and Sakeboutts. 

After the' Dinner, incontynent the Mynflreils of tho 
Chammer begoa to play, and then daunced the Qwenc and 
^ • - th€| 
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tfa^ Counteile of Snrrey, the Vicouaceflc Lille» and die 
Daughter of the faid Pl^e. And thys doon, they pafi the 
Tyme at Games, and in cQmmonyng. 

The lam Day at the Houre pf Soypper, cam the Kioge» 
as thc Cuftome precedente; acompayned of tbe Lords of 
the Day precedente» and others, to the Nombre of xl 
Horfysy he beiog mounted upon a MewUe. When he entred 
witbin the Chamtoer of the faid Qwen^ that kjoewe c^ his 
commyng, they kyflcd togeder wiihout fparing Cortafy, and 
to the Ladyes gafle Salutes. And liter» they went afyd in 
commonyng, to the Tyme that all Thyng§ war rady for 
the Spupper. 

Incontynent they wafched their flaunds, and iatt in the 
Manere before, allwayes ferved of the Gentylmen of the 
Qwene. Ther foupped with them the Byfchop of Morrey, 
the Erle and Countefle of Suwey> the Lady of thc laid 
place, and the Lady NeviU. 

After Soupper the Minftrells played, and the Qwene 
4aunced, and afier thcKynge tuke Licence, and went to Edcnr 
bourgh* He had on a demy Gowne of blak Veivett fourred 
with Marteo, and the Remanent of his Arayment all black. 

The vi^th Day of the Monneth in thc Morninge, the 
Kynge fent to the Qwcne new Pailefrays^ all appoynted after 
fhcir Guife. And at the Hour acouflumed, (he deparited 
from the faid Dacquick nobly acompayned, and in fayr Aray 
and Ordre, as before is many Tymes faid : The Qwene was 
placed in her litere, varey rychly enorned, and bad on a 
ryche Gowne of Clqth of Gold, with a PuriiJJl of black 
Vclvet, and a rich CoUer of Perle and Stone. 

The Lords, as weil Spiritualls as Temporalls, Knyghts, 
and Gentylmen, wer varey rychely appoynted, the moflt 
Parte in Gownes of cramfyn Velvett. The Lord Grays 
Hors was hufled, the faid Hufle maid by Cantons of craipfytt 
Velvett. Thofe of others wer of Thred of Gold broched^ 
and othershad Ermynes, abouff all fawen of Orfavery. The 
other yong Gentylmen wer apointed.after the Manere of the 
Ysftiew of Barrwyk. 

After the Quene was con?reyd hyr Pallefrey oH Honnor by 
Syr Thomas Worteley. Alfo hyr Ladyes and Gentylwomei^ 
war fo varey rychely apoynted and monted, that it was % 
fayr Syght. After them cam the Char, and af t^ that other 
Gentylwomen. The Company was in fiiyr Ordre, as at 
other Tymes before. 

A Mylle from Dacquick the Kynge fent to the Qwene, by 
a Gentylman, a grett tame Hart for to have a Corfe ; bot 
l?ecaufe the Kynge wasny, tbe Erie of Surrcy anfwerd, that 
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ihe faid Hert fhould be brought ageya toward the Eynge; 
th^ they itiyght both bc at the faid Courfe, and fo it was 
dooD. 

Half of the Way, the Kyng cam.to mett hyr monted apoflf 
a Bay Horfe, rcnnynge as he wolde renne aftcr the Hayrc^ 
acompayned of many Gentylmeu. The faid Horfc was trapped 
in a dcmy Trappure of Cloth oS Gold. Apon the Neck 
was a Frange of Thred of Gold* The Sadle and thc Har- 
iiays wer of that fam, except the Harnayes of the Hed, that 
tras <rf Sylver, and gylt. Grett Boutons, with Lupps of 
Thred of Gold, as well to thc faid Trappure, as to thc 
fcydk. Hys Stcrrops gylt. 

The Kynge ware a Jakett lyke to the Trappurc. The 
Lyftes of thc faid Bordeur wer of Poyrple Vclfctt fourred 
^th fyac blak Bougy, his Doublet of Violet Sattin, hiir 
Hoflys of 3carlatt, hys Schert boundc aboufFe of fyn Picrrery 
and Perlcs, hys Spburrys gylt and long. Af the Commyng 
tk>wardes the Qwenc he maid hyr varey humble Obeyflannce 
ita lepyng€ downe of hys Horfe, and kyfled hyr in hyr Litcre. 
Tfhis doon, he monted ageyn, and ychon bcing put in Ordre 
ts before, a Gentylman Huflcher bare the Swerde before 
hym. The faid Swerde covered with a SCabard of Pourple 
Velvett, wich was written apon with Perles, God my Def» ^ 

fende. The lykc on the Pommell, and the Croflc, wkh the 
Chap alfo. • 

After hym cam th Archbyfchop of Glafco, thc Bifliop of 
Morrey, and thc Erle Bothwell, acoropayncd of many Gen- 
tylmen, and honncft Perfonnes. The faid Erlc barc the 
Swerde at the Entrcng of the Towne of Edenbourgh, and 
had on a long Gowne of blak Velvett fourred with Martcn. 

The Kynge beynge allwayes ny to the Qwene in devyfing 
with her, thcr cam a Gentylman that bronght hym a Courfcr, 
his Harnays of Cloth of Gold, and of cramfyn Vclvctt in- 
terlafled all about of whytt and red. Apon the Horfe was a' 
Page in a Jakett of blew Damaflce, upon the wiche Horfe 
the Kyng monted, witliout puttynge the Foot wiihin the 
Sterrop, in the Prefencc of them all. After he caufed the 
faid Gentylmaii to monte behinde hym, for to aflay iiF his 
Courfer woldc berr byhynd or not. 

Bot becaufe that he was not dreft, he cam downe of his 
feid Horfe, and monted upon the Pallefroy of the faid Qwene, 
and the faide Qwene behinde hym, and fo rode thorow the 
faid Towne of Edenburgh; 

Ny ihcreby was in Ordre the Lord Hamylton, Cozyn of 
thc fa'ide Kynge, with many othcr Lords, Knyghts, and 
Gentylmcn, to thc Nombrc of two hundrcth Horfys wctt 

apoynted. 
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apoyntcd. Sum in Jaketts of Cloth of Golde, of Velvett} 
and of Damaike, iigured of Gol^e, and of many Colours* 
In lyke wys others ^ct in Jakets of Chamlett, and many of 
thos wore varey good Chaynncs. 

And by hym rode tbe Maftcr of bys Horfe, named Com- 
panes Gafcori, vdrey well appoynted, conveying feyve yong 
Gentybncn of Honor, arayd of Jaketts balf pa^-ted of Cloth 
of Gold figured,' andof blewVclvett, monted upon Courfers, 
and others honneftly appoyntcd. ' 

. Thc Company aboufFe faid wer commaupded by the 
Kynge, that they fchojcild not goe before, bot only in the 
Company of the fayd Qwcne, that it might be fecn that Oa&t 
was well acompayned, and rychly^ 

Halfe a Mylle ny to that, within a I^edewe, was a Pa-f 
villon, wherof cam owt a Knyght on Horft)ak, armed at all 
Peces, hayyng hys Lady Paramour that barre his HQrne. 
And by Avantur, ther cam an other ajfo armcd, that cam to 
jiym, and robbed from hym hys fayd Lady, and at the ab^ 
fenting blew the faid Horne, wherby the faid Knyght undcr- 
fludelnym, and ^ourned after hym^ and faid tohym, wher- 
, for haft thpu this dopn ? He anfwerd hym, what will you 

fay thcho ? — ^I fay, that I will pryve apon thce, that thou 
haft doon Owtrage to me. The tothcr dcmaunded hym if 
he was armed ? He ftid ye, well then, faid th'other, preve 
the a Man, and doo thy Devoir. .- 

In fuch Manere they departcd, and wcnt to take their 
Sperys, and renne without ftryking of the fame. After thtf 
Courfc they retourncd with their Swerdes in their Haunds, 
and maid a varey fayr Torney s And the Callcr caufed the 
Swerd for to faU of the Defender. Notwithftanding, the 
Cailer caufed to gyffe bym ageyn hjs Swerd, and bcgon 
ageyn the faid Torney of more fayrc Manere ; and they did 
well ther Devor, tyll that the Kynge cam hymfelfe, the 
Qwenc behynd hym, cryjng Paix, and caufed them for to be 
departed. Aftcr this the King called them bcfore hym, and 
dcmaunded them the Caufe of iher DifFerence. The Callcr 
{ayd, Syrc, he hath taken from me my Lady Paramour, 
whereof I was infurte of hyr by Faith. The Defcnder an- 
fwered, Syre, I fchall defend me ageynft hym apon thys 
Cas: Then fayd the Kynge to thefayd Defendcr, brynge 
youre Frends, and ye fchall be appoynted a Day for to agre 
you. WherofF they thaunked hym, and fo evcry Men de- 
parted them for to drawe toward the faid Towne. The 
Names of thos war Sir Patryk Hamilton, Brothcr of the faid 
Lord aboufFe faid, and Patryk Synklar, Efquyre ; and thcr 
was com grctt Multitude of People for to fe thys.

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Half a Mylle from thens wa« the faid Hert, the wich tbc 
Kj^ige caufed to be lofcd,and put a Greyhond after hym that 
maid a fayr Courfe ; bot the faid Hert wanne the Towne, 
aod went to hys Repayre. 

Ther war many honeft People of the ToWn, and of the 
Countre aboute, honnedly arayd all on Horfbak, and fo by 
Ordre the King and the Qwene entred within the faid 
.Towne. At the Entrynge ot that fame cam in Proceflyon 
thcj Grey Frcres, with the CrofFe and fum'Relicks, ihe wich 
was prefented by the Warden to the Kynge for to kyjQe,' bot 
he wold not before the Qwene ; and he had hys Hed barrc 
during thc Ceremonies. , 

TheMynftrells, Johannes, and hysCdmpany,and thcTrom- 
petts, war as vvell of the one Syd as of the bther ; bot thos 
of Scotlaund had no new Baneres : And did the Devor at 
the faid Entryng Officers of Armes of Inglaund ; and non at 
Scotlaund. Sergents of Maffes. .&c. ychon, by Ordre. 

A lityll more fourther cam alfo in Proceflyon the Jocobins, 
revefted the mofl Chyft and Principall of ihem, with many 
Relicks ; wherof fome of thos war by the Prior gyfFen to 
kyffe, in lyke wys ; wherof the K. did as before. 

At the Entryng of the faid Towne was maid a Yatt of 
Wood painted, .with Two Towrells, and a Windowe in the 
Midds. In the wich Towrells was, at ,the Windowes, rc* 
vefted Angells fyngyng joyoufly for thc Comynge of fo noble 
a Lady ; and at the fayd middle Windowe was in lyk wys aa 
Angell prefenting the Kees to the faid Qwene. ' v 

Within the Towne ny to the faid Yatt came in ProcefTyon 
the College of the Peryfche of Seint Gilles, rychly revefled, 
with the Arme of that Seint ; the wiche was prefented to 
thc Kynge for to kyfle ; wherof he did as before, and begaa 
to fynge Te Deum Laudamus» 

In the Mydds of the Towhc was a CrofTe, new paintcd, 
^d ny to that fame a Fontayne, caftynge forth bf Wyn, and 
ychon drank that wold. 

Ny to that Crofle was a Scarfawft maid, wher was reprc- 
foated Paris and thc Thre Deeffys, with Mercure, that gaffe 
hym th Apyll of Gold, for to gyfie to thc moft fayre ot the 
Thre, wiche he gave to Venus. 

In the Scarfawft was rcprefentcd alfo thc Salutacion of 
GabricU to thc Virgyne, in fayinge Jve gratia, and {km 
after, the SoUempnizacion of the varcy Maryagc betwix thc 
faid Vierge and Jofeph. 

Morc fourther was of new maid One other Yatt, apoa 

the wichc was in Si^es the iiij Vertuz. Theys is to weyt^ 

Jufiice, holdynge in hyr right Haundc a Swcrde all naked, 

ToM. III. o and 
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and in the t'other .a Pmr of Ballaunces, and (he had utfcler 
hyr Fect the Kyng Nero : Force^ armed, holdyng in hyr Haund 
a Shafte, and undcr hyr Feetc was Holoferncs, all armed 2 
Temperance^ holdyng in hyr Haund a Bkt of an Horfe, and 
under hyr Feetc was Epicurus : Prudence, holdynge in hyr 
Haut^de a Syerge, and under hyr Sardpnapalus. With thai 
war Tabretts that playd mernly, whill the noble Company 
paft thorpugh. Under was a Licorne and a Cfreyhound, 
that held a DifFerence of one Chardon floryfched» a^d a Red 
Jlofe entrclafled. 

Then the noble Company paflcd out of the faid Townc^ 
to thc Church of thc Holy Crofle ; out of wich cam thc 
Archbifchop of Saunt Andrew, Brother to the faid Kynge, 
Jiis Crofle bornc bcforc hym, acompanyed of thc Reverend 
Fathers in God thp Byfchop qf Abcrdcen Lord Privy Seal of 
Scotland, thc Byfchops ot Orkney, Cathnefs, Rofs, Dun- 
blane, and Dunkeld, and many Abbotts, all in their Ponti- 
ficalls, with the Religipus and Chanoynes richly rcvefted, 
preccded by theyr Crpfle. Thf: faid Arcbi-Byfchop thea 
jgave the King a R^Iik for to Jcyfle, bot he dyd as hee bad 
doon Jbeforc. 

Ancr thys doon , ychon lcpt oflp hys Horfe, ;^nd in %r 
Ordre wcnt after the Proccflyon to the Church, and in the 
fiatryng of that fam thc Kyng tpd thc Qweoe light downe, 
and after he takc the faid Qwcne by th? Body, doynge hum* 
ble Rcvcrcnce, and led hyr to the grett Awter, wher was a 
Place ordonned for them to kneic apon two Cufchyons of 
Cloth of Gold, the Lord Chamm^rlayix of the faid Qwcdc 
pxccrfyng hys Offitc as bcfore. 

Bot the Kynge wold ncvcr knell downe furft, bot both 
togcder : And by tbe faid Archbyfcbop was giflcn hym tq 
kyfle a ricb Crofle, wherofF hc did as beforc, without Of- 
frynge \ aQd at the Entring pf thc faid Qucrc, the ChappcUe 
pf thc faid Kinge, and others, bcgon 7^ Deum^ &c. « 

After all Reverences dgon at the Church, in Ordre as bc* 
-fbrc^ thc 'King tranfportcd himfclf to the Pailais, thorongh 
|hp ploftre^ holdyngc allw^yes the Qwene by the Body, and 
hys Hpd barrc, tyll be had brought hyr within her Cham? 
pf^cr. 

In the faid Church war thc (^dcs the Erle of HoDtely, 
tbc Erlc of Errol ConftabJjs 6f Scptland, the Erle Marifcall 
ipf Scotland, the Erlc of Argyle Steward of the Hows, the 
. ^rle of Lennos Chammerlaync in the Abfence of the Conte cf 
pathnefs, the Erie of Minfter, apd the Erlc Morton, acom? 
|»yfle(i of mapy Lordes, Knyghts, 90$ Gcntylmcn, wdi 

. aray<i. 
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arayd. Thc wich maid Reverence to the Qwene, and fliei 
to them. 

The Kynge went from thcns to the grett Chammcr, wher 
was maoy Ladies of grctt Name, WyfFes to divers of th^ 
fayd Lordes, and others, acompayned of many Gcntylmen 
and Gentylwomen, arayd varey nobly after ther Gyfe. At 
the Entryngc the faid Chambre, the Kyng let go the Qwene 
till fhe had kyfTed all the fayd Ladies and ther Company ; 
and the Byfchop of Morrey went with her, fewinge her th^ 
Names of thcm. After (he had kyfTed them all, the Kyng 
kyfTed her for hyr Labor : And fo tukc hyr ageyn, with 
low Cortefay and barr Hed, and brought hyr to hyr Second 
Chammer, and kyfled her ageyn ; taking his Leve rlght 
humble hc drew toward hys Lodgynge for thcm appoynted. 

Thc Townc of JEdcnbourgh was in many Places haunged 
with Tappifl^ry, the Howfesand Wyndowcs war fuUof 
Lordes, Ladyes, Gentylwomen, and Gentylmcn, and in the ' 
Streytts war foe grett Multitudc of People without Nombre^ 
Uiat it was a fayr Thynge to fe. The wich People wat 
varey glad of the Commyngc of the fayd Qwene : And ia 
tbe Churches of the fayd Towne Bells range tbr Myrthe. 

The fam Day the Kynge fouped in hys Chammer, acom- 
payned of maoy of the Parte of the faid Qwenc within hyf 
awn. And after that, thc Kyngc went to fee hyr, anl 
daunced fome bafTe Daunces. Thys doon, the Kynge toke 
hys Leve, and bad her goodc Nyght joyoufly, and tfcer the 
fame to ychon alfo. 

Thc vmth Day of thc faid Monneth every Man apoyntcd 
hymfelfc rychly, for the Honor of the noble Maryage. Be- 
twyx VIII and ix oth Clpck cverychon was rady, noWy 
apperyld ; and the Ladyes abouflEe faid came rychly arayd, 
fum in Gownys of Cloth of Gold, the others of Cremfya 
Vdvet and Blak. Others of Satyn and of Tynfell, of Da-^ 
mafke, and of Chamlet of many Colours, Hoods^ Chaynnes 
and CoIIers apon thcr Neks, acompayncd of ther Gentylwd- 
mcn arayd honncfUy^aficr ther Gyfe, for to hold Company 
to the fayd Qwenc. 

After cam the Byfchop of Morrey, to fetche my Lordes 
th Archbyfchop of York and the Byfchop of Durham ; the 
wichc war varey honneflly arayd in ther Eflat ; as alfo the 
Erlc of Surrey, who was rychely arayde in a longe Gowne 
of Clothe of Gold, with his ryche Coller of the Gartere, 
acompayncd of many Lordes, as thc Lords Gray, Latcmer, 
I^acres, and Scrop, honourably arayd ; with many noble 
Knyghts, as Syr Richard PouUe, Knyght of thc Gartcr, 

o a rychly 
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rychly arayd in his CoUer, Syr Davy Owcn, waring a varcy 
riche Clianne, Syr William Conyars, arayd in a Gowne of 
Clothe of Gold, Syr Thomas Darcy in another, with riches 
Chaynnes, Syr John Hufe, and many other Klnyghts and 
Gcntylmen rychly aud honueftly arayd and in lyk wys waring 
goods Chiiinnes. 

In that Mannere thc faid Lords war brought by the faid 
Byfchop of Morrey to the Kyngc, the wiche was within his 
grett Chammer, apon hys Fcet ; and at the Commyng of 
thc faid Lordes mald Reverence to every Man, hys Bonnet 
allway in hys Haunde. TheKynge then caufed them to fitt 
apoo a Form before hym, agenft hymfelfe, and defyred them 
to couver ther Heds. The faid Archbyfchop was placed 
at the Right Haund, and ihc Erle of Surrey at the Leftc 
Haund. Thc Kynge fat in a Chayre of Cramfyn Velvett, 
the Pannells of that fam gylte, undei' hys Cloth of Aftat, of 
Blew Velvct fygur.-d of Gold. 

Hc was acompayned on his Right Haund by the Right 
Reverend Father in God the Archbishop of Saunt Andrew, 
hys Brother, and by all the Prelats, as on the Day prccedent, 
, *as hkewife by the Prior of Saunt John, and many notables 
Perfonnes, as wel Ecclefiaftiks as Seculers, ali fetting. Onthc 
Lefte Syde war" the Lordes and Erles before named, with 
others grett Lordes, noble Knyghts, and Gcntylmcn, of thc 
Two Partes. So that it was a noblc Thynge to fe the 
the fayd Chammer fo nobly fourny(hed. Ther war alfo the 
Officers of Armes of Inglaund in their Cotts, and non of 
Scorlaund for that fara Hour. 

After Scylence maid, and everychon fat in Ordrc, thc 
Do6tor Raulins, Doftor in Divynite, began the Prepoficyon, 
^vho well and wifely, and with good Maner, demeanyd hhn 
In hys Uttcraunce of ihe famc, and at every Worde requy: 
fitt made honorable Reverence Thys doon> the Kyng 
comaunded Maifter Doftor Morcched, hys Secretary, to 
gyife ftiort Anfwar. The wichc Thynge he did varey rc- 
verently, in bryefF Cbnclufycn. 

After thos Prepoficyons doon, every Man dyd Reverencc 
to thcKyng, as did the faid Kyng lyke wys to them in his 
drawynge into hys awn Chammer. And then the faid Arch- 
byfchop hys Brother, and the Byfchop of Abberdecn con- 
vcyed the beforcfaid Lords and Company ageyn to tjjc 
Lodgynge of the Qwene. 

A lytyll after, the Qwene was by the faid Lords and Com* 
pany brougiit from her Chammer lo the Church, crdnned 
with a varey ryche Cronne of Gold garniftied with Picrrery 
and Perle«. Sche was led on tlie Right Haad by th Arch- 
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byfchop of York, and on the Left Hand by thc Erlc of 
Surrey. Hyr Trayne was born by the ContefTe of Surrcy, 
a Gentylman Hufcher helpyng hyr. The faid Qwene was 
nobly acompeyned with her Ladyes rychly arayd ; that is to 
wey tt, the faid ContefFe of Surrey ^irayd in a rych Robbe, of 
Cloth of Gold ; the Two Ladyes Nevill, ihe Lady Lille, the 
Lady Stanneley, and the Lady Guilleford, in riche Ap- 
parell ; and all the others followynge had ryche Collers and 
Channes apon ther neks ; and good Juells. It was ordonned 
by the faid Erle of Surrey, That Two of tbc .grettefl: La- 
dyes of Ingland gcinge togeders (hold take with thaim Two 
of the gretteft Ladyes of Scotland, and fo all Foure to go 
togeder on a Row : And fo fewingly alwais T wo of the 
beft Ladyes and Gentylwomen of Ingland and Two of Scot- 
land to goe togedcr as before^ wher they had rome (b to do : 
And thus they dede dayly. 

Thus the faydcQwene was conveyde to the fayde Chucche, 
and placed neere to the Font ; Maiftreflc Denton, hyr Maif- 
trefle, being allwayes ny hyr ; aod all hyr noble ODmpany 
ftanding in Ordrc on the Left Syd of the Churche. Incoa^ 
tynent cam the Right Reverend Father in God my Lord 
th Archbyfchop of Glafco, acompayned with the Frelats, all 
in Pontificalls, and other notables Folks of the Churche* 

Then ihe Kynge was brought by a varey fayre Compaay, 
confifting of hys faid Brother and of the Lordes abouffi; faid, 
hys Steward, Chanmierlayn, the Conftable, and the Marif- 
chall, with all their StafTs of their Oflices, and other NobleSt 
Knyghts, Squyers, and Gentylmcn, richdy and honneftly 
arayd and with good Chaynnes. The Lord of Hamylton 
barre his Swerde before hym. His Officcrs of Armes war 
in thcir Cotts, and all his Nobles ftodc in Ordre on the 
Right Syd of the Church. 

Then the Kyng commyn neerc to theQwene, maid Re- 
verence, and flie to hym varey humbly. The Kyng was ia 
a Gowne of Whit Damaflce, figured with Gold and lynncd 
witb Sarfenet. He had on a Jakeite with SlyfFs of Cramfyn 
Satyn, thc Lifts of Blak Velvett, under that fam a Dowblct 
of Cloth of Gold, and a Payre of Scarlatte Hofys. Hys 
Shurt broded with Thred of Gold, hys Bonnct Blak, with 
a rychc Balay, and hys Swerd about hym. ' 

The Qwene was arayd in a rich Robbe, lykc Hymfelfe, 
borded of Cramfyn Velvct, and lyned of the felf, Sche had 
a varey riche Coller of Gold, of Pyerrery and Perics, round 
her Neck, and the Cronne apon hyr Hed: Her Hayre haag- 
yng. Betwyx the faid Cronne and the Hayres was a vare/ 
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richc Coyfe hangyng downc behpdc thc whole Length of 
the Body. 

Thcn th« noblc Maryage was pcrformed by the faid Arch 
Byfchop of Glafco ; and th' Arch Byfchop of York, in Pre- 
fence of all, red the Bulfes of our HoHy Father the Pope of 
Rom, confentynge thereto. 

Thys doon, the TVompetts blcw for Joy ; and the King, 
being bareheded and holdyng her by thc Ryght Haund, was 
conveyd through the faid Company to the Hygh Awter* 
Before the wich was dreft a Place for them Two to kneli apoa 
ryches Cufchyns of Cioth of- Gold. But this the Kyng wold 
neverdoe, previoufly paying her thc moft grett Humilitie 
and Revercftcc, as poiCblc might be. After ther Orayfons 
doon, and laftyng the Letany, wich was fooge and faid 
by the Arch Byfchop, the Kynge withdrew himfeif to his 
Travers, of Bjew and Red fraunged, wich ftod on the Left 
Syde, and ther fetted himfelf in a ryche Chayre. In fuch 
wys, the Qwene into her awne Travers of Black, wich was 
on the Right Side, and fatt downe in a ryche Chayre alfo. 
The Letany ended, the fayd Arch Byfdiop beganne the Mafle ; 
and fo they retourned mto thc Place wher tney war before, 
^ abydynge there 4uring the Tyme of ihe MafTe. 

At the Gofpell they maid their OfFryng, and before the 
Saunt Canon fhe was anoynted* After wich the Kynge gaife 
hyr theSeptre in hyr Haund. Then was fongen Te Deurri 
Laudamus, irc. and two Prelatts lielde the Cioth apon them 
duryng ihe Remanent of the Mafle. That add all the Cere- 
ilionyes accomplyfched, thcr was brouglit by the Lordes, Bred 
and Wyn in ryche Potts and ryche Cupps. 

After the Collacyon, yciiop was putt in Ordre according 
to his Birth. And the Kynge lydyng the Qwcne, as beforc, 
conveyd hyr to hyr Chammer, and then departed fro" her, 
and went to hys Awne,^ whcre he belded Aftat Royal for that 
Day. 

At Dynner the Qwenc was ferved before the Kyng, with 
all th* Onner that myght be doon, the Officers of Armes^ 
and the Scrgants at Armesi procceding befpre the Meys, 
On that Day Syr John Viilars was Sewar, Syr Davye Owea 
Kcrver, and Syr Edward Stanneley Cupbarrer ; and with hyr 
dynned the faid Archbyfchop of Glafco. The Chammer ia 
wich ftic dined Was rychly dreft, and the Cloth bf Aftat wher 
flie fatt, was of Clothe of Goide varey riche. - 

At the furft Courfe, fciie was ferved of a wyld Borres Hed 
gylt, within a fayr Platter, then with a fayr Pece of Brane, 
and in the thyrd Place with a Gambon, wich wer foUowed 
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hj divers otber Dyfliys, to the Nombre of xii, of maoy 
jSorteSy in fayre and ryche VefTelle. 

After this thc Kyng was fcrved in Vcfleilc gylt as thc 
Qwene. Hys Pannetcrs wer my Lord the Son of the Erle 
of Bothwells Brother, and my Lord Grayes Son ; and his 
Cupberrer was. tlie Lord of Hamylton. Th Archbyfchops 
of Saunt Andrew and of York, the Byfchop of Dorham, 
and the Erle of Surrey dyned with hym. The Chammct 
was haunged of red aiul of biew, and in it was a Cyil of a 
■* State of Cloth of Gold ; bot the King was not under for 
that fam Day. Thcr wer alfo in the fam Chammer a riche 
Bed of Adat, and a riche Drcflbr after the Guyfe of tl^ 
Countre, and the Lord Grays the Pathcr ferved the King 
with Water for to wafli, and the Erle of Hantelcy berred 
the Towaylle. 

At the fecond Service, the Qwene was fervcd very honor- 
ably of XL or l Mcys. The Kyng was Kkcwys fcrved of 
many Vyaunds ; after wich the Officers of Armcs prefcntcd 
thcmfelves for to crye Largessb. ' Whereupon thc Kinge 

comaunded Marchemont, Pryncipall Heraiild Goo ye, 

Cry toward the Qwcne fyrft, that is to weytt, Largesse^ 
To the high andrmghty Princejfe Margarete^ hy the Grace qT 
Cody ^wene of Scotlaund, and fyrft Daughter engendred (f 
the varey hygh and varey mighty Prince Henry the vijth, by 
that fam felfe Grace, Kynge of Inglaund. In thc Large(fe 
pf the Gyft of thc Kynge thcr wcr XL Crounes of lyght 
Gold. And becaufe there was noe more then three Cott« 
pf Armes of Inglaund, the Kyng wold not fufler more tbenne 
thre of his awne. 

The fam was crycd thre Tymes in tbc Kings Chammer, 
inthegrett Chammcr, that is ny, and in the Halle of the 
Kyng and of the Qwcne ; but hc wonld not have his Largcfle 
cryed, ne iniitulcd, faying, that it fouflyfed to cry hers. 

In the grett Chammer, thcr fatt tbe Ladycs of the iayd 
Qwene, tcgeder the other Ladyes of the Countrey. At 
thc ncxt Bord fatt my Lord the Qwcncs Chammerlayn, 
acompayned of many Noblcs and Knyghts. In the thyrd 
fett other Ladycs and Gentylwomen. And the iiijth was 
filled with Gcntylmcn, varey wcil fcrved. The Hangynge 
rf this Chamer reprefented thc Yftory of Troy Towbc, and 
iQ the Glaflys Wyndowes wer the Armes of Scotland and of 
Inglaund bypertcd, with the Differenccs before fayd, to 
^hich, a Chardon^ and a Rofle interlaflM thorough a 
Crowne was addcd. 

The Kings grett Chammer had one Table, wher was fatt 
|jys Ghammerlayn, tbc grett Sqyer, and many others, well 
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(erved, thc widi Chammer was baunged abouc with ehe 
Story of Hcrcules, togedcr with other Yflorys. 

Itt thc Kings Hall war thre Rowes of Tables, and-one 
abouff in thc Front, whcr was latt thc Prelatts, and coo- 
(cqwamly thc greti Lordes, Noblcs, Knyghts, Squyers, Gen- 
tylmcn, and other honorable Pcrfonnes, at double Dynner. 
This fam- Chammcr was haungcd of th Yftory of the old 
Troy. Six grctt Syerges of Wax wcr haunged in the fame 
Hallc for to lyght at Evcn, and there was a riche Dreflbr, 
and wellc fenrcd. 

In thc Hall whcr thc Qwene*s Company wer fatt in lykc 
as in thc other« and wich was haunged of the Hiftory of 
Herculcs, wcr old Sycrgcs, for to lyght at Evcn, a rychc 
l^rcflbr, good Chcre, and good Wyn. 

Tbc Trompctts as wcU of thc Kynge as of the Qwene, 
theyr Mynftrdls of many Sortes, and Jbhanncs and his Com- 
pany dyd their Devoir for tbat Day, as well in the Mornynge, 
as at the Dynnar, aod after at the Souppcr, and alfo on the 
Dayes followyng. 

Aftcr Dynnar the Mynftrclls playcd, and the Kynge and 
chc Qwene, thc Ladycs, Knyghts, GentyUncn, and GeniyJ- 
women daunced; alfo fomegood bodys maid Games of 
Paflc Paflc, and dyd varey welh 

At the Hour of Evcn Songc, the Kynge acompayned of 
hys NoWefle, and thofe of the Qwene, bnt without hyr, 
war coaveyd to the Churche, wher the Abbot of the Place 
did thc Servicc When they retoornCd agayn, they wer 
lcrvcd as at the Dinner, bott the Qwene the furft, and the 
Perfonnages aboufFc fayd ^eyn held therPIftccs. ThcKing, 
bcforc that he fatt down, fent hys Gownc of Marriage to thc 
Officcrs of Armes of Englaundc, and put on another df 
blak Velvct, long aad fourred of Martens, the wich Robbc 
Somcrfet Herauld acompayned of his Companions, bore tbe 
oext Day in Court, and for the wich thcy thankcd the Kynge. 

Aftcr thc Soupper, the Nyght approdied, thcrefor ychon 
withdrcw hym to his Lodgyng for to take hys Reft, and dic 
Kinge had the Qwcne ^^^artc, and they wcnt togeder. God 
by bis Grace will hold thcm m long Profpcritye. At Eves 
grctt Numbrc of Fycrs wcr maid chorough the Towne of 
Edenbowrgb* 

The ixth Day of thc Monncth cvcrie Lord, Knyght, 
Ladyc, and Gentylwoman cam to thc Pallais. Toward X*" 
of the Clok, thc Kyng went his Way to Mafle in the grett 
Church, acompayned of his Lordes and Noblcs as the D^y 
befbre ; and was aiayd of a richc Robbe of Cloth crf Gold 
fbttrred of fyne blak Bougye, his Doublett of cramfyn Satyn, 
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blak Hofys couved aboufF, of Cloth of Gold, a blak Bonnet, 
a Saunt George of Gold, apon the Dragon a Ruby, a cram- 
fyn Hat, a Payrc of gold Beads haungyng to his Gyrdle, to 
the Nombre of xiij more or JelTe, and a Dagar before hym. 
The Lord of Honteley bar the Swerde before him, an 
Husftier of his Chammer bore his Train, hys Maifter d'HoIlell, 
his Chamberlayn, his Conftabie, the Marftiall, and the Of- 
ficers of Armcs and th« Trumpets went before him after thc 
Cufliome of the Countre. 

The Mafle being doon by hys Chappelle, and one of the" 
Religyous, he rctourned ageyn. Dur)Hig thc Mafle the Erle 
of Surrey and his Company cam to convcy him, for the 
wich Kindnefle he at the Retornyngc tuke him by the Armes, 
tyll hc cam into his Chamber. 

Hys Dinnar was brought and ferved in Silver Veflfels by 
the Officers and Pcrfonnaiges in fuche Mancre as the Day 
before. After Dynnar a young Man, an Italycn, played 
before the King on a Corde varey well. Ny to him at the 
Windows wer my Lord of York, the Erle of Surrey, the 
Archbyfchop of Saunt Andrcw, the^Byfchop of Durham, 
and many other Lords. Thc Ladyes, acompayned of Lordcs 
and Knyghts, wcr at tbe Windows toward the Qwenes 
Quarters. And aftcr the Game was dooB, they begon to 
daunce. Touchynge the Qwenc I fay nothinge, for that fam 
Day I faw her not, bot I undenlond that fchc was in good 
Helth and Mere. 

As for the Souppcr, notwithftanding it was Faftyng Day, 
Baunketts of many Metts war not forgotteu ; afier wich 
every Man drew to his Lodgynge. That Evcn the Qwene 
delivered hyr ^Robbe of Maryage to the Officcrs of Scot- 
Liund, the wiche the ncxt Day foilowyng Marchmont He- 
rawld barrcd in Cowrt in Efcharpe, he and hys Companyons 
thaunking the King and Qwene therfor. But on the Morow 
flie gafFe them the Somme of xl Nobles for Largeflre, and 
they brought ageyn the faid Robbe into thc Warderobe of 
the fayd Qwene, as flie dcfyrcd in hyr Recompenfing. 

The xth Day of the feyd Moncth, bcing Saunt Lawrcns 
Day, the Qwcne was led to the Hyghe Churche, acom- 
payned of hyr noble Trayn, and of the Ladyes of the 
Countre honncftly appoynted. The faid Qwene was varey 
well delibercd, and arayd of a riche Robbe of Cloth of 
Gold, with a ryche CoUer, and was put within hyr Courtayne, 
of red, blew, and grene. Before hyr was prepared an Awter 
rychely enorned with vary ryches Ymaigcs. 

After hyr cam the Kynge, varcy honneftly acompayned of 
hys Lords, varcy noblc arraycd as in the Dayes before. The 
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Officers of Armcs, the Sergents at Maces, and the Trompetts 
wer in fayr OrJre, the Lord Hontcley berrynge the Swcrde. 
The Kynge was arayd of a Gowne of cramfyn fygured 
Velvett fourred of Yenetts, a Dowblett of blak Satyn, Hofys 
of Scarlatte, the Bonnett of the Day before, and hys Beerde 
kyted of Shers. Whan he was arrived within hys Cortyne, 
he maid humble Reverence to the Qwene, and fo fche did 
in lyke wys to hym. Incontynent the MafTe begon to bc 
fynge by one of the Religyous of the Place, and by the 
Syngers, At the OfFring ihe King and Qwene both ofFred 
togeJer. 

. Thc MafTe doon, thc Kynge, for the LufFe of thc prefent 
Qwcne and hyr Ladyes, did makc xli Knyghts. Aftcr thc 
Othe fwornc and taken, the Erle Bothweil chaufTcd them 
the gylt Spourreys, and the Kyngc* gafFe thcm the Stroke 
of his Swerde, wich was born before hym. This doon, he 

fayed to the Qwene, and Lady Thefe are your Knyghts, 

and taking hyr by the Haund, led hyr to the Doore of hyr 
Chammer, whcn they war well and honneflly fcrved, as 
was alfo all thc Felifchyp wlth PJenty of Ypocras. 

After thc Dynnar begon, Joufls war apoynted in the 
baffe Courte before the Wyndowes. The Place was without 
Barreres, and only the Tyilt. The Challengers war my 
Lord of Kylmars, and my Lord Treithoun. Ther Aids 
wer Syr Alexandre Seytoun, the Maiflcr of Mewgumcry, 
Syr Patryk Hamylion, and Syr John of Trcytom, to all the 
pomers duryng the Joufls. 

The DefFenders for that Day wer my Lord of Haroihon, 
Cofin of the Kynge, drefFed in rcd Satyn, my Lord Roos, 
, Syrc Davy Hume, William of Cokbwrn of X-angtown, Pa- 
tryck Synkhirs, in Jackets borded of blak Velvett, and Henry 
Brws. Ychon of them tukc a Corfc of a Spere, and a Swerde 
"^ith the Poyntc broken, fum brak Speres, thc othcrs not. 
At the Wyndowes was the Kynge acompayned of th Archc- 
byfchops of Saunt Andrew and York, and of thc Byfhop of 
Durham, and of other Prelatts, the faid Wyndows being 
well apoynted. The Qwcne was,at the Windowes of hyr 
grett Chammer, acompayned of hyr Ladyes, and of thc 
others of the Reyme, with my Lord hyr chyf Chamberlaine. 
^hc faid Wyndowes wer arayd in like wife, and more 
rychly. Ageynfl them was a Scarfawld, wheron was my 
Lord of Surrcy, and the Erle Bothweil ohly ; my Lord 
Morley the Conflablc, the Officers of Armes, and maoy 
oiher Officers and Trompetts flood by thc Fqild. 

After the Courfes and Tornay, the Kyng and thc Qwcne 
\^rent to Soupper, the \viche war varey wcU ferved^ accord- 
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ing to the Cuftome of thc Dayes before, and after that they. 
daunced, and then every Men went to hys Lodgyng. 

The fam Day myLord Archbyfliop of Yorke, the Byfchop 
of Durham, and many others tuked Licencc of thc Kinge 
and of the Qwene, and departed thc next Morning. 

The xith Day of the fayd Monneth the King, as accuf* 
tomed, went to the Church accompanyed by his noble 
Company, ~in Manere as before, ' and was vefted in a long 
Gowne of blak Velvett fourrcd of Mcrtes, a Rebras Doublett 
of blak Satin, and blak Hofys. After the MefFe doon, he 
was layd ageyne to hys Chammer, wher he was ferved as 
bcfore. The Lord of Hamilton bar the Swerd. 

The Qwene was not that Day at the Maffc, bot kept hyr 
Chammcr. After Dinnar they daunced togedcr, and paft 
the Tym merveiHoufly m Mirthe and Gladneffe. The fam 
Day war fum Joufts, as the Day before, pcrformed by fix . 
Perfons, the wiche brake many Speares, at theyr Plaifun 
Alfo two other Perfons fewght, the onc agenft the tothcr 
on Fowt,. armed with halfe Spers, and Swerds. 

The Kyngje was at the Wyndowcs, and with hym the 
Erle of Surrcy, and many others, Prelatts and Lordes. AIl 
doon, the Kynge wcnt to hys Soupper, and with hym the 
faid Erle of Surrcy, and many others. The Qwcne was in 
lyk wys at the Wyndowcs of hyr Lodgyng, acompayncd of 
thc Ladyes of the Countrc, and others of hyr Company. 

After Soupper, the Kynge and the Qwcne being togedci^ 
in hyr grett Chamber, John Inglifti and hys Companyons 
playd, and then ichon went his Way. 

That Day Syre Richard PouUc, Syr Davy Owen, John Hufe, 
Syre Edward Stannelcy, and many othcrs, tuke theyr Congc 
of the King, and of the Qwcnc, and went theyr Way. 

The xnth Day of thc faid Monncth, at thc Hour cuf- 
tomed, the Ladies of thc Countrey cam toward the Qwcne^ 
as the Dayes beforc, and the Kyngc wcnt to thc Church 
nobly acompayned, after the Manere of the preqedcnt Daycs, 
and was arayd in a long Gowne of fandyfch Velvett fourred 
of Mcrtcs. The Maffe doon, hc was brought ageyn to hys 
Chammcr, and fcrved of hys Dinnar, after the Cuftomc 
bcfore faid. 

After Dynnar Joufts wer agcyn maid by Forc of them 
who joufted before, and they brak fuiri Speyres in the Pre- 
fencc of thc Kyng and thc Qwcne, who war at the Wyn- 
dowes 5 and thys doon, they wcnt to thcir Soupcr. 

The xiiith Day of the faid Monneth, being Sonday, the 
Qwenc was lcd to the Churche acompayncd by thc Prelats, 
the Erlc of Surrey, the Lord Chamberlayne, ai\d thc Ladyes

rychely arayd. She was arayed ia a Gowne of Porple fy- 
gured Velvctt, broihed of Thred o£ Gold fofirred with 
Ermynes, a grett Rebras beneath, and had ort a ryche CoUer 
of Pyerrery, and a ryche Gyrdle. The Lady Surrey bar 
her Trayn, aflifted by Syre John Hume. 

After hyr cam the Kynge, in the Manere of thc Dayes 
before faid, arayd in a Gowne of Cloth of Gold, rychly 
fourred of Mertes, a Doublett of cramfyn Satyn fawted, 
and within doubled of Cloth of Gold. To hys Bonnctt 
hung a ryche Bagge, and hys Churte was borderd of fyne 
Pierrery and Pearles. When he arryved at Ijis Cortyne, he 
maid an humble Cortaify to theQwene, as flie alfo did lo 
hym. 

At the OfFrynge wer afTembled three noble Lords to be 
mald Erles in the Qwenes Prefence, and whcn the Maffe was 
done, they wer prefented to the King by Marchmont, 
Herawld. Fyrft, they promyfed to hold ther Othes, and 
then the Kinge gyrdled them with the Swerd aboufFc their 
Schoulder, and gafFe them their Lordfchips to them and to 
their Heires. 

Then JMcrchemont, Herauld, tc^eder with his Compa- 
nions, cryed Largefle in the felf Place, and fyrft Largesse. 

Jamys Darene^ Lord of Hamylton^ Baron^ Baneretty and 
Lord of Par/ement. 

2dly. Largesse. William Conte de Montros^ Lord of 
Granne^ Baron, Banerettj and Lord of Parlement,

Then the 
iuid Hcrauds came iu like Manner unto the Earle of ArondedU 
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sfnd unto the Earfe of Northumberland, and conveyed them 
nnto a Knight whieh ftbode before the Herfe, holdinge thc 
Kyngs Cotearmoure. Of whom the faH fierauda reccived 
the faid Cotearmour, and delivered it to the iaid Twoe 
Earles ; which folempnly bearinge the faid Cotearmour be- 
twcne them offercd it up unto the faid Archeb. .with great 
Reverence; ihe which he received and dclivered uiito a 
Bis(hop, which delivered it over unto an Heraude ftandinge 
even by them on the South Side of the Church ; which 
done the faid flerauds conveyed ihe Twoe Earles againe un- 
to theire Places. Then the faid Herauds came in likewife 
unto the Earle of Shrewsftjerie and unto the Earle of Suney, 
and conveyed them unt6 a Knightwhich ftoodc before the faid 
Herfe, holdinge the Kyngs Sheild crowned ; of whome the 
feid Herauds received thc faid Shielde, and delivered it u|jto 
the faid Earles ; which folempnly bearinge it betwene them, 
oflered it in lyke Manner unto the Archebisftiop ; the which 
he receivcd and deJivercd it to a Bjsfhop, by whome it was 
delivered unto an Heraudc, tbere ftandinge on the South 
Syde beneath the oiher' Heraiids which helde the Cote- 
armour : And then the faid Herauds conveyed the faid Earles 
againe urito their Placcs. After this they went unto the 
Earle of Eflex and to the Earle of Kent, and conveyed them 
unto a Knight holdinge a goodlie riche Sworde before the 
Herfe, which the faid Hefauds received of the faid Knyght 
and delivered unto the faid Earles : And foe they holdinge 
the faid Sworde betwene them, offered it up unto the Arche- 
bisfhop in like Manner ; which was alfo delivered unto an 
othcr Hcraudc ftandingc in Order beneathc the other Twoc 
Herauds which helde the Cotearmour and the Shielde. Which 
done the faid Herauds convcy^d the faid Twoe Earles into theire 
owne Piaces. And then thc faid T^woc Herauds came unto 
the Earle of Derbie and unto the Earle of Arran, oiherwife 
called the Scottiihe Lorde, which «n likc Manner conveyed 
thera unt6 a Knight holdingc the.Kings Helmett crowned, 
to whome was made like Ddiveri^ ; which they offei ed in 
liice Manncr, and was dciivercd to another Heraude, and 
they conveyed unto theire owne Places againe. After this there 
cftme ryding thc Second Son of th Earle of Surrey, called Sir 
Edward Howarde, armed in complete Harfies (his Helmet 
cxcept) upon a goodlie Courfer, trappcd in Black Velvet, 
with thc Armes of England cmbrothered upon thc fame, 
which rodc nnto thc Railes of thc faid Herfc, where he 
did aiigbt ; whome thc faid Herauds incontinent received ; 
whofe Horfe was ymediatly delivcred unto a Servant of the 
Abbotts of Wcftminfter, And the faid Knight goiug bc- 
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twcne thc Earle of Eflfex wid the £arle of Kcat was prcfeotcd 

unto the Archebisfhop : Wbich done, thc faid Knightwas 

convcyed by Twoe Monkes of the feid Abbey into the Re» 

veftrie, where he was Tanarfljed, and thc faid Two Earle^ 

again conveyed into thcire ownc Placcs. And ofter the faid 

Knight came in ia Black Gpwnc, and ofFercd amonge thc 

othcr Knights. This done the faid Two Herauds camc

^onveyed 'them into thc Reveftrie, where thcy did recdv^ 

ccrtcn Palles, whi^h everie pf them did brii^e folcmpnly 

bctwene tbeirc Hands, and conuninge in Ordcr one beforc 

^pther, as th^y wcr^ iq Degree, nfito the bid Herie, they 

kiffed thetre faid f^alles, and delivored them unto the (aid

Then all the NobiKty, as Dukes, Marquifes, Earles, and 
Barons put on their Robes of Eftate, and came unto the Kings 
Majefl:y*s outward Chamber, and tooke Order for the Pro- 
cecding into the-Hall. The Ambafladors, accompanied with 
divers Noblemen, going before his Highncfs, as here en- 
fueth.

Thus the J^ings Majefty betwecn Tcn and Elevcn o'Clock 
was condufted to his Throne to King Edward*s Chair, as 
aforefaid, wherein after his Grace had repofed a little Time, 
he was removed by his laid Lords into anothcr Chair, gar- 
niflied withCloath of Tifliew, wberein he fitting, ihe Fourc 
Gcntlemen Ufliers carried his Grace unto the Four Parts of , 
the Mount, that he might be feen of the People.

Will you ferve at this Time, and glve your 
good Wills and Afl£nt to ihe fame Confecration, Enunftion, 
and Coronation ? , Whereunto the People anfwered all in 
One Voice, Tea^ yea^ yea^ God fave King Edward, Then 
his Grace was brought unto the faid Throne again, and im* 
jnediatcly was conveyed in the faid Chaire by the Gentlemea 
Ufhers, before the High Altcr, upon the which his Grace 
ofFered up his Pall of Bawdkyn and Twenty Shillings. Vcry- 
fying the Words of Scripture, wherein it is written, Thou 
fbail not appeare voide hefore the Lord God, A little after he 
returned to his Chaire, the Quoftiion of Velvet was laid be- 
fore the Alter, upon the which his Grace laid proftrate whileft 
icertaine Orifons were faid over him. 

The Archbifliop of Canterbury thcn declared certaine 
Oathes unto him to be by hjm kept : The which Oathes 
Jic, . bcing led upto the High Alter, upon thc Sacrament 
which was laid on the faid Alter, in the Sigbt of the People, 
folemnly fwQre to obferve aad keepe. 

Then the Archbifliop kneeling and the King lying grovcl- 
Jog before the faid Alter, the Archbifliop l^egan Veni Creator 
SpirituSy faying certaine other Orifons over him. Then the 
^ier and the Organs fung and plaid the famc. 

That 
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That done Two BKhops began tbe Letany. 

After whichy and certaine OrUbas ended, the King dld tife, 

and \vas fett io his Cbaire^ and after he bad Ibmewhat refted 

himfelfe» he went again nnto the High Alter,, and be^ng oH 

\ the Left Hand thereof, he wa$ tberc unarrajed and undoathed 

by his Great Chamberlaine. 

Hls Highnes was then apparelled in a Coate of Crtmibn 
^ Satten, open and buttoned before and behind, on the Shoul- 
4ers and the Elbowes, with a Coyfe of Gold on his Head. 

During thc Space of his faid apparelling, the Earle of 
Southampton Lord CJiamberlaine in Threc Parts of thc 
<jaforefaid Mount declared unto thc People a goodly, largc, 
and ample Pardon for ail Manncr of Offences, except cer- 
taine Perfons and Conditions contained in the fame, not 
worthy to be pardoned. Which done and ended the King 
was brought againe to his faid Chaire, and laid downe on tiie 
<^o(hions af^rcfaili before the Altcr, and there having a^ 
Pali holden over him by Sir Anthony Denney and Sir Wii*- 
liam Herbert, he was annoynted by tlie aforefaid Archbifhop 
' with Holy Oylc, faying unto him ccrtainc Words wirh diverB 
Orifons as therunto apperteyned. 

After the Kings Enonftiori the faid Archbi(hop dricd every 
Place of the fame with Cotton and Lynnen Cloath, and laced 
againe the Kings Coate and Shurt, puting on the Kings 
Hands a Paire of Lynnen Gloves and on his Head a Lynnett 
Coyfe, delivered him by the Lord Great Chamberlanc. 

His Majefty was conveyed againe into his Travcrs and 
«loathed with rich Robes, and brougbt againe unto the Al- 
«er, whercat he offered up his Sword that he was girt with- 
all, whtch aftcrwards was redeemed againe for an hundred 
Shillings. 

Tbe Kings Ornan^ts and Regallcs were then hallowed. 

The Kings Majefty fatt downc againe in his Chaire bcfor? 
the High Alter^ and thc Arehbifliop of Canterbury and my 
Lord Proteftor, with grcat Reverence, brought him Threc 
Crowncs, viz. One.King Edwards Crowne, ihe other the 
fimperiail Crownc of this Realmc of England, the Third a 
very rich CrOMmc which was purpofely made for his Gracc. 

Thefe Crownes werc fctt upon the Kings Head one after 
atioiber, and between the puttjng on of evcry Crownp the 
Trumpelts Wewc. 

Immediately after thc Quier with the Organs did fing 7i 
IXfttOT, and in tbe mean Seafoa rhe fame was finging, there 
V was a Ringe of Goid fett upon the Kings Grace'3 marrying 
Fingcr. 

. Sif 
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SSk 4^thoDy_Auger, Maftcr o£ the J^well Ho\}£q, thsa 
, brought the KiDg's Braceletts of Gold aod preciom$ Stoaes. ^ 

DiFersother Things were alfo given unto his Grace, as 
the Earle of Shrewibury delivered 4into the King his Soepter» 

Tlie Archbifhop of Cauterbury delivered unto tkc Kiog. 
Sc. Edwards StafFe. 

Thc Earle orRutknd tbe Spurres. 

The Duke of Suflfolke the jBall o£ Gold. 

The Earle of Oxford cbe Regall of Gold. 

The Kiog,. thus iittiDg in tbe Chaire apparelled in hir 
Royat Robes, having bis Crowne EmperiaU on bis Head, hia^ 
Scepter in his Right Heud^ and the JBall ia his Left Haiid^ 
was againe conveyed to his Throne and i&to St. Edwards 
Chaire. 

Then the Lord Proiteftor naade his Homage thus j 

/. N. beemne your Leigiman rf Truth, JJfe, and Lynme^ 
and of earthfy Werjhip^ and Faith and Tnith, IJhaJi ieara 
nnto you againji all Mdrmer o/ Folks, as I am tcmnd by my 
y^Jlegiance, and iy the Laws and Statutes of this Realme. 

So God help me and all Halhwes. 

Tbe Afchbifhop then kneeled down, aud he made his Ho* 
mage, viz. 

/. y^, Jball hefaithfuli and true^ and Truth and Faith beare 
nn to you our Soveraigne Lord^ and to your Hdres Kings cf 
Englandy and Ifhall doe and truly ucknowledge thi Service of 
the Lands luhich I clayme to hold ef you as inthe Right of 
your Church, as CodfhaM help and all Saints. 

And then they kyfled the King's Cheeke. 

Thc Nobility of the Realroe as well of Spirituall as of 
Temporall foUowed, and kneded downe, and every of thent 
kyfled tbe Kings Lef t Cheeke. 

Becaufe that Time woukl not ferve for every of them to 
dcclare their Homage particularly, they koeeled down all to- 
gether, and my Lord Proteftor declared their Homage in 
gcneral unto his Majefty, aod they held up thdr Hands antf 
aflcnted unto the fame. And with a loud Voyce cried alto- 
gether, God fave King Edward, 

The Earle of Shreweft>ury all this Time aflifted the Kiny 
lo hold the Scepter. 

This dooe the Office of the Mafle was began by the Arch- 
biftiop of Canterbury. And at the Time <rf the Gofpell the 
Biftiop of Wiachefter brought the Booke to the King*» Ma- 
jefty, who kifled it. 

At tbc Time of thc OSscing the King was-brou^ downe 
and made his Oflering, viz. An Oble of Bread laid upoil 
the Patteq of St. Edwards ChalJys, a Cruit of Wyne, and 4

His Majcfty was thcn againe condufled to his faidSicge 
Royall» and there fatt tili j^us Dei. 
^ TheathcLPax.was brought to hisHigbnes, whokyfledit. 

Aftec which the Kiogs Majefty was condufted downe to 
the faid Alter, and ihe Archblflipl> bf Canterbury tooke off 
the Crowne from his Head and ffcit it on the faid Alter. 

Thcn his Highncfs wts convcyed unto the Travers afore- 
fiiid, and tberc the Creat Cbaaaberlane received of him all 
his Rcgalles, and deiiveredi thqoa to thc Deaaof Weftminftei' 
to be laid upod thc faid bigh Al^er, 

. His Majefty was then uncladd of his Apparell, and had 
given unio hitn by the Lord Great Chamberiane, aififted 
as beforc, othcr R<^all App^rell, as a Sufcote of Purple 
Velvet\furred with Ermyns, &c. a rich Crowne was ajfo 
fett upon liis Hcad, and a gopdly Canope was borne over 
him by thc Barons of the Cinque Ports. 

And foc was his Highnefs conveyed in goodlf Order with 
all his Trayne, in like Ma^^ier to his Coming, in all Things, 
faviug tlie Proceflion, unto Weftminftcr Hall to Dynn^r; 
where hc went to the Place appointed for his Highnefs in 
the Augmentation Court, and there reftcd himfelf until the 
Hall was placcd, and his Jloyall Service was come in. The 
Order whercof was in this Manner. 

Tbc Ordcr of thc Firft Courfe. 

Firft, Canac in riding upon tWo goodJy Courfers tlie Mar* 
quis of Dorfet, as Conftable of England for that Time, with 
his Staffe of Silver, and with him the Earle of Arundell 
fupplying thc Place of Earl Marfliali, and having in his 
Hand thc Marftialls Rodde. Both of them were dad and 
apparelled «with Garments of rich Cloath of Gold, and their 
Horfes were trapped to the Foote of the {ame. , 

The Earlc of Suffex, Sewer. 

The Marquis of Northampton direfled the faid Serviccj 
and gavc the Aflaie. 

Then after the faid Service was brought in for the King's 
Majefties Board only. The Eatle of Oxford and the Earle 
of Huntingdon brought Water for the King's Highnefs, and 
the Earle of Huntingdon tooke the Aflaie as Ewer, Thc 
Earle of Rutland bore thc Towell, and there wcnt before 
the Bafons of Water, divers Serjeants at Armes wilh thelr 
Maces. 

The Kings Maj:efty thcn walhed. . , 

That 
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That doac, the Duke of Somerfet aod the Archbifliop pf 
eaotcrbury waftxcd. 

* Afterwards the King wcnt to his Seat Royall nnder the 
Cloath of Eftate to Dydoer, the Earle of Shrcwftjury ftand- 
ing by his Grace as Affiftant on the right Hand, and the 
Btftiop of Durefme on the left. 

Oa tbc right Hand of the fame Table fat the Duke of 
Somerfet Lord Protcftor, and the Archbifliop of Cantcr- 
bury, and the t}irec Swords were holden before his Majefty 
all Dinner Tyme. 

The tirft Cupp which the King's Majefly drank of, was 
brought him by Sir Giles Alington, which he had for his 
Fee, he holding the Lands of Argentine by that Service. 

At the Tablc in the Middeft of the Hali were placed the 
Ambaffadors, Bifhopps, Knights, Juftices, and Elquires. 
' At the Table ifl the Hall were piaced the Barons of thc 
Cinque Ports, Chanccllors, and Clerkes of the Chanccry. 
' At the Table on the left Hand of the faid Hall were placed 
the Maior of London, with his Brcthrcn the Aldermen ; and 
ocher notable Perfbns» Commoners, and others. 

In convenicnt Time came th^ Second Courfe in like Manncr. 

At the End of the fame Scrvice therc came ia Ridlng in 
compleate Hameycs, armed at all Peeces with tbe Kings 
Harnys, Sir . . . . Dymokc upon a Courfer richly trapped 
with Cloath of Gold, holding in his Hande a Macc, and on 
eithcr Side of him a Page, one bolding his Spear, and lh$ 
other his Targjet, then Yorke went before him, and brought 
him to the uper End of the HalJ, 

After he had made Obeyfance to the Kings Highnefs in 
bowing his Head, he lurned him a littie afide, and with a 
louFd Voice declared thefe Words following. 

If there be any Manner of Man, of what Eftate, Degree, 
or Condition however he be, that will fay and mainfaine, 
fhat our Soveraigne Lord Edward the Sixth, this Day here 
prefent, is not the rightfull and undoubtfull Heire to the 
Empereal Crown of this Realme of England, and that of 
Right he ought not to be crowr.ed King, I fay he jyeth like 
a frife Traytor, and that I am ready the fame to mvVintaine 
with him whilft the Breath is in my Bocly, either now as at 
this Time, or any Time hereafrer, whenfoever it ftiall pleafe 
fhe Kings Highnefs to appoint j and hereupon I caft my 
Ctge. 

* He then caft his Gantlet from him, whicb no Man would 
take up.

Hc fhen proceeded to another Place, and dkl on this ftknficr 
ia ^hree^ieverall Fbces of ' tbft (aid Hall. Tbea hc ctBie op 
to tbe uper Part of the faid HalU aod tbe Kiogs Majeftf 
dranke to him, and fent hian.tbe CQpp, whicb Cupp he btd 
for his Fee, and iikewife the Horf(^ ^nd Trapper, wUh all 
the Hameys which he did weaiv, He tbeo retumcd to the 
Placc from whente he canife. After be \m gonc came ia 
Garter, with the reft of thc Officcr^ qf Armes, aod madc 
three feverall Obeyfances, and at the uper End before il^ 
Kings Majefty» with a loud Voyce f roclaymed his Slile in 
J^anner foUowing.

Aftcr his Grace had waflied, then waihed the Dukcof 
Somerfett, Lord Proteftor, and the Archbifhop of Canier» 
bury. 

When the Sumape was withdrawen, the Kings Majeftjf 
arofe, and flood in the Middeft of tbe Traverfe, with di 
Duk?,of Somerfett, Lord Proteftor, and all thc Nobility 
ia OriJer about him, according to thcir Eftates and Dcgrces.

That being done, it was ordeyned that there ftiould be 
itiade a certain Numbcr of Knights, inftead of the Bath, 
bccaufe the Time was fo ftK>rt, that they could not be madc 
Of the Batbe, according to thc Ceremonies th^rcunto ap- 
perteymng.

And tbe fayd 
Warden iljall a)fo buyp Jrom Tyme to Tyme aJl fuch Linen 
as-fludJbe:ufc4for Table Clothes, and all Pewier, Brafle, 
and other ymplements: of Hou(hold to be ufed and ymplyed 
in the %d Hofpitall, fpr the DreiTing of his owne and the 
' Pqore Mens Meate upon the FeaOivall Daycs, whereip they 
ar^ by ^be Founder appointed to dyne and fuppe togctbar 
in the C(HT>mon,Hail : And (hall take Care that they fayd 
Houfebo^Jd. StufFe of the Hofpitall bc farfy kept, and not 
abjifcd in.the Weareinge; And rpeclally that tihere cqme no6 
Detrimfnt to che Houfe by Occation of Fier.

Bayliffes of Bytbopps Caftle» for the Time beinge, or aoy

Where the Warden (hall uppon that Daye provide for them

..ithis Hofpltall be put in feverall Boxes, and laide up fafiely 
in the.Treafure Houfe jp the Chefte provided, and fette 
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therc for that Purpofe, that they be not catten with Myfc, 
rottcd, confumed,- or defaced with Weather^ or by any 
other Meanes. And he ftialle not put the Commen Scal toc 
any Leafe, Grannte, or other Wrytinge whatfoever con- 
ccrninge the Eftate of the Hofpitall, without the Previtift 
and AUowance of John Griffits the Founder's Executor dure- 
ing his naturall Life, and after his Deceafe of thc Parfon of 
Hopefaye, the Vicare of Clune, and tbe Vicar and Bayliffes 
of Byfliopp*s Caftle for the Tyme beinge, or three of them, 
and the Aflente of Sixe of the Poore Men at the leaft.

§ixe M^ntlies after cvery fuch Death or Removevall, ther^ 
IhaU be fdch dthcrs o£ the Podre Inhabytantes of the Lord^ 
ibdj^fs of Ghanisi and Bjrfliopp^s Caftlc aforc&yd £rott tyno^ 
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to tyme choflca in thcir Stcades and Placcs by the fayd Sir^ 
Robiert Howard, and his tiayres and Affignes, beinge Lord 
or Lordes of thc fayd Lordftiippes of Ciune, as by thefe 
Conftitutions are eligible. 

And we doe further brdayne and declare, that every Poore 
Man to bc chofen a Mcmber of this Hofpitall fhall be aa 
Inhabytant within the Lordfliippe of Clune or Biftiopp*s 
Caftlc, and fuch a one as hath dwelte in one of thefe Lord- 
ftiipps by the Space of Five Yearcs at leaft next before his 
Eleflion, and a fingle unmaryed Man of the Age of Sixe 
and Fiftye Yeares at the leafte at the Tyme of his Eleftion ; 
and if hie fliali after marye, then his Place to be voyde ipfo 
foElo. And likewife that he be a Man that ys decayed, and 
become Poore by caufuall Meanes, and hath alwayes lyved 
tn honeft Name. But if he be groWne Poore through his 
owne Difordcr, or bc indebted, or a common Beger, a 
Drunkeard, Whorehauntcr, Haunter of Tavernes, or of 
Alehoufes, arid uncleanc Parfon, infefted with any foule 
Difleafe, or any that is blynde, or fo impotent, as he is not 
able at thc Tyme of his Admiffion to come to Prayers dayly 
to thc ChappcU, and alfo to travell to thc Pariflie Churche 
on the Sondayes and Holy Dayes, and to.pcrfonpe all other 
Duties rtud Services enjoyned by Statuts to evcry Brother of 
this Hofpiiall ; if hc be an Ideot, or not able to faye with- 
»out Booke the Lordes Prayer, the Crede, and the Tenne 
pommandements, or hath eyther in Landes. Fee or Annuitie 
above the cleare Value of Twenty Shillinges, or in Goodes * 
and Chattclls exceedinge the true Value of Twentye Markes 
at the moft, then he fliall not be choflien, nor maye be a 
Mcmber of this Hofpitall. And if at any Tyme yt ftiall 
happen uppon a Voydannce by Peath or Removevall of any 
of thc Poorc Men, that the fayd Lordftiippcs of Clune and 
Biftiopps Caftle, as it ftiall fall to their Tumes for Nomi* 
natioo» cannot at that Tyme affoarde a Parfon, .^uallified 
accordinge to the Founder*s Inftitution and Intention ex- 
playncd by thefe Orders, to fucceede in thc Place ibe voyde, 
then wc doe ordayne in that Cafe, and as often as yt (hall 
foe happen, that the fayd Sir Robert Howard, and hrs Hayres 
and AiTignes, beinge Lord or Lordes of the faid Lordftiippe 
of Clune, ftiall make Choyfe of fome Pcfore Man that is fo 
qualifyed forth (rf fuch of the Poore Inhabytadtcs of the 
Pariflies of Knighton, in the County of Radner, arid Church- 
ftocke, in the Countyc of Monnrgomery, out of which 
ar}'feth and ys to come the greateft Parte of tlie Revciltics 
bclongiDg to the Hofpitall, viz. One forth of Knighton, and 
Ouc forth of Chuicliftockc {altcrnif vkikis) firfte bcgin» 
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nittgt at Knighton uppoa Notice thereof firfte geveo \ii thdfir- 
Churches by the Warden of the Hofpitafft, and^fuch Cer-/. 
tificate from the Iphabytanntes of thofe Parifties, as is hefc^ 
after by us prefcribed. And we doe further ordayne, that 
cvery one of the Poore Men, before Kis AdrfiifEon into the 
Hofpitall, ftiall enter jnto Bonde in the Somme of Tenne 
Poundes to the BaylifFe of Byfhopp*s Caftle fpr the Tyme 
beinge, conditioned to leave in the Hoftitalt at his Deathfot^ v 
his SuccefTor, as well th« Fumiture or his Chamber that is 
of the Founder's Provifion, as his Liverye, Hatte, and 
Gowne, and to keep them from tyme to tyme duering his 
Liffe fayre and cleane, reafonable WeareJng excepted. *And' 
Rkewife that all his owne proper Goodes, which at his 
Death fhall be in the fayd Hofpitall, fliall be lefte and' rc- 
mayne in the Coftedye of the Warden of the HofpitaLll for 
therTjrme beinge, and pot from thence be hade or taken,' 
untill his Funerall Chairge and perticuler Debtes by hyni 
owcinge in Clune for Meate, Drinke, and Attendance ia 
Tyme of his Sickenes be furfl: fatisfied and payd, to avoyde 
the Charge and Infamy that maye otherwife fall uppon the 
Houfe. 

Ther fhall noe Grannte or Promife be made to any Parfoa 
or Parfons of any Poore Man's Place in this Hofpitall in 
Reverfion ; and if any Parfon fhall be founde faultie in feeke- 
ing, procureinge, or obtayneing any fuch Place contraryc 
to thefe Ordinances, he fhali be {ipfo faElo) difabled, and 
become uncapable to have any Place in the fayd Hofpitall 
durcinge his Life. 

And if it fliall happen that any Poore Man, after h^s Ad- 
miffion into this Hofpitall, fhall have any Land defcftded, 
or otherwife given or come unto hym, of the cleare yearlie 
Vahie of Fyve Poundes or more, in which hefhall have any 
Freehold for Tearme of his owne Life, or fhall have any 
Goodes or Chattels given unto hym thac fliall be worth or 
amountfe to the Somme of One hundred Markei, or more, 
that cVcry fuch Parfon haveinge fuch Meanes to mayntayne ^ 
himfelfe withall, fhall not kecpe nor hold Place in the Hof-^ 
pitall, which was appoynted fbr the Reliefc of thofe which 
wanted, but fhall loofe his fayd Place, and fome fuch other* 
Parfon, asis bcfore-meniioned, fhall be choflenin his Stead. 

Apd wec further orda)nne, that they Poore Men fhall.be. 
continually refidcnt in the Hofpitall, and.that they fhall ndt 
at any Tymc goe into the Towne, or elfeWhere, withOut^ 
fpeciail Lcavc of thc Warden, or Subwarden i^ his Abfence, 
to be grannted unto them only wheu they hav^ in thc Caufe 
ef Bunncfs, which niayc not be in Tymes appoyntcd for

And wc doc hereby further lymitte and appoynte, that

we doe ordayne and appoynte, ihat every onc of the Poord 
Men (thc fayd Gownes beinge all firft dyed into forae fadder 
Cpiouc) ihgllmoke them Suites of Apparellof one and thd

And tf the fayd Parfonsfoe by Statute appeynted as afore- 
faid to nominate, ftiall at any^l^yme negleft to nominate atid 
ccrtlfie, within Three Weeckes, the Names of fuch Parfons* 
as are eligible forth of the Inhabytantes of the Lordfliippes 
of Clune and Biftioppes Caftle, as it ftidl falle to their 
Turncs, or that the fayd Lordftiippe of Clune and Biflioppes^ 
Caftle cannot at that Tyme afFoardc a Parfon qualificd as ys 
aforefayd, wec doe ordayne, that then and fo often as it 
*^ ftiall foe happen that the fayd Sir Robart Howard, or hi» 

Hayres or Aflignes, beinge Lord or Lordes of the Lord- 
ftiippe of Clune, ftiali make Choyce and Place in the Rome 
foe voyde, One of the Poore Inliabytatites of the Parifti of

out of Clunc and Bi{hop's Caftle, under the Hands of the 
Wardea of the Hofpitall, the Curat for the Tyme beinge 
of that Parifti whereof the Partie is to be nominated, and 
the Chnrchwardens, that he is of honeft Life and Conver- 
iatioo, of the Age of Sixe and Fiftie Yeares at leaft, and 
hath benc an DwcUcr in that Pari(he for Fyve Years nexte 
beforc, and ys othcrwife in all Poynts eligibie by thefe Con- 
ftitmions as aforcfaydc. 

We doe further ordaync, that if the fayd Sir Robart 
Howard, or his Hayr6s and Affigncs, beinge Lord or Lordes

Of the Poore Woman that is to attende and looke to the Poore 
Men in Tyme of theire Sickenefs. 

We doe ordayne, that the Wardcn of the Hofpitall 
fliall from tymc to tyme, for thc adinge and comfortingc of 
fuch as ftiall be Sicke, or foe Impotente and Weake, that 
thcy flialle not be able to help themfelves, makc Choyfe of 
fomq^poorc honcft fob^ Woman, that ftiall attende^nd loke 
unto thofe that bc Sicke and Weake, and ftiall waflie the 
Tablc Clothes ufed upon the-Fcaftivall Dayes, and fcowere 
and keepc cleanc thc Vcflells, and doe fuch other Worke 
about the Houfe as the Warden fliall appoyntc her, who, 
befydes the Rewarxlcs to be given her by fuch fick^ Parfons 
as flie fliall from tyme to tyme attende, fliall have yearely a 
Stipendc paid unto her by the Warden of Fortye Shlllinges 
at the faid Feaftes of the Apoftles Phyllip and Jacob, and * 
AllrSaintcs, by even Portions. 
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C H A P T E R VII. . 

Of the Barbour. . 

That the Poore Men maye be the better keepte cleano 
from Vermyn, and gpe mor^ cjefently, we doc likewife or- 
d.iyney that the Warden (hall from tyme to tyme make Choyfe 
pf fome honeft Man that hath bene brought up ia the Trade 
to be Barbour to ihe Companyi who (haU Fowrc Tymes 
^very Yeace, viz. againft Cbriftmas, .Eafter, Trinitie Sundaye, 
and Mychaelmas, come to the fayd Hofpitall, and trymme 
ihem in the Hall, for the which be ftiall have One Yeares 
Stipende of Thirtene Shillinges apd Fowrc Pence, to be payd 
^nto hym by the Warden at the Feaftcs of the Apoftles

C H A P T E R VIIL 

0/ Daily Prayers^ and other Exercifes of Piety to be ufed in 
the. HofpitalL 

We doe ordayne, that the Warden and Poore Men ftiall 
cvery Day, Three Tymes at the kaft, viz. as fone as they 
ai e made ready in the Morneinge, prefently after Dinner, and 
ymedyatly before they make themfelves unready at Nyght,' 
devoutly kneelinge upon their Knecs in their Chambers, fay 
the Lord*8 Prayer, tbe Creede, aiid thi$ Prayer following, of 
Thankefgiving to the Gloryous and Sacred Triniiy. 

With my whole Harte, with jny Mouth and Soule, I coq- 
fefle, I praifc, I gloryfie Thee, O Heavenly Father, unbe- 
gocten ! O Eteruali Sonne, onlye begotten ! O Holy Ghbft 
t^e Comfortcr, proceedinge from th^ Fa^her 5\nd the Sonne ! 
Glory be to tfie Father tbat created me, Glory be to the

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Morneinge and Eveninge Prayer, and fitt in the Seates be- 
ionginge to the Hofpitall in Seniorytie, as the Warden fliall 
ftiall appoynte, where they (hall reverently and devoutly 
behave themfelves, and remaine all the Tyme of Prayers, 
and.then returne again togeather by Two and Two tp th« 
Hofpitall. 

' Wee likewife ordayne, that. the Warden, and in his Abr 
fence the Subwarden, fliall on all Dayes (being Workeing 
Days) fay tublique Prayer in the Chappell of the Hofpital 
Morneing and Evening, viz. at Nyne of the Ciocke in the 
Forenoon, and Three in the Afternoone, together with the 
Founder's Prayer to the Trinitie, and the Prayer of Thankef- 
giveinge to God fqr the Founder.

^lways fitte in the uppermoft Seat over ag^infle yt ; favinge 
at fuch Tymes as the Wardcn flial be abfente, and that the 
iSubwarden is to fay Prayers ; which Office we do ^ppointe 
and ordayne to be from tyme to tyme performed in the War- 
den*s owne Seate. And all they other Poorc Men fliall fltt

to the Reft of the Bretherne, ia their Chambers, or about 
the Houfe, or their Gardens, give themfelves to Readiogc 
(if they can) of fome good Books, or othcrwife fpende the 
Tyme in godly Confercnce, tp bctter onc anotber ip Know?

C H A P T E R IX. 

0/ the Lodgingefor ihe Wardenxind Po9r€ Men. 

We doe ordayne, that the Warden for the Tyme beingf 
(hall have all thofe Romes bclow Stayers betwecn the Chap- 
rcU and the Gatte, and likewife the private Ufc tb hymfelfe 
of the Common Hall and the Kitchen at all other Tymes of 
the Ycarc, but upon the Feaftivall Dayes, or whcn any Pub? 
lyque Servicc of thc Houfe ys to be performed there, and 
every Poore Man, acccwding to his Senioritye and Admiflioa 
into the Houfe, by the Appoyntemente of thc Warden, fliall 
have a Chamber by hymfelfe aloane ; and toward the fur- 
nifliinge of their fayd Chambers every one fliall havc, at the 
Charge of the Hofpitall, a Bedftede, a Matte, a Rugge, and 
a Table, which the Warden fliali deliver unto them uppon 
thcir Admiflion, by Note in Writtinge indented, that upoq 
the Death or Removal of any of them, he maie fee that the 
fayd Goods be left in tBc Ijoufe for thofe that doc fuccecde 
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]q thdre Places. The Wardea and all the Poore Meft fliali 
go to Bcdc, or to thdr Chambers, at or before NyBe of thc 
Clocke at Night, and fliall rile in the Snmmer Tyme at or 
be£3re Scaven in the Morninge, and in the Wincer at or before 
Eight, in cafb they be well : And for preventing of Sickends 
or Infeftion, every one (hall continually keepe his Chambet 
deane, fweet, and hand£>me, ^d fball fpeciallye at all Tymes 
have grcat Care to fee that thcre come noe Dannger to the 
Hofpitall-houfe by reafon of any Fyer *or Candles, which 
fhall be buminge in his Chamber, or which he fhail carry 
thy ther, or to any otber Place in the fayd Houfe ; and every 
one of thcm fliall likewife carcfuUy keepe and foe ufe the 
Furniture delivered unto hym, as yt be not purloyned, nor 
any waye mifufed or abufed, and fliall be readye to ftiewe yt 
at all Tymes to thc Wardcn, when he fliall demand the 
fame 5 and noe Stranger whatfoever, nor any other that y» 
not of the Societie, flial be permitted to ^odge or lye in the 
{aid Hofpital, or fuffered to come into the Houfe after the 
Howres wherdn the Gates are appoyntcd to be fliutt, unlefle 
thc fayd John GriiBth ftiall bc at any Tyme pleafcd to lyc 
therc, to loo^ to the Goverment of the Houfe, and to fee 
how the Warden and Poore Men doe demeane themfelves^ 
and pcrform their Duties in their fc^erall Places ; at which 
Tyme the fayd John Griflith and his Servants fliall keepe thc 
Hower appoyntcdfor openingc and fliuttinge of the Gates^, 
and ncyther goe in nor goc out of the Hofpitall at any un- 
feafonable Tymes, and mall fee that his Servants doe behave 
themfelves civillie and orderlye, and give noe Offence to th» 
Wardcn, nor any of the Poore Men^ 

CHAPTERX. 

Cf the Mcunthly Provifion (f ViElualls to be ntade hy the 
Poore Meny and the Fejlivall Days, 

Whercas the Founder, to prevent Diforder in his AlmeP 
men, and to take away the Occafion of Reforce to the Ale- 
houfes, hath appoynted that everye Poore Man fliall from 
tyme to tyme have Ohe Months Paie beforchand, we doe 
therefore order, that every Poorc Man flial Mounthly, 
upon Receipt of his Wages, makc his Provifion of Vi6lualls 
therewith for the Month to come, and fpende the fame in 
Ijis own Lodginge, and not abroadc in the Towne, or dfe- 
where, And we doe further order and appoynte, that the 
WarSen and Poore Men fliall, accordinge to the Founder's 
Inftitution uppon thefe Feallivalles Daycs hereafter named, 

dine 
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&\ni and fuppe ^ltogeather in the Common Hall of tbe HoA 
pitall, and that thcir Mcate fhall be uppon thofe Dayes 
. drefled in their bwn Kitchen; Thflt ys to fay, uppon all 
Saynts Daye, Ghriftmas Daye, New Yeares Daye, Twelfc 
Daye, Candlemas Daye, Saint Mathyas Daye, being the 
Founder's Byrthe Daye, the Annunciation of our Ladyj 
Eafter Daye, Aflention Day, Whit Sundaye, Trmitie Sunday) 
Mydfummer Daye, and Mychaehnis Daye. And tbat the 
Warden (hail from tyme to tyme make the Provifion of Diette 
for thofe Meales, and to defray the Charge thereof, he (hall 
havc over and above his former Aliowance for hymfelfc for 
cvery of thofc Dayes Twenty Pence, and for every onc of 
the Poore Men Twelve Pence, to be taken and allowed untd 
hym uppon his yearly Accompts out of the Revenues of thc 
Houfe ; and if any one of the Brethel-ne, beinge in Health, 
Ihall be abfent any one of the fayd Feaftivall Dayes, eyther 
from Dinner or Supper, he (hail, befydes the Loofe of hi? 
Meale, forfeit Twelve Pence, to be taken out of his next 
Monethes Paie. — But if any of the Poore Men be Sicke 
uppon any of thofe Dayes, in that Cafe the Warden fhall 
give him his Allowance of Six Pence in Mo^ey for every 
Meal, or Meate to be fent hym out of thc Hall at the Eieftion 

* of the fayd Sick Parfon ; at which Meales wee doe alfoe 
appoynte, that the Warden (hall fitte at the upper Ende of 

' the Table placed and feett in the Hall for that Purpofe, that 
he maic fee how the Poore Men doe demeane then^felves at 
their Meat. And the Subwarden (hall always fitte higheft 
and next to the Warden on that Side next the Walle, and 
all the other Poore Men in Senioritye, accordii^c to their 
Admilfion into the Houfe, as the Warden (hall think fitte to 
place them, and that the Gattes of the Hofpitall b« upon 
thofe Dayes locked up and keept (hutte dureinge the Tyme 
that the Warden and Poore Men be eyther at Dinner or 
Supper ; and that after thcir Meate is fette upon the Table, 
and the Company placed as ys aforefayd, the Warden ihaU 
both before and after Meales, with his Heade uncovered, in 
a reverent Manner, and with an audible and diftindle Voyce, 
fay Grace, and give Thanks to Almighty God for his Bleef- 
finges, and for their Refreffions, and for rayfeing up of the 
Founder of this Hofpitall, in fuch Tearmcs as ys hereafier 
by us prefcribed, at the Saying whereof all the Poore Men 
fhall flande up with their Heads uncovered, and attentively 
with Reverence liften and harken what ys fayde.

Wc ordaync and appoynte, that the Warden fliall be 
yearely allowed Fowre Poundes Thirteen Shillinges Four 
Pc^ice, to make Provifion of Thirtie Loades of Wood, ta 
be bought at fuch Tymes and Seafons of the Year, as he 
maie buy the fame beaft cheap, and to pay for Caryage thererf 
to the Hofpitall, there to be parted and delyvered upon Bar- 
tholmew Eve in this Manner. That ys to fay, Foure X.oad 
for his owne Fyrelnge, and Two Loade apece for every 
Poore Man, and Two Loads to be layd afyde in common ta 
be ufed for drefleing iheir Meat uppon the Feaftivall Dayes, 
and after fuch Partition made, the Warden {hall fee the faoM 
laid and pyled feverally in the Woode Yarde, every Poore 
Mans his Proporiion of Wood by itfelfe, to the Ende they 
maie all knowe their owne, and better huibande their Store- 

C H A P T E R XH. 

Of the JVarden and Poore Men, their Gardens. 

Wee ordayne, that the Warden, in that Portion of 
Groundc allotted unto hym for his Orcharde and Garden, 
and foe likcwife every Poore Man in his Garden Plotte, ftiall 
from tyme to tyme plant fuch Fruites, and fowe fuch Seeds 
of any Sorte, as the Nature of the Soyle ftiall produce, and 
niaie be of moft Benefitt unto them, and ftiall alfoe keep the 
Pertition of Quickfipt betwene each Garden, and others well 
and handfome, and fupplye the fame as any ftiaH decaye ; 
and that each Poore Man's Profitt aryfinge out of this Gar- 
den* may be the more, every one of them to fave other 
Labourers Wages, and to keep hymfclfe from Idlenefs, fhall 
digge, fowe, weed, and drefle his Garden, plote hymfelfe, 
if he have Strength and Abilitie of Body to doe yt ; and 
that the Fruites aftd other Profitts to be yearely made of aH 
the fayd feverall Gardcnsmay be the better keept and prc- 
ferved, and the fayd Hofpitall at all Tymes in more Safetyc, 
wee doe alfoe appoynt and ordayne, that the Dore that 
goeth forth of the Hofpitall irito the fayd Gardens, and to 
the common Privie, ftial be alwayes keept ftiutt, and that 
every one of the Poore Men ftiall have a Key thereof, that 
they maie at all Tymes, as often as they have Caufe to goe 
thither, lockc the fayd Dorc after them, and when they 

come 
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come forth : Which if ihey fliall negleft to doe, he or they 
foe oflendinge fhall, for every Tyme he leaveth open the fayd 
Dore in the Day Tyme, be punifhed Six Pence, if it be in 
. the Night Two Shillinges, to be by the Warden defaulted 
out of his next Mounthes Paie. 

C H A P T E R XIII. 

0/ the honejl Converfation and orderly Demeanours which is 
required in the Members of this Houfe, and the Piinifh- 
mentes which are to be infli^ed uppon fuch as are Delin' 
quents. ' 

Unworthye are they to bc maynetayned by the Cha- 
ritie and good Workes of others, who live a difordcrly LiFe ; 
for the avoydinge whereof we ordayne, that the Wardea 
and Poore Men of this Hofpitall ftiall in their Lives and 
Converfations behave themfelves religioufly, honeftly, quietly, 
and foberly, -and fhall fpecially devote themfelves to thc 
Service of God, and that thcy Poore Men fliall live loveingly 
togeather, as Bretherne ought to doe, and fliall help and 
cheriflie one another in Sickenefs and in Health. They 
fliall give all due Refppdte and Reverence, and be obedient 
to the Warden of the Hofpitall for the Tyme beingc, and 
in his Abfence to the Subwarden, and to be ready at ali 
Tymes to doe fuch Workes and other Thinges, eyther for 
the publique Good of the Houfe, or their own private about 
their Gardens or elfewhere, as tke Warden or Subwarden in 
his Abfence' fliall appoynt, which by thefc Lawes and Sta- * 

tutes they are to performe, or which, upon the prefent 
Occafion ofFered, ys fittinge and ncceifirye for. them to doe. 

And feeinge it is in vayne to make Lawes, unlefs there 
be Puniftiment ordayned againft the OfFenders, we will, 
that if any Member of this Hofpitall be guiltie of Athifme, 
Herefie, or Blafphemys, or fliallcommilt any OfFence, which 
by the Laws bf this Kingdome ys punifhable, by LoofTe of 
Life or Member, or fhall commit Adultery or Fornication, 
pr fhall draw any Manner of Weapon withln the Hofpitall 
to ftriko any Perfon with the fame, or fliall doe, or ofFer 
any notable or enormous Injury or Difgrace to the Warden 
of the Hofpitall, or fhall rayfe or ftir up any Mutinies or 
Faftions in the faid Hofpitall, or fliall wiliingely committ 
any Ofience, or doe any Fafte, by which Damage, Scandall, 
or Infamye fhall growe unto the fayd Hofpitall, or fliall 
procure, perfwade, or counfell any of the faid OiTences or 
prymeS to be committed; that then in cvery fuch Ca^e,

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■uppon ProfFe tjier^of made h^fore the Parfon of Hopefky, 
the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and BaylyfFe of Bifhops 
Caftle, and the Warden of the Hofpitall fbr the Tynio 
beinge, or any Three of them, vvhereof the Warden of the 
Hofpitall to be alwayes One, eyther by the Pariye, Delinr 
quent's owne Confeilion, or by the Natoryoufnes of the 
Faft, or by Two fufficicnt WitneflTes, or by any other lawfuH 
Wayes or Meanes, the OiFenders fhall be expelled out of 
t\\\% Hofpjtall for eyer. 

^nd if any of the Poore Men dpe eyther lie out of his 
Chamber within the Hofpitall at Night, unlefs he be abfent 
by. lawful Lycence, or aw any Time lodge or receive any 
Paffpn into his Chamber after the Howers lymitted for fhut- 
tinge in of the Gattcs, and in Tyme of Prayer, unlefs it be 
in Tyme of Sickenes, that fome are willinge tp attende and 
y^atche for the Eafe pf the Partye, and thbfe alfoe of fuch 
a Condition as maie draw noe Spandall upon the Societie, 
and to be permitted fo tp dpe by AUowa^nce and Leave of 
thc Warden — Or if aqy of the Poore Mcn fliali throwe any 
phamber Pote or FUthe, or the Sweepings of his Chambei' 
into the Square Court, or any pf the Gardcns, or fhall keep 
Pogges in the Houfe, or any other noyfome Thynge to 
difquiete the Warden, or the pther Poore Men, or (hal be 
a Swearer, a Gameller, a Drunkeard, a Hauncer cf Tavernes 
' or Alehoufes, or Ihall runc iippon the Score in any Alehoufc, 
or goe at any Tymc without Leavc intp the Town of Clune, 
or be a Taker of Tpbacco, a Brauller, a Scoulder, or Quar- 
reller, a contentious Parfon, pr Sower of Difcorde, or onc 
^hat doth mifebchavc or unrcverently demcane hymfelf, 
eythcr in the Parifh Church, or in the Chappell, or (hall be 
^bfent from Prayers at the Howres and Tymes lymitted with- 
out lawfull Licencc, or (hall neglefte his private Devptions 
at the Tymes likewife appoynted ; or if any of the Poore 
Men fhall filche or fteale any of the Neighbpures Wood, or 
any Wood from any one of the othcr Poore Men, or any 
pf the Frultes of their Gardcns, or be a Tearer or Breakei: 
pf Hedgges abroade, or (hall refuflc, in cafe he bc able to 
^ot (uch Worke aboute the HofpitaU, as the Warden of the 
Hofpitall fpr the Tyme bcinge (hall appoynte hym as afore- 
|ayd, and (hall be for the faipe Crymes and Contempcs, or 
any of them, convi<f^ed before the Warden of the Hofpital 
for the f yme beinge, by all or any of the Wayes or' Means 
aforefaid ; that then the faid Party foe ofFcndinge (hall, foc 
the Furft Tyme, have a folemn Admonition given hym by 
jhe Warden, who (hall declare unto hj^ the Gievioufene$ 
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©f his Fafte, and reprove hym for committinge of it, and 

warne hym for doeinge the fame againe, or the like. And 

for the Second OfFence he fliall forfette Two Shillinges ; for 

the Third OfFence Three Shillinges Fower Pence ; for the 

Fourth Sixe Shillinges Eight Pence ; for the Fifte Tenn 

Shillinges ; for the Sixt his whole Monethes Pay : And if 

any fuch Parfon fhall ofFende the Seventh Tymc in the fame 

Offence, or any other of the OfFences before-mentioned, and 

be thereof convifted before the Parfon of Hopefaye, the 

Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and BaylifFe of Byfhoppe 

Caftle, and the Warden of the Hofpitall for the Tyme beinge, 

or any Three of them, whereof the Warden of the Hofpitall 

to be alwayes one, he fhali be amoved and put out of the 

Jlofpitall, and remayne ever after a Parfon uncapable aad 

difabled to be a Member thereof. 

Wee doe alfoe ordayne, that if any Varience or ContrOT- 
verfie happen or arife between the Poore Men amonge themr 
fclvcs, that the fame fhail be indifferently hearde and deter- 
jaained by liie Warden for the Tyme being ; and if the War- 
den finde eyther Partye obftinate aud unwillingly declyninge 
from hi^ Order and Ende, he fhall then aquaint the Parfoa 
of Hopefaye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and Baylifle 
of Bilhops Caftle for the Tyme beinge therewith, that he 
and they togeather, or any Three of them*, whereof the War- 
den for the Time bcing to be One, maie take fuch further . 
Courfe therein as they fhall thinke fitte : And if any of iheni 
fliall doe the conterarye, he fhall loofe and forfeit for the Firft 
GfFence Qnt Monthes Paie, for the Second Two Monthet 
Pay, for the Third Three Monthes Paie, and for the Fowrth 
he ftiali be abfolutely expelled the Houfe for ever. 

We doe alfoe ordayne, that if any of the Poore Men fhall 
loofe any Key or Locke appertaineinge to there Chamber, or 
to the Door that goeth out of the Hofpitall into the Gardens, 
or otherwife decay any Doore, Ymplement, or Furniture, 
that doth or fhall belong unto the Hofpitall, by Willfullnefsf 
or Negligencc, that the Warden fhall caufe the Partie fo ofr 
fending to make RedrefTe for every fuch Offence, or other- 
wife to ftaye fo much of the yearly Stipende of every fuch^ 
OfFender, as maie fuffice for the yemediate and fpedie Re- 
drcfTe or Amendement thereof. 

We doe ordayne, that if any Almes be at any Tyme 
g^ven by any wdl difpofed Parfon or Parfons to the Poorc 
Men in common (without beggingc or afkinge) that the fame 
(hall be equallie divided betwene them by the Warden of 
thc Hofpitall. And if any of tbe Poorc Men fhall begge or 
fBit anj Almes of any, tq the Difi^ooiour of tb^^ Founder» 
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that hath fo well provlded for hym, that he fhall bc punKhed 
for the Firfl OfFence One Monthes Paie, for the Second Portye 
Shillinges, and afcer the Thirde Offence be expelled ab- 



folutely. 



C H A P T E R XIV. 



Cf the Weekely CorreElions of fuch as fhall offende againfie 
thejje Ordinances. 

For the better Orderinge and Goverment of the Poore 
Men, and to the ende the Mifdemeanours and Wronges com- 
mitted and done by any of them maie be from tyme to tyme 
heard and punifhed accordinge to thefe Ordinances, that by 
One Man's Cenfure the Refidue may be admonifhed and ter- 
rified, We doe ordayne, that the Warden of the Hofpitall 
(hali every Week uppon the Saturdaye prefently after Even- 
inge Prayer, before ihe Gattes of the Hofpitall be opened, 
repair to the common Hall, and give Sommons to the Poore 
Men to attende hym there, untill they b^ by hym difmiffed ; 
jind the fayd Warden fhali then call to the Subwarden for 
his Prefentmentes for that Weeke, and (hall demaunde if 
jmy there prefcnt had any Wronge or Grievaunce offered 
unto hym by any Member of the Houfe, or if any of them 
knowe or can informe hym whether any Member of this 
Hofpitall have committed ariy Thinge which by thefe.Star 
tutes are prohibited or commanded ; or if any Wronge or 
Trefpaffe hath bene done to the Hofpitali by any Member of 
the Houfe, or by any other, and by whom ; and thc faid 
Warden fhall will them to declare ihe Perticulers thereof, if 
any fuch Thinge be, remembring them that they are fo 
bound to doe by their Oathes. — ^And if any Member of the 
fald Hofpitall fhali be accufed or charged to have tranfgrefled 
agaiiifl any thefe our Ordinances, or to have cofened, der 
ceaved, or wronged any other of the Members of the Houfe, 
or any Stranger, then in every fuch Cafe the Warden fhall 
examine the Partie foe charged thereof ; and if upon his Ext 
aminatlon he confeffe the fame, or that it be teflified againfl 
him, thcn the faid Warden fhall inflift uppon the faid Ofr 
fender fach Cenfure as by thefe Statutes are appoynted to be 
ympofed by him in that Behalfe. And if the Ofience be fuch 
as deferve Expulfion, or any grievous Cenfure or Punifh- 
ment which the faid Warden alone ys noi to inflifte, he fhali 
then aquaint the Parfon of Hopefaye,^ ih^ Vicar of Clune, 
and the Vicar and Bayliffe of Byfhoppes Caflle therewitb, 
that they and he togeather, gr any Three of them, whereof 
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the WardcQ to be One, maie take fuch Order therein as the/ 
Ihall thinke meete. And the fayd Warden ftiall alfo thea 
enquier, whether any Member of the Houfe be ficke, and 
how he ys looked unto, what his Difeafe is — And if it be in- 
feftious, the Warden, and in his Abfeuce the Subwarden, 
fhall take Order that the Party be keept and looked untb, irt 
fuch Manner as^ that the Refidue of the Company be not In- 
fefted by hym. And if any of the Poore Men doe not 
"Weekely appeare, and give his Attendance uppon the'Warden 
as aforefayd (having noe lawfuU Impediment to the con- 
trary) he fhall forfeit Twelve Pence for every fuch Default : 
And the Warden fliall from tyme to tyme regifter in the 
Book before by us appointed, to be by hym keept for this 
Purpofe, all ConviAions and Admonitions, which ftiall be 
given to the Offenders ; and ihe Penalties or Somes of Money, 
which ftiall be forfeited in the Cafe aforefayd, fliali be de- 
faulted out of the Offender's Stipende or Allowance, at the 
Paie Days next happeninge after the fayd Offences and Con- 
viftions ; and the fayd Forfeitures fliall be yearely referved 
by the Warden in his Hands, untill the Tyme before ap- 
pointed unto hym to make his Accomptes, at which Tyme 
he fliall produce his fayd Booke of Conviftions, and deliver 
up the Money to be put into the Treafury of the faid Hof- 
pitall. 

And wee doe further ordayne, that if it fliall happen thac 
the Warden of the Hofpitall do eyther negleft the Duties^ 
which by thefe Statutes he ys enjoyned to doe, or otherwife 
mifdemeane hymfelfe in the Executiorf of his Place, or doe 
any thinge to the Hurte or Prcjudice of this Hofpitall^ oi* 
comraitt any Crime or Offence worthye of Puniflimente ; 
that then, uppori Complaynte and Proofc thereof made, the 
Parfon of Hopefaye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and 
Bayliffc of Byfliopps Caftle for the Tyme being, or ^ny 
Three of them, ftiall and will from tyme to tyme inflift 
fuch Puniftiment upon hym, eyther by Admoniffion, or by 
moderate Fyne to be fett upcn hym, and to be defalked out 
of hys yearly Salarye or Stipende, to be put into the Trea- 
fury as aforefayd, or by Expuirion of hym out of his PJacc 
according to his Demerittes ; and as the faid Parfon of Hope- 
faye, the Vicar of Clune, and the Vicar and Bayliffe of 
Byfliopps Caftle* or any Three of them, ftiall thinke fytt, 
and hold to be confonant to Juftice and Equitie. 
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C H A P T E R XV. 

Of the Treqfute Houfe, and keeping the Evidencei. 

Whereas there is a fpeciall Room with a flrooge Loockd 
knd Three Keyes of feverali Wardes allowed ?or keep- 
ing the Eyidences of the Lands^ Poffeflions, and Treafare 
of the Hofpitall, and for other Things of Moment bcinge 
not of dayly Ufey wherein there is already placed and fette 
by our Appojntment One ftronge iarge Chefte bounde with 
, Irone^ with Three Locks and Keys, we doe ordayne, that 

the Parfon of Hopefaye for the Tyme beinge fhall alwayes 
keep One of the Keyes of the fayd Treafure Houfe Door^ 
and One of the Keys likewife of the Chefl: ; and that the 
Vicar of Clune fbr the Tynic beingc fhall keepe One other 
of the Keys, as well of the Trealure Houfe Door, as of 
tlic Chefte ; and the Wardcn of the Hofpitall (hali keepe 
the other Two Keyes, and in the Vacancie of the Plaee of 
the Warden, the Subwarden for the Tynae beinge ; and 
when and as often as yt (hail happen eythcr of the fayd 
Churches of Hopefaye or Clune to bc voyd and without tn- 
combentes, that dureingc the Vacancyc of tliat Church foe 
voydc, the Vicar of Byftioppes Cafllc for the Time beinge 
fhall have from tyme to tyme the Coftodyc of thofe 'tvfo 
Keyes ; and fo likewife in Cafes of Sickencs, or necef&ry 
Abfence of any of the fayd Parfons at any Tyme from his 
Sencfittcs, that cachc one of thcm ftiall fuppiy what the 
other, by reafon of Infirmitie or Abfcnce, cannot parforme : 
In which Chefte fhal be kcepte the Letters Pattentcs touch- 
ing the Foundation and Douation of the Hofpttall, and like- 
wife the Letter Fattentcs graunted to us to m^e Statutes, 
the Common Seale, One Coppy of thefe Ordinances, and 
fuch Stocke of Money as ftiall be yearly remayneinge after 
all Ailowances referved for Reparaiions, and other neccflary 
Diiburfemeates ; and all other Evidences whatfoever fortcd 
in fcveral Boxes, and fubfaibed what PofreiEons the fame 
concernc. 

Wee doe further ordayne, that noe Evidence be at aoy 
Tyme taken from thencc, but upon fpecial Occafion, and 
then alfo not to be longcr kept from thence then nccefTary 
Occafion for the Ufe thercof fhall requier ; there fhall alfoe 
remayne in the faid Chefte a Paper Booke, wherein fhall bc 
cdtered the Parcclls of all Evidences from tyme to tyme taken 
forth, the Day and Yeare when and to whom, and whofe 
Handes It is to bc delivercd to^ and for how long Tyme, as 
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k prefuppofed ; and the Daye alfo and Yeare flial beientered 
when and l>y wbom fuch Farcell of Evidence is delivered ia 
againe. » 

CHAPTER XVI. 

Hcw the Im^ropriationi Jbal be demijjed. 

Seeinge the only Mcaines of re)ieveing and mayntayn'" 
inge the Membefs of . this Hofpitall ys to be dcvifed and 
rayfcd out of the Fee Farme» Rentes of the Parfonages of 
Clune and Byihoppes Caftlcj^and forth of tbc Gleebe Tyihcs 
and yearly Profits aryffing and growinge of the Reftoryes 
and Parfooages of Knightoti and Churcbftocke aforefayd, 
which are deOaifable, it is rcquifitie that their fliould be 
great Care and^^eede taken in lctting theteof for the beft 
Profitte and Advantage of the Hofpitali ; wee therefore 
CMrdayne, that no JLieafe or other Gcaunte fliall be made theyof 
by the Wardcn and Poorc Mcn of cyther of thc faid Par- 
ibnages of Knighton and Churchftocke, without the Confent 
and Approbation.of the faid Jhon Griffith dureinge his Life, 
and after his Deceafe, of the Parfon of Hopefaye, the Vicar 
of Clune, and the Vicar and Baylifie of Byflioppes Caftlc 
for the Tyoae beinge, or Three of tbem at the leaft ; and 
that noe Leafe hecisafter to be made of the fayd Parfdnages 
of Knighton fliall exceed the Number of One and twentyc 
Years from the makcinge thereof, nor without the Refer* 
vation of fUch yearly Rent as is now paid for thfe fame, viz. 
thc yearely Rent of Forty-fyre Ponnds per Annum, or more, 
which-fliaU continue payabfe dureinge the whole Tearm^ 
and Continuance of the Leafe, and .payable Halfe yearely at 
or within the fayd Hofpitall, at the Feaftes nowaccuftomed ; 
and that ia evcry fuch Leafe foe to be madc, there fliaii be 
contayucd onc Condition and Provifoc, that if the Teoant, 
his Execu!;ors or Affignes, fliall not wcli and truely fatisfie 
and paie, or lawfijlly tender unto the fayd Warden and Poore 
Meu of the fayd Hofpitall and their Succeflbi^s, at or wlthin 
the fayd Hofpitall, thc yearcly. Rcnt or Rentes by fuch Leafe 
referved, within Twentye Daycs afier the Daye or Tyme 
lyniitted for Paym«nte thereof, without any Demande to be 
made ; that thexl yt fliall be lawfull to afid for the fayd War- 
den and Poore Men and their Succeflbrs, to re-enter and 
make voyde thc fayd Leafe : And that ia and by the faid 
Leafe the Leafee ftiall covenant for hymfelf and his Aflignes 
at his and tlieir own proper Cpftes and Charge fufficiently 
to repayre> mayntayne, aad lceep ycarely the Chauncells of 
. ToM. IIL B b b tha 
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tfie Cfanrdies of Kidghtoa aForefayd, and ef Stcyore, in cb« 
^yd Coufttye of Salope, and aU the Bultdilig& aad Houfes, 
and all Hedges, Fqnces, and Ditchcs in' and oppon any of 
the Gleebe Lands belonginge or appertayninge to the feyd 
Reftorye, or any Part, Pnrcell, ot Meittbef thereof, and fo 
to leavc.the iayd Premifes in the Ende of the Tearme fuf- 
' ficiently repaired : And the Leflefe flttll fartfaer covcnante at 
jdl Tiines ycarely dureinge the Tearme, v^eli and truly to 
pate and difcfaarge all Synodes, FroaGCS, Pemions, Portions, 
Taxes* Temfaes, Subfi(Ue8, Lownet, PayeaMts, and Rrats^ 
mi ail other Duties and Certentkt vfaaKtfoenery or^aarye of 
cxtraordinarye, gceioge oot or to be paid for tbe fame (th^ 
Curat his Wages of Tean Poofkdes per Anoum for krmitkgs 
the Cure of Knighton only excepted) wfaich we wUl and 
erdayne, that the Warden of die Hofpitall AsaH from tyme 
to tyme ptye Halfe^yearly to die fayd Curat for the Tyme 
beinge, i)y even PoiTtions fortfa of the Rents as he (haU receard 
the ^me : And yt (hall be furtfaer provided and conditioned 
by every fucfa Lea& foe to be made of the Premifles, that ^ 
the Leflee, his Exacutors nor Aifignes, (hall not atien thd 
iame, nOr any Parte thereof, nof demMTe the fame, nor anf 
Parte thereof, lon^ thcn for Onc Yeare, without Lycenctf 
jgrft had in Writtinge of the fayd Wardeo, and the greater 
Parte of the Poorc Men, with the Confent of the fayd Jhoo 
Grifitb dufeinge his LiSep aod after his Deceafe^ of the 
Parroo of Hopmye, the Vicar of Ciuae, and the Vicar and 
Bayliffe of By(hoppe*s CaftlGk or Three of them at kafi in 
that Bebalfe, unlels it be wfaere they difpote of tfae fame bjT 
Cbeir laft Wili and Teftament : And as toucbiag tbe Re6lory 
of Churchftocke, which i$ now in Leafe, by Graunt tbcreof 
made by the late Queenc Eliiabcth, for the Tearnae of 
Twenty Yearesyet to come and ut^fnred, and<whereupponr 
ihere is re&rved thc yearelye Rent of Sixteene Pounde» 
Three Shiinnges Fowre P^nce, «nd Bocmore, and Fyv^d 
Foundes Sixe ShiUinges E^hte Peace to the Curate for hi& 
Stipende ; wee doe ordayne and appoynt, tbat upon tho 
Expiraiion of the fayd Tearme, or uppoa StMrender, Rm*- 
. ftiture, or other Deternwnation wfaatfocw of the fayd Le^# 
llie fayd Reftorye of Cburchftokc ftudl firft happen to come 
to the Handes and PoffiifEon of tfae Warden and Poore Men, 
I that fame (hail bc dcmifTed ia fuch Manner forthe Tearme 
. and under the £ime or like Conditibos that we have before 
lymmittcd and appoynted for the Lcaifinge of the Ref^orye 
. of Knighton ; and that thcre Ihall be referred uppon the 
Leafe foc to be from tyme to tyme made or graunted of th# 
fayd Reftory and Parfooage of Churcfaftocke (accordfaxge to? 
^ - thc 
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&e Foxitider^s Intentkm) tbe y^rely Reate of JFowrefcowre 
«)d Tenoe Poundea, or ojore, whcrcof Jthe Curatc /or the 
Tymc being /hall bave ^'eardy for his Stypende Tenoe 
Poundes paid unto byoa Halferyearely by tbe Warden, at 
the Feaftes or Dayes linaitted to the Warden for Paymcnt of 
the fayd Rente : And \we doc afibe ordayne and appoynte, 
that all fucb Moiiey as Aiall be rayfed. or roade, eyther by 
looreafe of Rent^ or Fyaes uppon the fayd Leafes, togeather 
with thc Overplus of the prefent yearely Revenaes thereof 
(if any fhall bc) all neceflary Charges beinge dedufted, flial 
be from tyoie to tycae layd up in the Treafure Houfe, and ^ 
bc preferved and keept ihere for any exfraordinary Occafion, 
iTs to defraye Charges of Rcpratipns, and of Law Suites : 
And to tbe End that yt maie appeare, that all fuch States 
as at any Time fliali bc graunted of the Prcmifles, be and 
are demifed and lctten to the beft Bcnefittc and Advantage 
^ thc Hofpitall ; we doe ordaync, that when any fuch Leafe 
\% prapounded for and before the fame is fealed, thac the 
Wardea fliaii npon the Daye by us befbre appoynied for 
takeinge his yearely Accompt, piefent the fame fayreJy in* 
groiled in Parchment unto the Parfon of Hopefeye, the Vicar 
of Clune, and the Vicar and Baylife of Byftiopps Caftie, or 
fuch of them ss fliall be then thcre to takc his Accomptes^ 
to thc Ende the fayd Leafe maic be there publyqueiy fealed 
'uk ihcir Prefence, and that the' fayd Fine and Overplus (if 
any be) of that Yearcs Rcvenues, maie be ttien layd up as 
ftforefaid in the Treafure Houfc, togeather with all fuch 
Money as fliall bc faved by Vacauons of Piaces, eythei* of 
-thc Warde.n, qr of any of the Poore Men, bctweene the 
jDeath of - the one, and placeing of the otlier. 

C H A P T E R XVn. 

Qf the Stocke in Money appoynted by the Founder in his IVill 
to be iefte to tMs MofpitalL 

Whereas the Founder of thls Hofpitall hath alfoe erec» 
ted One other Hofpitall in Eaft Greenwhich, 'in the Coun- 
tye of Kcnt, for the Mayntenaoce of One Warden and 
Twenty Poore Men; and Ukewife a Third Hofpitall at Ryfe- 
ii^e, in the County of Northfolke, for the Mayntenance of 
a Governcfs, and Twelve otlier Poore Womeri ; and ly his 
laft Will and Teftament hath willed, that after the fayd 
Three Hofpitalls were bnylt and endowed, that fome StQcke 
Ihould be pjut into the fame, and for that Purpofc there wa*; 
by us a^cprdiagly aifigncd the Some of Fowre hundred 
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Poundcs, whercof Onc hundrcd for thc Stock of this Hof- 
pitall, TwD huadrcd for thc HofpitatU at Grccnwich, and 
Onc hundrcd Poundcs for the othcr at Ryfeingc. Which 
fayd Stockcs, if thcy ftiouid havc bccn put into thc 
\ fevcrai Trcafure Houfes of the (ayd Hofpitalls to lye dead 

and not ymployed, would havc bcne a great Lofle, befides 
the Daunger that myght happcn by Cafualtie, wee did 
therefore, by fpcciai Statut by us hcrctoforc madc, for thc 
Governnient of thc fayd Hofpitall at Grcenwhich, aHign 
and appoynt that the fayd Jhon Griffith, the Foundcr's Exe- 
cutor, , forth of fuch Moncy as he had thcn remaininge in his 
Hands towards the Pcrformance of his Maifter*s Will, and 
of fuch Things as hc appoyntcd to be performed, (houid 
with- the fayd Fowre hundrcd Poundes purchafte Lands of 
Inheritance of the clcar ycarly Value of Twenty Poundes, to 
the cnd thc Rentcs, IfTucs, and Profctics thcreof ftiould bc 
ufed and ymployed as hercaftcr in thefe Prefcntes is cxpreflcd, 
and not othcrwife ; that is to fay, that the Some of Ten 
Poundcs hcreof ycarely ftiould bc and rcmaync to the Ufe of 
that Hofpitali at Grecnwich, and Fivc Poundes yearcly to 
ihis Hofpitall, and thc othcr Fjrvc Pounds to the Hofpitall 
at Ryfmge, as in and by the faid Statutes more at large ap* 
pcarcth. Which feyd Landcs of thc fayd Value of Twenty

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The Marriage rf^eene Mary unto PhilUp Prince of Spaynei 
Son ofCharies the phy En^erour^ in the Cathedrall Church 
of Winchejierf on Wenfday zoth of July 1554* 

FIRST, the faid Church was richly hanged >^ith Arra^ 
and Cloth of Cold ; aad in the Middle of the faid 
.Church, from the Weft Dorc uuto the Rpode, was a ScaiFold 
jcrefted of Timber, at thc End whereof was alfb raifed a 
Mount covercd all with red^ Saye, and underneth the Roode 
Lofte were erefted Two Traverfes, One for the Quecn od 
the Right Hand, and th? other for the Prince 6n the Left 
Hand ; which Places ferved very weli for the Purpofe. Tbe 
Quire was alfb richly hauged with Cloth of Gould, and oh 
each Side of the Alter wcrc other Two rich Traverfcs as 
aforefaid fpr the Queen*« Waj^fty and the Prioce. 

The Queene made her Entryc into the Cittie of Win- 
chefter, very richiy in Appjarell, on Satterday the 2ift of 
July, and was lodged in the Bi(hopps Pallace. And Prince 
Philippe made bis Entrye into tbe faid Cittie on Muaday 
after, being thc 23 JuHc„atM'hofe Entrie tbc Mayor delivered 
to him the Keyes of thje Cittie, which he r^ieivcd, aiid de- 
livered them backe ^g^ific, bcing todg^4 ^t tbc Dean^ 
Houfc. 

On Wcdnefday the 25. of July, beiog .St. Jii|nes's Day^ 
the Prince, rlchly appareled in Cloth of Gould imbrdydercjd, 
,accompanied with a great Nomber of thje Npbles ql Spaiqc, 
in fuch Sorte as the like hatb npt b«eoe feene, proceeded tp 
thcChjjrch, and entiied in at the Weft Doris, and pafled to» 
his Tr^verfe all tbe Way on Foote : an^ tp tbe -Church bd 
had noe Sword borne before him. 

Then came thcQueene's Majeftie, accpmpanied with a great 
Nomber of the NobiJitie of the Realnjie, the Sword being 
borne bcfore her by the Earl of Darby, apd a grcat Nomber 
of Ladyes and Gentlewpmen very ricbly apparcled. Her 
Majefties Trayne was borne by the Marquefs of Winchefter, 
affifted by Sir John Gage her Lo. Chamberlaine. And foe fhe 
proceedcd to the Chureh, the Kings and Heraulds of Armes 
in theire Coats goiog before her from h.er Lodging on Foote 
to the Church, whcre.entring at the Weft Dore, ftie pafled orl 
till ftie came to her Traverfe. Then the Biftiop of Winchefteri 
Lo. Chancelor pf England, which dld the Divine Service,

render of the Kingdom of Napfes, freely given to him antf 
his Heires, as by the faid Patent was declared, which Patent 
was fayre fealed, and intlofed in a Gover of Silver guilte. 

This done, the Lo. Chamberlayne made a goodly Oratioa 
to thc Pcople, which was in EfFeft as followeth : Whereaa 
the Empcror, by his Embafladors heerc in England, hath 
x:oncluded and contrafted a Marriage betweene the Quecncs * 
Majeftie and his chifefe Jewell and Sbne and Heire Phillipe, 
Prince of Spayne, heere prefent, the Anicles wherof are not 
unknowne to the whole Realme, and confirmed by Afte of 
Parliament, fpe that there needeth noe further Rehearfal of 
that Matter, &c. and fo likewife declared, that the Queene's 
Highnes had fent the Earle of Bedford and the Lo*. Fitz- ' 
walter AmbafTadors to thc Realme of Spayne, for the Per- 
formance of the faid Contraft, which thcy have heere 
brought with the Confent of the whole Realme of Spayne 
for the full Conclufion of the fame, as may appeare by this 
Inftrument in Parchment, fealed with a Great Seale, con- 
teyning, by Eftimacion,' 1 2 Leaves. : ' 

Then the Lo. Chamberlayne dclivered openly for the So- 
lemnifation of this high Marriage, how that the Emperor 
had given his Sonne thcKingdome of Naples ; fo that whereas 
• it was thought the Queenes Majeftie fiiould marrye but with 
a-Prince, now it was manifefted, that ftie fliould marrye with 
a King, and fo proceedcd to the Efpoufali, and with a loud 
Voyce faid, If there be any Perfon that knoweth any lawfuJl 
Jmpedymcnt bctwene thefe Two Partics, that thcy fliould 
pot goe together according to the Contraft concluded be- 
twene both Realmes, that then they ftiould come forth, and 
they fliould be heard, or els to proceede to the Celebratioa 
of the Mariage, which was pronounced in Englifli and La- 
tine ; and when it came to the Guifte of the Queene, it was 
aflced, who ftiould givc her ? then the Marquis of Winchefter, 
the E. of Derby, Bedford, and Pembroke gave her Highnes 
in the Name of the \yhole Realme. 

Then all the People gave a great Shoute, praying God to 
fend them Joye ; and the Ringe being laid upon the Booke 
to be hallowed, the Prince layd alfo uppon the fayd Booke 
3 Handfull of fyne Gould, which the Lady Margaret feeing, 
opened the Queenes Purfe, and the Queene fmilingly put up 
in the faid Purfe. And when they had inclofed their Hands, 
ymediately the Sword was advanc^d before the Kiog by th^ 
Earl of P^mbroke.
